Setting Somerville’s agenda 





N AN IDEAL world, Somerville voters 
could elect Dorothy Kelly Gay in the 
May 11 special election to replace for- 
mer mayor and newly elected congressman 
Michael Capuano. In the 
same election, John 
Buonomo could then be pro- 
moted from alderman-at- 
large to budget-and-planning 
czar. But that’s not how it 
works. The mayor must have 
a strong grasp of the working 
details of the city, from the 
operating and school budgets 
to economic-planning and 
development initiatives. The 
mayor must also act as the leader in setting 
the city’s political agenda and tone. The 
Boston Phoenix believes John Buonomo is 
the best-qualified candidate for this job. 

Buonomo has been active in Somerville 
politics for the past 18 years — as director 
of human services for former mayor Gene 
Brune, as a school-committee member, and 
as an alderman. As chairman of the Finance 
Committee for the Board of Aldermen, he is 
well versed in the details of how the city is 
run. By contrast, Kelly Gay is not. Although 
she served on the Somerville School Com- 
mittee from 1987 to 1991, she has spent the 
last seven years outside of Somerville poli- 
tics — as a member of the Governor’s 
Council (where her record is exemplary) 
from 1992 through 1996, and last year as 
an inspiring, but ultimately unsuccessful, 
candidate for lieutenant governor. 

Although Kelly Gay is a far more dynamic

candidate and brings excitement to the con- 
test, trying to discern the real differences 
between her and Buonomo is like compar- 
ing Tom Brokaw with Peter Jennings: they 
look a little different, but they 
say the same things. Both 
mayoral hopefuls want to im- 
prove the schools, reform the 
city’s troubled police depart- 
ment, and ease the crunch in 
affordable housing. Both sup- 
port passage of legislation af- 
fording health-care benefits to 
the domestic partners of gay 
and lesbian city workers. 

But for Kelly Gay, the devil is 
in the details — or lack thereof. Buonomo’s 
grasp of fiscal minutiae (as evidenced on the 
campaign trail, during the April 26 candi- 
dates’ debate, and in his meeting with the 
Phoenix) — be it current budget figures, tax 
rates for Somerville and surrounding cities, or 
economic incentives for developers — is 
nothing short of impressive. Kelly Gay, on the 
other hand, while an impressive leader, seems 
troublingly unversed in the specifics of mu- 
nicipal government. When Buonomo asked 
her about a housing-policy issue (residential 
tax exemptions) at the April 26 debate, for in- 
stance, she didn’t appear to know what he 
was talking about. She was similarly stingy 
with details in her meeting with the Phoenix. 
If Buonomo were elected, there is little doubt 
that he could quickly pick up where Capuano 
left off. And given the city’s healthy budget, its 
recent success in sending a mayor to 
Congress, and its enviable press (the Utne

Reader dubbed Somerville’s Davis Square 
one of the hippest spots in North America), 
taking up where Capuano left off is a pretty 
good starting point. 

But that’s not to say that the Phoenix 
doesn’t have reservations about endorsing 
Buonomo. It’s tough to choose between two 
such appealing candidates. And it remains to 
be seen whether Buonomo, a lifelong bu- 
reaucrat, can muster the charisma and 
strength of character needed to rise above 
the petty yet vicious infighting that has char- 
acterized Somerville politics for decades. He 
must also recognize the real need for leader- 
ship in reforming the city’s police depart- 
ment: his campaign literature merely states 
that if the department needs change, it must 
come from the police chief. In person with 
the Phoenix, however, Buonomo was much 
more forceful about the need for reform and 
promised an independent review of the de- 
partment. Such change is imperative. By all 
accounts, the results of this special election 
will be tight; whoever wins would be wise to 
keep in mind that voters (and losing candi- 
dates) will get a second crack at the post 
come November — so campaign promises 
must be kept. 

That said, for the past 10 years (after los- 
ing a close 1989 mayoral race to Capuano), 
Buonomo has been preparing himself for a 
second chance — and it shows. The citizens 
of Somerville deserve a mayor as ready for 
the job as John Buonomo. b |

E: of course, the audience if the 
actors play their cards right. And the 
estimable Julie Harris and Charles Durning, 
like Jessica Tandy and Hume Cronyn be- 
fore them, are thespians at the top of their 
game. D.L. Coburn’s Pulitzer Prize winner 
about two fraying oldsters in a 
fraying old-age home who 
face off and reach out over a 
tourney of gin rummy is no 
masterpiece. But as Harold Clurman, quot- 
ing W.H. Auden, opined when Coburn’s 
cards were first shuffled, by the Cronyns, in 
1977: masterpieces are for high holidays. 
On lesser occasions, lesser works, lovingly 
performed, will do. And The Gin Game, as 
played by Harris and Durning, does well 
enough to be a treat. 
Durning is Weller 
Martin, an irascible 
Type A personality 
nursing his bad heart 
in a place for which 
he has complete con- 
tempt. The nursing 
home, he barks, “is a 
warehouse for the 
emotionally and in- 
tellectually dead”; he 
is the part of it 
“that’s breathing.” 
Five-time Tony win- 
ner Harris is Fonsia 
Dorsey, a newcomer 
to the home, obvi- 
ously unhappy and 
-—— in Harris’s read- 
ing — as nervous as 
a chicken at a foxes’ 
convention. On the 
cluttered porch of 
the facility, Weller 
entices Fonsia to a

of Charles Nelson Reilly’s (a tad too funny) 
production is its confidence in the ability of 
its stars to engage. The curtain goes up on 
Durning’s Weller amid the dead leaves and 
other detritus of the porch. And before a 
distraught Fonsia flutters on in her autum- 
nal wrapper, the actor is given his head to 
demonstrate the character’s comical yet 
touching frailty at length, before anything is 
heard but an off-stage TV and a burst of 
traffic noise. 

Once the gin game is under way, Durning 
betrays his character’s excitement and his 
compulsion in multitudinous ways — the 
strained smiles, the snatched cards, the myr- 
iad agitated variations on his little one-one- 
two-two dealing ritual. The porridge-voiced 
Harris, for her part, is all be- 
mused concentration as she 
squints at her cards over dan- 
gling glasses, gracefully waves 
away flies, talks or sings to herself. Her self- 
protective Fonsia cannot even flee for her 
life without collecting her open purse before 
she skitters. And the way in which her chop- 
py sobs teeter on laughter is a nice touch. 

Moreover, Harris and Durning are en- 
gaged in a pas de deux worthy of ballet.

game of gin that 

turns into a dance as sad as age and loneli- 
ness and as inevitable as Oedipus Rex. It 
seems the passive-aggressive Fonsia just 
can’t lose at Weller’s game — and he can 
neither deal with that nor walk away. 

Or, in the case of this production, dance 
away. Apparently at Harris’s suggestion, 
Coburn has written 10 pages of new dia- 
logue culminating in a waltz turn around the 
porch for the couple that’s intended to 
showcase the terpsichorean nimbleness of 
Queen of the Stardust Ballroom star (and re- 
cent Theatre Hall of Fame inductee) Durn- 
ing. It’s a sweet sequence, and the big man is 
uncommonly light on his feet. But it’s also a 
key to Harris’s and Durning’s approach to 
the material, which is more sentimental than 
that of the flintier Tandy and Cronyn. 
Tandy’s rendition of the controlling and vin- 
dictive Fonsia was harder-edged and less 
charming than Harris’s. And I will never for- 
get how red Cronyn’s face became when 
Weller flew into a rage; it was truly horrify- 
ing to watch. On the other hand, the stunned 
dignity with which Durning’s Weller greets 
the stroke toward which he has been headed 
all evening is pretty chilling too. 

But God, they say, is in the details. So it 
is with fine acting, and with these two you 
don’t need a crowd. In fact, one of the joys 


The two trade quite consciously on the 
difference in their sizes, Durning capital- 
izing on his girth to underline Weller’s 
volatility while Harris hunches and folds 
her arms in on her chest to make Fonsia 
seem even smaller. At first, it’s like 
watching a bird and a buffalo. Which 
makes the more startling our realization 
that Fonsia’s rigidity is at least as much 
to blame as Weller’s apoplexy for the 
pair’s inability to throw aside the cards 
and — as E.M. Forster would say — 
“only connect.” 

When The Gin Game, directed by Mike 
Nichols, first hit the boards, the production 
was so deft that the play was overrated. I 
don’t believe I’ve seen The Gin Game since 
it passed through the Wilbur 22 years ago, 
en route to Broadway, then returned there, 
on tour, a year later. And truth to tell, I 
don’t much care if I do again, unless it’s to 
rejoice in performances as ace as these. 
Few actors would dare, even years later, to 
slide into the slippers and supp-hose of the 
Cronyns. But for Harris and Durning, the 
shoes fit, and they wear the funny-poignant 
hell out of them.

Who'll fill in when Brudnoy cuts back? 


Could talk-radio legend Jerry Williams 
or Democratic politico Marjorie 
Clapprood be returning to the airwaves? 
We won’t know the answer for a few more 
weeks. But Williams and Clapprood are 
two of the more intriguing names to 
emerge in the sweepstakes now under 
way at WBZ Radio, where the top-rated 
David Brudnoy will soon reduce his 
workload from five hours a night to three. 

Sometime late next month — most 
likely June 28 — Brudnoy will give up 
the final two hours of his Monday- 
through-Friday, 7 p.m.—to—midnight 
shift. And though no one’s talking 
officially about who will get the new 10- 
to-midnight gig, the buzz around the 
station is that Williams and Clapprood 
have already applied. 

Williams, who practically invented talk 
radio in the 1960s, was an afternoon 
ratings monster in the ’80s and early ’90s 
at WRKO, where he campaigned against 
mandatory seat belts and tortured former 
governor Michael Dukakis; but "RKO, 
seeking a younger audience, squeezed him 
out a couple of years ago. Clapprood, a 
former state representative, was an "RKO 
morning host for several years. She’s been 
casting about for a new job since losing

Clapprood, when contacted by the 
Phoenix, confirmed her interest in the 
post.

George W. Bush. 

Rather than jaunt up to Manchester 
with the lesser mortals, however, Bush 


was waging a stealth campaign, staying at 
home in Austin under the pretense that he 
can't leave town until the Texas legislature 


adjoums later this month. 

Meanwhile, the eight who did trek to 
Manchester — Lamar Alexander, Gary 
Bauer, Elizabeth Dole, Steve Forbes, 
John Kasich, Alan Keyes, Dan Quayle, 
and Bob Smith — struggled to project 
optimism for reporters more interested in 
Bush than in the platforms of the 
candidates they were seeing in the flesh. 
(John McCain and Pat Buchanan were 
tied up elsewhere.) 

“It's been hard. It’s been a hard year,” 
confided one Alexander aide, as her 
candidate held a press conference to 
announce what had been touted as a

“I’m just fatigued. It’s just too much,” 
says Brudnoy, a 25-year radio veteran.

“major endorsement” (it tumed out to be 
from former New Hampshire 
congressman Bob Zeliff). 

Asked repeatedly about Bush, 
Alexander marveled at how the Texan was 
getting a free pass from the tedium of raw 
campaigning. “I’ve been talking to people 
for 30 minutes at a time about Social 
Security, taxes — UFOs — whatever they 
want to talk about,” he said in 
exasperation. 

In his speech that evening, former vice- 
president Dan Quayle fought valiantly 
against conventional wisdom, saying that 
“down in Washington, they've already had 
their primary. They’re saying your primary 
doesn't count. It does count.” 

Placed at the center of every dinner 
table was a message printed in ornate 
calligraphy, recalling Ronald Reagan’s

11th Commandment: “Thou shalt not 
speak ill of another Republican.” Most of 
the candidates, however, seemed more 
interested in the original Biblical tablets. 
Decrying “America’s virtue deficit,” Bauer 
promised that his judicial appointees “will 
hang up the 10 Commandments in their 
courtrooms.” Quayle wamed that “we are 
slipping away from being a God-fearing 
nation,” and reminded his audience that 
the 10 Commandments are “not 
suggestions.” And Keyes roared, “Thou 
shalt not kill, and that means children in 
the womb!” 

In the end, however, every Republican 
in America is waiting for a certain Moses 
to come down off his mountain in Austin, 
Texas. And then the real Republican 
primary can begin.

About face 


Beacon Hill’s “Hail Bob” pass to save the 
Patriots was all about face: the governor’s saving 
face, the Senate president’s getting some face 
time, and a face-lift for the House Speaker. For 
Kraft himself, the issue was face value. 

When Beacon Hill was giving the Patriots the 
boot, that face on the boot was that of Speaker 
Tom Finneran — who made no apologies for 
his anti-Patriotism. Finneran’s overriding fealty 
was to economic principles, which 
underwhelmed the Pat Pack, the tailgaters who 
talk to themselves on talk radio very loudly. 

Now Finneran wins the battle and the war. 
Suddenly he’s a strong leader and a good guy 
... the King of Beacon Hill and a Prince in 
Patriotland. 

“There is nothing like the confluence of 
sports and politics,” said Senate president Tom 
Birmingham, and he could have added, “Thank 
God.” 

In February 1998, Birmingham looked like 
the man whose plan would keep the Patriots 
here... and he was 
perceived as a power, 

a worthy 
successor to Bill 
Bulger. But 
when his deal 
died, 
Birmingham 
seemed to 
expire with it: 
the State House 
force was no 
longer with 
him. 

Birmingham 
revived himself 
by initiating the 
political 
“summit” that 
quickly produced a 
proposal. The deal 
(made in his office) 
brings Birmingham 
back from the shadows of the State House and 
gives him the face time he must have if he’s 
ever going to move up. 

For Paul Cellucci, the Patriots are bigger than 
bocce. The governor was shrinking toward 
irrelevance — defeated on the death penalty 
and education, heading for a defeat on tax cuts. 
Now Cellucci has proof he can play the game 
with the big boys on the Hill, which is his 
reward for risking what was left of his prestige. 

Kraft’s choice was between his wallet and his 
heart. 

Governor John Rowland was thinking only 
cash when he predicted that Kraft would call 
the moving vans: “If I quote my critics, they 
say this is one of the best plans in the country. 
Why would he walk away from this?” 

Because he could afford to. In Foxborough, 
he’s royalty; in Connecticut, he’s just another 
rich guy. 

Usually Boston is the victim of sports crimes, 
not the perpetrator. We have felt Connecticut’s 
pain. 

But now that we’re so excited about where 
the Pats’ll play, does it still matter how?

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Green envy

The MBTA introduces its new $2 million train. No, it doesn’t suck. 


REEN IS THE color that T riders love to hate. 
hether it’s slow trains, flooded tracks, or 
cramped interiors with fewer seats than a 
Moroccan restaurant, the Green Line often seems 
like a doddering grandparent, still dickering with 
bygone technology while its Red, Orange, and 
Blue peers have graduated into the 20th century. 

So imagine my surprise a couple of weeks ago, 
when, standing on the platform at Kenmore 
station, | was met by a train that looked like 
something from the set of The Matrix. Wrapped in 
Stainless steel, splashed with massive panel 
windows, and sleeker than a Gucci pump, this 
wasn't, as the saying goes, your father’s Green 
Line car. | had to drive it. 

Forty-eight hours later, on a gray Friday 
moming, I’m on my way to Newton's Riverside 
train depot for a tour. There I’m met by Gerard 
(Gerry) Morse, the T’s deputy director of vehicle 
engineering manufacturing. An affable man with a 
head of thick brown hair, Morse is a 17-year T 
veteran, yet he maintains a child’s love for 
transportation gadgetry. “In our business, we get 
excited about this,” he says. “The public, not so 
much.” 

The new Green Line car is linear and sharp, not 
chubby and curvaceous like its predecessors. 
Enlarged windows the size of the barracuda tanks 
at the aquarium give it an airy, wide-open feeling. 
Electronic route signs have displaced the old 
illuminated banners on the cab’s sides and front, 
and next to every door is a large blue 
handicapped-access button encircled in tiny 
flashing bulbs. 

The biggest changes, however, are in the train’s 
interior, which has been redesigned to better 
accommodate handicapped passengers. To start, 
all the seating has been rearranged, and some full 
seats have been abandoned for stool-like seats 
and benches. Even more radical, passengers now 
board the train at street level instead of climbing 

those little stairs. The thing is, the interior must still 
accommodate the train’s raised wheel well, so the 
east and west sides of the cab stand nearly a foot 
and a half higher than the street-level center. This 
is a tad jarring at first: if you’re standing in the 
train's middie, you can’t help being freaked out by 
the people standing high above you to the right 
and left. It feels as if you're on the set of Solid Gold 
or something. 

The new cars are made by a real melting pot of 
manufacturers, Morse tells me. Much of the 
exterior — the “shell,” he calls it — is built in Italy 
by Breda Construzioni Ferroviarie, which explains 
the fashionable design. The train’s midsection was 
completed in Sicily. Its gearbox motors were made 
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in Pittsburgh; the brakes, in South Carolina; the 
seats, in Chicago; the air-conditioning system, in 
upstate New York. 

“This is a custom-made vehicle,” Morse says. 
“Unlike buying a new Buick, where there are, like, 
three million [manufactured], there are only 100 of 
these.” 

But that’s enough to give the Green Line a 
substantial facelift. At the time of our tour there 
were only three new Greenies in Boston — two 
that run regular routes with the rest of the fleet, 
and a third that is used for tests. Eventually, Morse 





So driving the new train isn't exactly Formula 
500 racing. But there’s plenty to amuse you here; 
Morse is especially keen on the new train’s CD- 
quality automated-voice system, which replaces 
those old frizzly intercoms that sounded worse 
than a Burger King drive-through. All the stop 
announcements are done by Frank Oglesby, a T 
human-resources manager who is now the official 


voice of the Green and Red Lines. (For T-o-philes: 


the woman who says “Mass Eye and Ear’ at the 
Red Line’s Charles/MGH stop is Kelly Ganley, 
Morse’s administrative assistant.)

says, the line will receive roughly one train a week 
until the end of 2000. (For you T-o-philes, that 
means they're going to be phasing out the old 
Boeing trains, as well as some of the aging 
Japanese-made Kinki cars.) 

Before we leave the yard at Riverside, Morse 
offers to let me take the controls. Here is a partial 
list of activities that are more difficult than driving 
the new Green Line train: using a remote control, 
peeling an orange, unbuttoning a shirt, buttering 
toast, petting a dog, turning off a faucet, and 
snapping your fingers. To accelerate, you simply 
grab a lever on the left-hand side, twist, and pull; 
if you release, the train brakes automatically. 
That's it. (In fairness, it’s a totally different ball 
game to drive a train through busy city streets, 
among people and automobiles, than in an empty 
rail yard.) 
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Our trip through Newton and Brookline and on 
into Boston’s bowels is mostly seamless. The new 
train rides smoothly and seems more spacious 
than its predecessors: even when it’s packed, it 
doesn't feel like a can of Prince Albert. The 
passengers don’t seem to mind the multi-level 
seating or even the stool seats, which take some 
getting used to. 

Still, some things stay the same. When the 
train arrives in Boylston station, a middle-aged 
gentleman, clearly under the influence of alcohol, 
demonstrates the efficiency of the street-level 

entry system by stepping inside the car and 
immediately falling face down. Morse, with 
assistance from some of his T colleagues, helps 
the man to his feet and over to a bench. Two-

A modern-day 
slave speaks out 


As long notes from the Roland XP-50 
organ filled the Bethel AME Church in 
Jamaica Plain during last Sunday’s service, 
the Reverend Gloria White- Hammond 
strode to the microphone to ready the 
congregation. “Praise the Lord,” she said 
over the music. “Did he get you here this 
morning? Is he worthy of the glory?” 

For Moctar Teyeb, the trip was long 
indeed. The 39-year-old escaped slavery 
in the African nation Mauritania — one of 
several countries where human bondage 
persists — two decades ago. And Teyeb, 
who traveled from his home in New York 
to speak to the congregation, will be in 
Boston again next week as the American 
Anti-Slavery Group kicks off a push to 
free millions of slaves in Mauritania, 
Sudan, and elsewhere. 

A main goal of the six-year-old Boston- 
based nonprofit is to eradicate slavery in 
those two countries; it also raises 
awareness of other forms of forced 
bondage, such as the sex trade and child 
labor. 

On May 11, the group will launch a 
series of locally designed ads (see “Slaves 
for Sale,” TJI, News, March 19) aimed at 
exposing the bondage that Teyeb had the 
will to escape in Mauritania, where the 
group says as many as hundreds of 
thousands of black Muslims remain 
enslaved. “If the world understands the 
truth, it will be clear that something 
should be done,” said Teyeb shortly after 
speaking at the church Sunday. 

The American Anti-Slavery Group, 
which has pushed to place African slavery 
on the radar screen of mainstream 

human-rights groups, wants tactics such 
as the ad campaign and the idea of 
“reclaiming” Boston as an abolitionist city 
to put pressure on the US and the UN. In 
turn, it hopes, the US and the UN will 
pressure countries where slavery still exists 
into ending the practice. 

In Mauritania, says Teyeb, the 
enslavement of black Muslims continues 
in part because their lighter-skinned 
Muslim masters tell them their 
enslavement is rooted in the Koran; since 
they are kept illiterate, they are unable to 
learn the truth. Teyeb’s message, then, is 
truly that education can set you free. “As 
long as you can’t read and write, you are 
weak and you can be a slave,” says Teyeb. 
“We don’t need a weapon or a gun. We 
need only to work with people in 

Mauritania and 
teach them that 
slavery is wrong.” 

“Once the 
grassroots outrage is 
there, and the 
demand for action, “ 
says Jesse Sage, the 
American Anti- 
Slavery Group’s 
associate director, 
“the public figures 
who have been silent 
on this will speak 
out.”

10 years ago: 

May 5, 1989 

Scan Flynn delved into the under- 
belly of Boston real estate and found 
that many brokers screened out mi- 
nority applicants over the phone, kept 
separate books for landlords who 
would accept minority residents, and, 
if pressed to show apartments to mi- 
norities, would show only those in 
non-white neighborhoods. 

“Although it is hard to determine 
exactly how widespread such tactics 
are, there is evidence that such dis- 
crimination is carried out on a large 
scale and that it undoubtedly plays a 
large role in keeping the Boston area 
dramatically segregated. If the 
metropolitan arca’s racial distribution 
were mapped out in color-coded 
push-pins, the cnd picture would be 
an island of black surrounded by a 
nearly unbroken sea of white.” 


Sixteen going on cynical 
1 years ago: 
May 8, 1984 


Owen Gleiberman argued that the 
premise of John Hughes’s Sixteen 
Candles didn’t match the age it repre- 
sented. 

“The business of everyone forget- 
ting Samantha’s 16th birthday is cm- 
barrassing. Hughes’s point secms to 
be that teen concerns haven't changed 
much over the years, but this wistful 
notion is like soggy toast next to the 
derisive social commentary of the rest 
of the movie. The problem is one of 
consistency, not nerve. In Sixteen 
Candles, John Hughes has created an 
outlandish, brashly cynical satire of 
high school in the "80s. He should 
have realized that, inside that world, 
the idca of turning ‘sweet 16’ isn’t just 


~ quaint — it’s a contradiction in 


terms.”

Betty Gibson took an early lead in 
the South End’s revival. 


Make way for the gentry 
2 years ago: 
May 8, 1979 


Betty Gibson, of the South End’s 
posh rcal-estate firm Betty Gibson As- 
sociates, claimed that her company 
was making way for “solid American 
citizens” to purchase homes in a con- 
veniently located and reasonably 
priced area. Renée Loth pointed out 
that others thought Gibson was allow- 
ing a new “gentry” to take the South 
End away from working-class tenants. 

“Betty Gibson is the first lady of 
gentrification, the woman most re- 
sponsible for what neighborhood ac- 
tivist Michael Kane calls ‘buying up 
the South End for the exposed- 
brick/disco crowd.’ Kane is the for- 
mer director of the South End Plan-

Glow sticks aren’t expen- 
sive, but the cost can add 
up: at a recent house night at 
Avalon, short glowing mouth- 
pieces cost $2, the standard 
six-inch sticks were $3 each, 
and bracelets and necklaces 
ran $2 and $3 each, respec- 
tively. Smart shoppers can 
save a few bucks by buying 
ahead of time. Two good 

sources are sporting-goods 
stores and novelty 
shops.

Goods sells mouthpieces 

for 99 cents and six-inch 
sticks for $2.09. Mass Army

In your book More of the Straight Dope, you repeat the 
story that vampire legends might have been based on victims __| 
of the disease porphyria, which causes disfigurement and is a 
result of certain blood deficiencies. This hypothesis was 
invented by a biochemist named David Dolphin. It doesn’t 
hold up under scientific scrutiny, since drinking blood doesn’t 
actually bring victims any relief, nor do victims crave blood | 
since they don’t intuitively know they have a blood deficiency 
(it was not known what caused the disease until relatively 
recently). However, the story has become very popular and 
has caused untold suffering for victims of porphyria, who 
have been branded “vampires” and taunted because of it. You 
might want to address this in your column when you've got 
the time.

(The guy was making a speech to a scientific society! It was 

reported in the New York Times!) As a result, | was takenin | 

by an explanation that was superficially plausible but on 
examination turned out to be complete crap. 

In 1985 biochemist David Dolphin proposed that the vam- 

pires of folklore may actually have been people suffering 

from porphyria, a group of rare, largely hereditary blood dis- 

eases. According to the Times account of his remarks: (1) 

Porphyria victims are extraordinarily sensitive to sunlight. 

Even mild exposure can cause severe disfigurement. Facial | 

skin may scar, the nose and fingers may fall off, and the lips 

and gums may become so taut that the teeth project like 
fangs. (2) To avoid sunlight, people with serious cases of 
porphyria go out only at night, just like Dracula. (3) Today 
porphyria can be treated with injections of blood products. 
Centuries ago, porphyria victims may have sought to treat 
themselves by drinking blood. (4) Porphyria is inherited, but 
the symptoms may not manifest themselves until brought on 
by stress. Suppose a sibling with an active case of the disease 
bites you to quench a thirst for blood. Trés stressful, non? 
Suddenly your own latent porphyria goes critical and you 
start growing fangs too. (5) Garlic contains a chemical that | 
worsens porphyria symptoms, causing sufferers to avoid it. 
Just like vampires. 

Great story, eh? The media, including me, went nuts, and 
today everybody “knows” that porphyria patients are vam- 
pires — to the distress of people who actually have these | 
diseases. 

Just one problem. People with porphyria aren’t vampires, 
and there’s no reason to think that the vampires of folklore 
had the disease (or existed at all). To respond point by 
point: (1) Porphyria comprises seven separate disorders. 

Skin problems are a fairly common symptom, but only the 
rarest form causes severe disfigurement. Only 200 cases of 
this form have been diagnosed, too few to account for the 
widespread belief in vampires. In any case, alleged vampires 
exhumed in the 18th century typically weren’t disfigured. 

(2) The idea that vampires abhor sunlight is an invention of 
fiction writers. In Europe during the 18th and 19th cen- 
turies, vampires were sometimes reported to have been seen 
during the day. Bram Stoker’s Dracula was deathly pale, but 
folkloric vampires were said to be ruddy-faced due to blood 
consumption. (3) Porphyria victims don’t crave blood. 
Drinking blood does not alleviate their symptoms, nor has | 
there ever been a general belief that it does. The blood 
chemicals porphyria victims need do not survive digestion. 
(4) In light of the preceding, the scenario described in point 
number 4 above is unlikely. (5) No one has proved that garlic 
worsens porphyria. 

Professor Dolphin never published a formal paper describ- 
ing his theory. When I phoned, he didn’t wish to speak to me 
and would say only that “it was just speculation” and that “I 
haven’t worked in this area for many years.” | 

The practice of trying to match discases with well-known 
figures in history or folklore has a long and not entirely rep- 
utable history. (Porphyria has also been blamed for were- 
wolves.) Maybe next time we'll know better. &

The city-council president sticks up for his 
old-school vision of South Boston. But what 
happens when no one stands up to him?

T’S A PORTRAIT of Southie power 


— literally. The photograph hanging in 


Boston City Council president Jimmy 
Kelly’s office shows Kelly, along with 
South Boston state legislators Stephen 
Lynch and Jack Hart, standing with Bos- 
ton Redevelopment Authority (BRA) head 
Tom O’Brien. 

The four are all smiles. The photo was 
shot in March 1998, just after they cut a 
deal ensuring that at least half the afford- 
able-housing “linkage” payments generat- 
ed by new waterfront development would 
be funneled to South Boston. 

Jump ahead a year, and the smiles are 
gone. At a recent hearing on the city’s 
plan for the Seaport District, which in- 
cludes less commercial development (and 
thus less linkage money) than Kelly would 
like, Kelly told O’Brien: “So help me God, 
I’m going to get you.” 

That explosion was only the latest in a 
slew of Kelly controversies. Last year, af- 
ter promising to lead a citywide discussion 
on race, Kelly, an affirmative-action foe, 
held a divisive and pointless hearing on af- 
firmative action in the city’s police and fire 
departments. He’s been castigated as an 
anti-yuppie reactionary, too, for his push 
to limit roof decks and accordion-style 
restaurant doors in Southie. “Kelly is try- 
ing to force his old, tired way of thinking 
onto a new Boston and new century,” 
scolded the Boston Globe’s Joan Vennochi 
last month. 

But if all the heat has damaged Kelly 
politically, it doesn’t show. If anything, 
he’s as powerful today as he ever was. He 
helped keep the New England Patriots out 
of South Boston in 1997, helped swing 
Southie’s sweet linkage deal in 1998, and 
was casily clected council president in Jan- 
uary for a sixth term. Most significant, af- 
ter the blow-up at O’Brien, Mayor Tom 
Menino barely slapped Kelly’s wrist. “You 
have to act in a professional manner at all 
times,” the mayor told the Phoenix in re- 
gard to the incident — hardly a stinging 
rebuke. 

Kelly is at the peak of his power at a 
critical time. As the city wrestles with 
development questions and with racial 
trouble in its police department, housing 
authority, and elsewhere, Kelly’s intransi- 

gence on housing and affirmative action 
has real consequences. As Boston changes 
around him, why docs this guy stay so 
powerful? 


WENTY-FIVE YEARS ago, few would 

have predicted that Kelly would be 
where he is today. Jailed briefly in the 
1960s for possession of a firearm, Kelly is 
still remembered by many as a tough, un- 
polished Southie activist bitterly opposed 
to school busing. 

He’s lost many of his rough edges over 
the years, but not everything has changed. 
In 1996, he initially opposed a resolution 
by city councilor Gareth Saunders —— one 
of just two black councilors — condemn- 
ing the wave of burnings that had struck 
black churches in the South. And then 
there was his call for a review of hiring 
policies in the police and fire departments. 
That action wasn’t popular among his fel- 
low councilors. 

Yet, says Allston-Brighton councilor 
Brian Honan, “he did not hold that 
against anybody.” And Honan and most of

his colleagues did not hold it against Kcl- 
ly, electing him president again. 

Part of the reason Kelly can maintain a 
good rapport with Menino and other city 
pols to his left is that he musters a defense 
intellectually respectable enough to ward 
off heavy artillery. The shelves of his City 
Hall office are lined with books, including 
the work of conservative writers such as 
Dinesh D’Souza, and Robert Zclnick’s 
anti-affirmative-action book Backfire: A 
Reporter Looks at Affirmative Action. 

“I’ve been identified as somcone who is 
very narrow-minded, who has stepped 
over the threshold of being parochial,” 
says Kelly. “I’ve been accused of a num- 
ber of things, but the people who come in 
and out of my office are of all different 
persuasions and races. | work closcly 
with all my constituents, whether they are 
from the [South End’s] Cathedral hous- 
ing project or [South Boston’s] Old 
Colony project.” 


ELLY MAY be a rcactionary, but he’s 

a reactionary who works. Even South 
End neighborhood activists — who sit 
cultural miles from Southie and often 
don’t share his politics — admit that when 
they place a call, he returns it. 

On a recent Saturday, in the South 
End’s Peters Park, Kelly stands smiling in 
the late-morning sun. It’s opening day for 
the South End Youth Bascball. “I have a 


ball here,” he says, taking the mound, 
“and | bet | can get it in to one of the guys 
with the glove in three bounces!” 

The kids here, mostly black and Latino, 
laugh at Kelly's sclf-deprecation as he toss- 
es a pitch into the catcher’s glove. It’s a 
hard event not to enjoy. But even today, 
Kelly has Southic on his mind. Standing 
on Washington Street, he brings up the 
controversy over the name of the new wa- 
terfront. Kelly is adamant that it retain a 
reference to South Boston — where it’s 
technically located — both in city planning 
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Village idiot he is not. Kelly offers a con- 
sistent and coherent vision of a ncighbor- 
hood threatened by more than just housing 
prices. Scated in his fifth-floor office over- 
looking City Hall’s red-brick plaza, Kelly 
describes the issue not in terms of Southie 
itsclf, but in terms of Mattapan — spccifi- 
cally, the Mattapan described in Hillcl 
Levine and Lawrence Harmon's Death of 
an American Jewish Community: A Tragedy 
of Good Intentions. 

“It went from stability and strength and 
low crime, in a very short period, to high 
crime,” says Kelly. “Mattapan right now, 
in many areas, shows tremendous stabili- 
ty, well-paved strects in good condition, 
kids playing in the yards, people mowing 
lawns. It’s very nice, but there are many 
sections that arc still in deplorable, run- 
down condition. And what | remember in 
the 1950s and "60s, growing up, was that 
with the exception of Beacon Hill, Matta- 
pan was the most stable neighborhood in 
the city.” 

Now he secs a similar threat to South 
Boston as housing costs soar. “I! would 
hope that reasonable people can agree that 
South Boston residents, through no fault 
of their own, are being displaced,” says 
Kelly. “Being driven from your home is a 
cruci thing.” And the neighborhood's co- 
herence, he says, is best maintained if the 
long-time residents are offered new hous- 
ing built with Seaport subsidics. 

The thing is, “long-time residents” of 
South Boston tend to be those who look a 
lot like Jimmy Kelly. “Jimmy has this vision 
of Boston, which is a vision of discrete 
and somewhat insular neighborhoods 
where everyone in the neighborhood 
knows everyone else and everyone looks 
like everyone else,” says Back Bay city 
councilor Tom Keane, who’s not among 
Kelly’s supporters. “It’s a very different vi 
sion from mine, but it is a vision, and 
what’s happening in the Scaport and the 
way that this is playing out is the defense 
of that vision.” 


FTER THE mayor, Kelly is the most 

visible elected official in a city with a 
troubled racial history. “When pcople 
think of the Boston City Council,” says 
Kay Gibbs, a long-time South End resi- 
dent and activist, “I bet you everybody is 
able to identify Jimmy Kelly, whercas 
some of the more moderate influences are 
largely anonymous in the public mind. 
They think that he is Boston. | think that 
he is not.” 

More-modcrate influences — that is, 
most of the council — tend to keep quict 
and vote for Kelly when the presidency 
comes up. One of few councilors to have 
challenged Kelly for the post is Garcth 
Saunders. “The political power structure 
has not dealt decisively and forcibly with 
Kelly,” he says. “They have not con- 
demned statements that are a little out of 
left ficld — or I guess | should say out of 
right ficld.” 

The clearest explanation for Kelly’s 
clout is that it’s really Southic’s clout, 
which gets to the best prism through 
which to examine local politics: voting. 
“His opponents have nothing resembling 
the power basc hc has,” acknowledges one 

critic. “In South Boston, people don’t just 
talk about it, they votc.” 

Thcy sure do, at least compared to much 
of the rest of the city. “The disproportion- 
atc input Southic has because of its large

documents and in the popular vernacular. 
For him, it’s a referendum on the city’s re- 
spect — or lack thereof — for Southic. “I 
asked O’Bricn why he deleted South Boston 
[from the name] and he started talking 
about building heights,” recalls Kelly of the 
April mecting where he exploded at O’Brien. 
“| asked him again and he started talking 
about linkage payments. | never got a 
straight answer. 

“He looked at me,” adds Kelly, “like | 
was the village idiot.” 


turnout makcs it the litcral linchpin in all 
of city decision-making,” says Lou DiNa- 
talc, senior fellow at the McCormack Insti- 
tute for Public Affairs at UMass Boston. 
Kelly's labor record is another piece of 
the puzzle. A former shect-metal workcr, 
the council president has strong labor tics 
and really understands union issues, ac- 
cording to Greater Boston Labor Council 
executive secretary Tony Romano. “Hc is 
very passionate,” says Romano, who cred-

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Joe Moakley gets what he wants 


The quiet man 


N NEWSPAPER HEADLINES and city-council meetings, Jim Kelly may be the 
‘ loud and inflammatory voice of South Boston. But the neighborhood’s truc pro- 

tector is a man who speaks more softly and carrics a much bigger stick: Con- 
gressman Joe Moakley. 

Now in his 13th term, the 72-year-old Moakley may not have the clout he had 
when the Democrats ran Congress and he won millions of federal dollars for such 
local projects as the Big Dig and a grand new federal courthouse. But even if he’s 
been marginalized in a Sunbelt Republican Congress — and cven if he spends 
most of his time several hundred miles away — Moakley remains a‘titanic force in 

markostow City politics. 

‘ “Joe may be viewed as someone 
who doesn’t get involved in local dis- 
putes,” says former city councilor 
Michael McCormack, “but he’s al- 
ways there. He’s always a presence.” 

Two recent interventions in city 
politics have reaffirmed the powcr of 
this courtly pol with the Santa Claus 
physique. One is his declaration last 
month that he would “resort to any- 
thing” to block a proposed new run- 
way for Logan Airport, including a 
federal funding cutoff that could kill 
the project. Moaklcy also persuaded 
the city to scale back its plans for new 
housing on the South Boston watcr- 
front. 

In both cases, Moakley has ar- 
guably favored a narrow intcrest over 
a greater good. Massport says Bos- 
ton’s economy needs an expanded air- 
port — but Southic residents are wary 
of increased noise and air pollution. 
The Boston Redevelopment Authority 
(BRA) insists that waterfront development requires enough housing to create a rcs- 
idcential community, and that new units will hclp lower soaring South Boston rents 
— yet Southie is wary of gentrification and the outsiders it brings. 

Moaklcy’s gentle touch and lofty congressional stature, however, usually mcan 
that he gets what he wants. Thus, when Mayor Tom Menino and BRA dircctor 
Tom O'Brien were in a bitter standoff with Kelly over the number of new housing 
units to be built in South Boston, the hand of Moakley quickly settled the crucial 
issuc. When he told O’Brien and Menino that he supported the construction of 
only 4000 new units in the next 10 years — as opposed to the city’s plan for up to 
8000 units — the city scaled back its ambitions. 

Which makes one wonder whether Moaklcy’s periodic muscle-flexes irk Menino, 
who doesn’t like being overshadowed on his own turf. A Menino adviser says the 
two have a “positive, very respectful” relationship. Moakley puts it this way: 
“We're not in bed together. We've had a decent relationship.” Not hostile, perhaps, 
but that doesn’t quite sound like deep kinship. 

Yct Moaklcy maintains that he tries to avoid city-level politics. “I don’t try to 
micromanage anything,” he says. And if South Boston’s advocates sccm overly pas- 
sionate at times, he says, they are simply “trying to preserve this little area that’s 
suffered so many slings and arrows over the last 30 or 40 years and make sure it

comcs out okay from this progress.” 


That's his only agenda within the city of Boston, he says. “Most of the other 
things in the city, I let them do whatever they want — if it doesn’t adverscly affect 


my constitucnts.” 


But given how many of Boston’s biggest projects — from waterfront develop- 
ment to a new convention center to the proposed Logan runway — do affect the 
strong-willed folk of South Boston, that secmingly conciliatory statement might be 
little more than Moakley’s way of saying he’s not done yet.

its Kelly for supporting the city’s living- 
wage ordinance and union labor agree- 
ments for various construction projects. 
“He comes from a working-class neigh- 
borhood, and he hasn’t forgotten that.” 

All that ground-level power is backed 
up by a bigger stick: powerhouse con- 
gressman Joe Moakley (see “The Quiet 

an,” above). No doubt his support of 
Southic pols who fought to keep a New 
England Patriots stadium out of the 
ncighborhood in 1997 emboldened Kelly. 
Also, the mayor himsclf has plenty of rea- 
sons to stay in step with the council presi- 
dent. The two are buddies, for one thing. 
And Menino sces the future of the Sea- 
port District as a part of his legacy. So it’s 
to his advantage to keep Kelly happy as 
long as the councilor has the muscle to 
stall Menino’s plans. 


ETWEEN KELLY’S stance on Sea- 

port housing and his recent attempt to 
restrict roof decks and accordion-style 
restaurant doors in South Boston, ob- 
servers have begun speculating as to what 
his real motivations might be. Some

charge that Kelly wants an anti-yuppie 
force ficld around Southic, limiting up- 
scale housing and clamping down on 
amenities that might attract a new kind of 
resident to the neighborhood. 

For his part, Kelly says his push on the 
accordion doors and roof decks has been 
misunderstood. The open doors put the 
public closcr to boozing, he says, while 
roof decks are the stuff of constant dis- 
putes among neighbors. 

Regardless, says UMass’s DiNatalc, the 
inevitable gentrification of Southie and the 
coming development of the waterfront 
means that for Kelly, Stephen Lynch, and 
other Southie pols, the writing is on the 
wall. Economic and social diversity may 
not come fast cnough to change the politi- 
cal equation in Southie anytime soon, but 
it’s coming. 

“There’s no question that the Scaport 
District is an absolutely fundamental polit- 
ical threat to the dominance that South 
Boston has had in Boston municipal poli- 
tics,” says DiNatale. “Kelly understands 
that clearly.” |

Times Mirror swallows the Advocate 
weeklies, raising serious questions 
about the future of the alternative press 


Chomp, chomp

Geoff Robinson and his wife, Reihana Robinson, 

were in a celebratory mood. The previous week, 
Geoff and his ex-wife, Christine Austin, had announced 
they were selling the five Advocate weekly newspapers, 
which they’d published for 26 years, to the Hartford 
Courant. Now the Robinsons were marking the occasion 
with a quiet dinner at a Northampton-area restaurant. 

Soon they were spotted by author Jonathan Harr (A 
Civil Action), who had worked for the Advocate chain in 
the late ’70s and early ’80s. Harr and his old boss ex- 
changed pleasantries and talked about the sale; Robinson 
insisted that he hadn’t done it for the money. 

“He said there were other buyers that wanted to pay 
more money,” Harr recalls. “But he sold to the Hartford 
Courant because he thinks they’re the ones who are going 
to do the best job keeping it as an alternative voice.” Harr 
pauses before continuing, “I don’t know where he gets 
that idea.” 

If Robinson didn’t do it for the money, he did pretty 
well nevertheless. According to one estimate, he and 
Austin split $17 million to $20 million. And, of course, 
they had every right to cash in. 

But by selling to the Courant, which in turn is owned by 
the Times Mirror Company, one of the country’s largest 
media conglomerates (its flagship is the Los Angeles 
Times), they have struck fear into the hearts of their staff, 
abandoned their readers to the whims of monopoly me- 
dia, and dealt a blow to the alternative press that could 
have dangerous long-term consequences. 

“If he’s smart, he’ll never step into this building again,” 
a bitter Advocate staffer says of Robinson. (Robinson, 
reached at home, declined to discuss the sale with the Bos- 
ton Phoenix. Austin could not be reached for comment.) 

In a media nation in which virtually every daily

newspaper is owned by one of a half-dozen or so mega- 
corporations, and nearly every major city is served by just 
one daily (Boston is a fortunate exception), alternative 
weeklies such as the Advocate papers serve a crucial role 
as a Critical, independent voice. But the Advocate has now 
been neutered. Nowhere is that more true than in Hart- 
ford, the largest city served by the chain. The Hartford Ad- 
vocate has morphed overnight from the Courant’s nemesis 
into a marketing tool for clueless Courant executives trying 
to figure out how to appeal to those crazy twentysome- 
things with their coffee addictions and body piercings. 


last week — hardly surprising in an era when even 
megamergers such as the Fleet-BankBoston combination 
encounter little more than a speed bump from govern- 
ment regulators. 

Connecticut attorney general Richard Blumenthal has 
pledged publicly to investigate the sale, but he doesn’t 
sound eager to piss off his state’s largest, most influential 
newspaper. “Our review is ongoing, and we hope to con- 
clude it in the near future,” he told the Phoenix. “I really 
can’t comment further.” 

Indeed, at this point, the only obstacle standing in the 
way of Times Mirror’s monopolistic quest is a quixotic 
lawsuit bankrolled by Bruce Brugmann, the iconoclastic 
owner of the San Francisco Bay Guardian and an outspo- 
ken opponent of chain ownership. The suit — filed in 
federal district court on behalf of an auto dealer and a 
Connecticut woman — claims that the demise of compe- 
tition will do irreparable harm both to advertisers and to 
readers. 

“I’m mad as hell about this. It’s the worst threat to face 
the alternative press ever. It’s horrible,” says Brugmann, 
whom Robinson has cited, ironically, as a role model. “If 
alternative papers sell to the local daily competition, they 
no longer have any reason to exist. And pretty soon they 


will not exist.” 


UST A few weeks before Geoff Robinson became a 

very rich man, he was telling folks that his papers 
weren’t for sale. But though the timing — and the identity 
of the buyer — were a shock, few observers are surprised 
that he and Austin finally decided they’d had enough. 

The Advocate chain was born in 1973, when two young 
editors at the Courant, Robinson and Ed Matys, quit their 
jobs, borrowed $1500 apiece, and started the Valley Advo- 
cate. Matys left early on, but the paper he helped found

Even worse, the acquisition of the Advocate — the 
first time a major daily chain has purchased its alterna- 
tive competition — could be the start of a sad trend. 
Rapacious media executives will no doubt take note of 
how easily the Advocate was silenced and start looking at 
those pesky, and economically attractive, weeklies in their 
own backyards. “We live in a monkey-see, monkey-do 
media world,” says Danny Schechter, a veteran progres- 
sive journalist and media activist. “If the Times Mirror 
Company, powerful as it is, starts buying up community 
papers, then other chains are going to think they have to 
do it in order to stay competitive.” Adds Ben Bagdikian, 
author of the classic critique The Media Monopoly (Bea- 
con Press, 1997): “The alternative paper as a distinctive, 
progressive, cutting-edge medium is rapidly disappearing.” 

Despite the anti-competitive implications of the Advo- 
cate sellout, the Justice Department and the Federal 

Trade Commission waved the deal through

eventually multiplied. In addition to the Valley Advocate, 
which serves the Northampton and Springfield areas, New 
Mass. Media (as Robinson and Austin later named their 
company) published the Hartford Advocate, the New Haven 
Advocate, and the much smaller Fairfield County (Connecti- 
cut) Weekly and Westchester County (New York) Weekly. 
About 270,000 papers are given away free each week; the 
Hartford paper, with a circulation of 70,000, is the largest. 

During the past few years, life at the Mother Ship — 
New Mass. Media’s headquarters in Hatfield, Massachu- 
setts — has been tense. Robinson and Austin divorced sev- 
eral years ago, and though insiders say they have done 
their best to put a smiley face on their acrimonious rela- 
tionship, the split left the Advocate papers leaderless — or, 
to be more accurate, led in contradictory directions de- 
pending on who had the upper hand at any given moment. 

“Their personal battle made the top management here 
really dysfunctional,” says an insider. “It just sort of made 
everybody neurotic, so on that level I think it’s just going 
to make everyone healthier for them not to be here.” 

Thus, it’s not surprising that staff members at the New 
Haven Advocate and the Valley Advocate are cautiously 

optimistic about Times Mirror ownership. Presumably, 

they can keep whacking away at the dailies in 
whose shadows they labor, the New Haven Reg- 
ister (owned by the bottom-feeding Journal 
Register chain) and the Springfield Union-News 
(owned by the Newhouse chain). And though 
Times Mirror’s alternative sensibility approxi- 
mates that of, say, Paul Harvey, Advocate sources 
say they have no reason not to believe Courant 
publisher Marty Petty, who has announced a hands- 
off policy regarding the management of her new ac- 
quisitions. 
“Being independent or throwing on the name ‘al- 
ternative’ doesn’t guarantee that what you read is ac- 
curate, fair, lively, intelligent, any of those things,” in- 
sists Valley Advocate managing editor Tom Vannah. 
“I’m happier with the Hartford Courant than with a lot of 
scenarios I could envision. But if they start fucking with 
the newsrooms, see you later.” 

A realistic take for someone enjoying the relative isola- 
tion of the Happy Valley, far from any Times Mirror 
properties. Not so realistic if you’re editimg an alternative 
weekly in Hartford, and the 212,000-circulation Courant 
(298,000 on Sundays) just went from being The Enemy 
to being The Boss. 

In a note to readers titled “Free and Unfettered,” post- 
ed on the Hartford Advocate’s Web site this week, pub- 
lisher Francis Zankowski and editor Janet Reynolds say 
they intend to hold their new master to its pledge of non- 
interference. “We won’t let them change us — not now, 
not in the future,” reads the note. “We may be getting 
sold, but we’ll never sell out. We promise.” 

Reynolds, in an interview, is, if anything, even more 
adamant about the Advocate’s mission under Courant 
ownership. “We don’t define ourselves as the anti-

But why wouldn’t the Courant pay a premium? Not 
long before it gobbled up the Advocate, it made a much 
less publicized deal, buying Valu-Mail, a direct-mail ad- 
vertiser. Chris Powell, managing editor of the Manchester

Hartford suburbs, says the Courant’s ownership of the

“This is monopolism in its rawest, rankest form, and 
the authorities should do something about it,” Powell 


| says. “We’ve gotten out of practice in exercising anti-trust 


law over the past 10 or 20 years, and it’s time to get back 


| into shape. Nobody should own Connecticut, not even 


Times Mirror.” 


ATER THIS month, at their annual convention in 
Memphis, the 112 members of the Association of Al- 

ternative Newsweeklies will face a rather momentous de- 
cision: whether to reduce their numbers by throwing out 
the Advocate papers. Under AAN bylaws, “alternatives” 
owned by dailies are ineligible to join, although executive 
director Richard Karpel says it’s less clear what should 
happen when an existing member is bought by a daily. 

But even if the Advocates get the boot, don't look for 
any further bold action from AAN — which is, after all, 
an organization of owncrs, many of whom have no doubt 
taken note of Geoff Robinson and Christine Austin’s big 
payday. San Francisco’s Bruce Brugmann will be pushing 
for AAN to fight against chain ownership. (Brugmann’s 
Bay Guardian competes with the New Times—owned SF 
Weekly in addition to the daily Chronicle and Examiner 
— papers that have merged thcir busincss operations but 
continue to compete editorially under a government-ap- 
proved “joint operating agrecment,” an arrangement that 
Brugmann charges is anti-competitive.) But Karpel says 
Brugmann’s views are likely to be in the minority. “It 
certainly isn’t a healthy devclopment when a local daily 
paper buys its only competition in its markct,” Karpel al- 
lows. He adds, however, that the price inflation caused 
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by such deals “isn’t necessarily a bad thing” from the 
owners’ perspective. No indeed. 

Lou Golden, the Courant’s deputy publisher, wants to 
sound reassuring. The Courant is already looking for a 
chief executive for the Advocate with a strong back- 
ground in the alternative press, he says, and he reiterates 
his company’s promise to leave well enough alone. “It 
would be incredibly foolish of us to change anything in 
that formula, which has provided them with that suc- 
cess,” he says. 

But for the Courant, and for Times Mirror, the Advo- 
cate papers have been a mighty satisfying snack. And, 
like any corporate shark, Golden just can’t stay away 
from the food metaphor. “If you go to a restaurant, if 
the food is good, you keep going back because you like 
the food,” he says. “It’s the same thing with a publica- 
tion. If it serves what you need, then you tehd to kccp 
going back.” 

Trouble is, what readers in Hartford and Northampton 
and Springfield and Fairficld County and Westchester 
County need is an independent media voice. That has been 
chewed up and swallowed. And it’s not coming back.

Sparking up the medical-marijuana 
debate with drug czar Barry McCaffrey 


General

trailing US drug czar General Barry 

McCaffrey these days: a recent gov- 
crnment-funded report on medical marijua- 
na that concluded, among other things, that 
marijuana possesses “potential therapeutic 
valuc” for people suffcring from cancer, 


T HERE’S A THICK cloud of smoke 


_ AIDS wasting, and other serious illnesses. 


Released in March, the $896,000 report, 
directed by the National Academy of Sci- 
ences’ Institute of Medicine and authorized 
by McCaffrey himself, was widely seen as 
embarrassing to the drug czar, who had 
previously derided medical marijuana as a 
“crucl hoax that sounds like something out 
of a Cheech and Chong show.” 

Doh. After piling on the rhetoric, Gener- 
al McCaffrey, whose official title is Director 
of the White House’s Office of National 
Drug Control Policy, now finds himself 
spinning and backpcdaling at the same 
time. While gently praising the IOM report, 
he plays down its conclusions about thera- 
peutic cffcctivencss, and continues to insist 
that medical marijuana is a “peripheral is- 
sue” in the national drug-policy debate. 

“I think he’s shuffling pretty fast,” says 
Tom Clark, an cpidemiologist with Health 
Addictions Research, Inc., a Boston-based 
drug-abusc rescarch group. “He’s poking 
his way around various minefields, because 
the IOM report's findings are not what he 
wanted to hear.” 

Critics such as Clark believe that McCaf- 
frey’s hesitancy to embrace marijuana’s po- 
tential as medicine undermines his credibil- 
ity with the public, which is increasingly 
supportive of medical marijuana. Surveys 
have consistently shown that between 60 
and 80 percent of Americans back legaliza- 
tion for medical purposes. Voters in seven 
states have approved measures legalizing 
medical marijuana, with more states ex- 
pected to put it to a vote this November. 

In other words, Amcrica’s most signifi- 
cant drug discussion is already progressing 
— with or without the assistance of the 
country’s highest-ranking drug official. 

“McCaffrey’s forcing the [medical-mari- 
juana] issue downstream to states and com- 
munitics that have to deal with reality, and 
not bullshit,” says Michael Cutler, a Brook- 
line attorney who coordinates the Voluntary 
Committee of Lawyers, an organization of 
law-cnforcement officials opposed to cur- 
rent national drug policies. “He’s attempt- 
ing to stop the conversation, but the con- 
versation is happening all around him. He’s 
making himself more and more irrelevant.” 


phan DOESN'T sce it this way, 
of course. Last Thursday, April 29, in 
the midst of a day-long visit to Boston that 
included speeches at Harvard and Suffolk 
Universities, McCaffrey told the Phoenix 
that time will show he’s actually been re- 
ceptive to medical marijuana. He said he 
supports the IOM report’s recommendation 
that the government promote the creation 
of alternative delivery systems to smoked 
marijuana, such as inhalers, pills, patches, 
and gels. In the intcrim, McCaffrey said, he 
also intends to permit limited, carefully 
monitored studies of terminally ill patients 
who smoke marijuana for relief. 

“Two years from now,” McCaffrey said, 
“when I leave office and you give me a poly- 
graph at that time, | will pass the polygraph 


test that [asks me] ‘Did | embrace the re- 
port and move to implement its findings?’ ” 

Still, this drug czar isn’t about to belly up 
to the bong. During a brief interview aftcr 
his Harvard speech, McCaffrey chose to 
stress the IOM report’s warning that smok- 
ing marijuana could Icad to respiratory ill- 
ness and other diseases. He maintained that 
the report didn’t find marijuana to have 
anything more than mild pain-rclicf capa- 
bilities, saying there’s “no indication that 
there’s anything in marijuana that has cura- 
tive powers.” Finally, and most vchemently, 
McCaffrey disputed suggestions that the re- 
port dismisses the long-held thcory that 
marijuana serves as a “gateway” to other, 
harder drugs. 

“The report was quite clear — it said you 
can’t demonstrate a causal linkage between 
smoking a lot of pot in grade school and in- 
jecting heroin in your 30s, but the statistical 
correlations are overwhelming,” said Mc- 
Caffrey. “And the report did say that if you 
want to see the statistical predictors [of 
hard drug use], early and cxtcnsive mari- 
juana use is one of them.” 

Comments like these only frustrate Mc- 
Caffrey’s critics, who see the drug czar, on 
the defensive because of the report, twisting 
its conclusions in order to dilute its impact. 
“The facts have shifted, and now he’s shifting 
his arguments to fit,” says Michael Cutler. 

Take McCaffrey’s comments about the 
statistical correlations between youthful 
marijuana smoking and later hard-drug 
usc, Cutler says. Such ncat correspon- 
dences are red meat for marijuana skcptics, 
no doubt, but they’re not necessarily mean- 
ingful. To borrow an oft-used cxample, the 
majority of adults who usc motorcycles 
rode bikes as children. Does that mean that 
children who ride bikes are morc likely to 
ride motorcycles as adults than children 
who do not? Probably. But few would sug- 
gest that bicycles are a “gateway” to motor- 
cycle use; many other factors are involved 
in such a complicated decision. 

Cutler jokes that the majority of adult 
drug users were probably breast-fed — docs 
that make breast milk a “gateway” to drugs? 
“Corrclation is not causation,” he says. 
(Cutler and many other drug-policy reform- 
ers argue that if there’s any meaningful con- 
nection between marijuana usc and hard 
drugs, it’s the fact that prohibition puts the 
marijuana user in closer contact with the 
uscrs and scllcrs of other illegal drugs, there- 
by increasing the risk that hc or she may try 
them.) But none of these statistical correla- 
tions are grave cnough to warrant denying 
mcdical marijuana to people who arc sick. 

McCaffrey is more on target when he says 
the 1OM report didn’t conclusively find “cu- 
rative” powers in marijuana, but again, 
that’s far from saying the drug doesn’t have 
any medical utility (which is what McCaf- 
frey was arguing before the 1OM report was 
released). Is the lack of “curative” powers a 
reason to prohibit a drug from being uscd? 
Plenty of commonly used medications, par- 
ticularly analgesics, do not “cure” anything 
but are valucd because they reduce suffer- 
ing. Says Tom Clark, “If marijuana isn’t cu- 
rative, it’s palliative, and that’s certainly rea- 
son for someone to usc a drug.” 

But it’s McCaffrey’s noisemaking on mar- 
ijuana smoking that especially troubles his 
critics, Lester Grinspoon, a Harvard Mcdi- 











cal School professor of psychiatry and au- 
thor of such books as Marihuana, the For- 
bidden Medicine (Yale University Press), 
was asked to review the IOM report prior to 
its release. Calling it “embarrassingly 
timid,” Grinspoon says that although there 
are legitimate health risks associated with 
long-term marijuana smoking, such con- 
cerns are overblown when it comes to medi- 
cal marijuana use. It’s hard to convince pa- 
tients in the throes of cancer or AIDS that 
smoking marijuana will bring them serious 
harm, he says, especially because these pa- 
tients rarely use more than one or two mari- 
juana cigarettes a day. “Are we really wor- 
ried about that?” asks Grinspoon. 

Grinspoon and other critics believe that 
objections to smoked marijuana merely 
give cover to politicians like McCaffrey, 
who can now pass the buck to the FDA and 
the pharmaceutical industry to explore “al- 
ternative delivery systems” such as inhalers. 
But here lies the rub, as Joshua Wolk 
Shenk recently noted in an essay in Harp- 
er’s: it’s unlikely that the pharmaceutical in- 
dustry will be in much of a hurry to repli- 
cate something that is already effective, 
reasonably inexpensive, and readily avail- 
able, even if it’s available only as an illegal 
substance. 

“Opponents of medical marijuana claim 
that they simply want all medicines to be 
approved by the FDA, but they know that 
drug companies have little incentive to over- 
come the regulatory and financial obstacles 
for a plant that can’t be patented,” Shenk 
writes. “The FDA is the tail, not the dog.” 


M CCAFFREY HAS shown he’s capable 
of taking difficult positions as the 
country’s drug czar. A much-decorated sol- 
dier, he admirably admonishes his col- 
leagues in the enforcement business to 
drop their tired “war on drugs” jargon; 
McCaffrey prefers likening the nation’s 
drug-abuse problem to a “cancer.” He can- 
didly admits that attacking merely the sup- 
ply side of drug abuse is fruitless; he has 
vastly increased federal spending on drug

treatment, rehabilitation, and education 
(though, as his critics point out, federal 
money spent on interdiction has risen pro- 
portionately over the same period). 

On the issue of medical marijuana, how- 
ever, McCaffrey continues to act with the 
wary suspicion of a highway cop. In Bos- 
ton, he reiterated his long-held belief that, 
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for some, the medical-marijuana debate is a 
front for full legalization. “I’m not paid to 
be naive,” McCaffrey said. “So I’m watch- 
ing the backfield in motion.” 

There’s no doubt that some proponents 
of medical marijuana support legalization, 
but does that justify keeping it from sick 
people who, as the IOM report clearly 
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states, find it useful? McCaffrey’s critics 
note that the drug czar, despite his pro- 
nouncements about embracing the IOM re- 
port, has yet to back off his pledge to prose- 
cute physicians who supply marijuana to 
their patients, even in states where voters 
have approved its medical use. Nor does he 
show any signs of changing ma¥ijuana’s sta- 
tus as a Schedule | illicit drug, a classifica- 
tion that strongly inhibits its clinical study. 

“He makes it sound as ifthe govern- ° 
ment’s willing to fund research, when it’s 
quite the opposite,” says Tom Clark. “He 
makes it sound as if there’s no interest. 
There’s plenty of interest. But the govern- 
ment has been reluctant [to fund it] because 
of its long-standing bias against marijuana.” 

Indeed, instead of advancing the medical- 
marijuana debate, McCaffrey is busily boxing 
himself in. On one hand, he cannot promote 
marijuana’s medical utility; doing so would 
contradict his previous statements to the 
contrary and alienate his boss, Bill Clinton, 
who is paralytically afraid of appearing soft 
on drugs. On the other hand, denying mari- 
juana’s potential makes McCaffrey appear 
out of touch with a population that sees little 
wrong with supplying it to the sick. 

Make no mistake: medical marijuana is 
not a fringe countercultural issue. “I think 
we’re starting to see a major change in the 
old Zeitgeist on the issue of drugs,” colum- 
nist Molly Ivins wrote late last year. “This 
is one of those seismic shifts when the un- 
sayable suddenly becomes sayable, when 
we notice that the emperor is wearing no 
clothes.” 

Nowhere is the emperor more naked 
than on the issue of medical marijuana. 

But to borrow a bit of military lingo, Barry 
McCaffrey still has the ability to change 

the rules of engagement and permit legal 
medical use. He needn’t view such a move 
as a surrender. He would merely be a con- 
scientious objector in a battle that he can- 
not possibly win. fe

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Rushdie’s new novel, The Ground Beneath Her Feet, is a work 
of epic ambition that fuses myth with rock-and-roll reality 


S A YOUNG man, Salman 
Rushdie considered becoming an 
actor. But he stayed true to a 
more primal ambition and became 
a writer. Today the world is his 
stage, and — although he may have wished 
otherwise — he has become perhaps the 
most famous writer in the world. That dis- 
tinction was thrust upon him 10 years ago, 
when the Iranian government placed a 
bounty — a fatwa — on his head after the 
publication of his novel The Satanic Verses. 

Although some Islamic fundamentalist 
groups would still like to see him dead, the 
Iranian government backed away from its 
fatwa last fall. In the wake of that decision, 
life for Rushdie has become more relaxed, 
yct hardly casual. He still travels with armed 
guards. But even though his movements are 
still cloaked in a degree of secrecy, he 
moves more freely than he has in years. 

In recent weeks Rushdie has indeed been 
on the move, publicizing his most recent 
novel, The Ground Beneath Her Feet, 
which was simultaneously published in 12 
nations — an act of creative (not to men- 
tion commercial) affirmation that clearly 
pleases Rushdie. 

Even for this most protean of talents, 
The Ground Beneath Her Feet is a 
startling and sprawling novel. To simplify: 
it is a rock-and-roll story. To amplify: it 
is a retelling of the ancient myth of Or- 
pheus and Eurydice. To sum up: its ambi- 
tion is epic. 

Perhaps the most succinct summary of 
the story comes from Publishers Weekly: 
“Ormus Cama, a supernaturally gifted mu- 
sician, and his beloved, Vina Apsara, a half- 
Indian woman with a soul-thrilling voice, 
meet in Bombay in the late "50s, discover 
rock and roll, and form a band that gocs on 
to become the world’s most popular musi- 
cal act. Narrator Rai Merchant, their life- 
long friend, is a world-famous photogra- 
pher and Vina’s ‘back-door man.’ Rai tells 
the story of their great abiding love (both 
are named for love gods: Cama as in Kama 
Sutra, and Vina for Venus).” 

Rushdie’s fame as a controversialist is, as 
he explains below, unwarranted and unwel- 
come. Before the publication of The Satan- 
ic Verses, he already enjoyed an interna- 
tional reputation as the man who, said the 
New York Times, “rcdrew the literary map 
of India” with the publication of his 1981 
novel Midnight's Children. 

Before Rushdie, the tone of Anglo-Indi- 
an literature was decidedly cool. There 
was, for example, the sensitive reserve of 
E.M. Forster and the stiff upper lip of 
Rudyard Kipling. Rushdie’s prose is more 
pungent, his range of reference more poly- 
glot, and his world-view playful to the 
point of daring. 
® Although | suspect that Rushdic — who 
exhibits a sort of muscular diffidence — 
might shiver at the suggestion, he comes as 
close as anyenc in public life to matching 
Hemingway's idcal of courage: grace under 
pressure.

‘You can judge the importance of 
literature by the apparatus that 
tyrants set up to repress it. And 
the more repressive the society that 
exists in the world, the more tightly 
literature is censored.’ 


Q: Let's talk first about growing up in 
Bombay. In Midnight's Children, you 
wrote, if | recall the line correctly, that you 
were “floating in the amniotic fluid of the 
past.” 

A: The thing to say about the Bombay 
of the 1950s and the 1960s is that it was 
a very different place than the city that 
now exists. | suppose it’s true that, to a 
certain extent, there’s a kind of golden 
glow of childhood about it in my memo- 
ry. But it’s also the case that the people 
who were of an older gencration thought 
of that city as going through a particular- 
ly beautiful and sort of memorable phase. 
It docs seem to have been Bombay’s 


great moment. How to describe it? | 
mean, as a child, it was a very exciting 
town to grow up in. It was a very cos- 
mopolitan town, much more so than most 
other Indian towns. Like any great city, it 
acted as a magnet, and so people came to 
Bombay from all over India. It had a 
greater diversity of Indians than other In- 
dian cities. And it was the commercial 
center, so it attracted a large population 
of non-Indians. When I grew up, the kids 
| played with were by no means all Indian 
kids. They were Amcrican kids, Aus- 
tralian, Japanese, Europeans, and so on. 
It felt like a very cosmopolitan, big-city 
upbringing. 


Q: So you were multicultural before your 
time? 

A: Well, we all were. | think this idca of a 
separation of cultures between the East and 
the West was certainly never the idca | 
grew up with. They were all mixcd in to- 
gether from the beginning. 


Q: Your parents were Muslims. Was your 
family religious? 

A: Not really, as far as | can remember. | 
think that’s one reason why, although it 
was technically an Indian-Muslim family, 
my parents — at the independence of India 
and at the division of India into India and 
Pakistan — never considered going to Pak- 
istan. They certainly felt more like Indians 
than Muslims. And my father’s family was 
an old Delhi family from the old Muslim 
neighborhoods of Old Delhi, and that’s 
where my parents lived when thcy first got 
married. They decided to move to Bombay 
about nine months before I was born, | 
guess. They, like many other people, were 
nervous about the trouble that everybody 
could sce coming at the partition. And my 
father felt that Bombay would be a safer 
place. Bombay has always had — until re- 
cently, anyway — a reputation of being a 
more tolerant environment than the rest of 
India. So they moved to Bombay to get out 
of the firing line. When the terrible events 
of the partition happened, the riots and the 
massacres and so on, almost nothing hap- 
pened in Bombay. And so they staycd there, 
and that’s where | vs born and raiscd. 


Q: Can you rec’ your extended family? 
A: | can’t remember my father’s father, 
who died before | was born, but he was, by 

all accounts, one of my few litcrary an- 
teccdents, in that he was an essayist and a 
patron of young writers and so on — and 
he also made a fortune, which my father 
then spent most of his life losing. 


Q: How about your mother's father? 

A: Yes, my mother’s father | remember 
very well. He was a huge figure in my 
childhood. Unlike my parents, he was rcal- 
ly quite a rcligious man. He was a practic- 
ing Muslim. He said his prayers five times 
a day. He performed the pilgrimage to 
Mccca. But at the same time, he was onc 
of the most tolerant and open-minded men 
I’ve ever known. For myself, my sisters, 
my many cousins, he was a huge figure in 
all our lives because he loved children and 
was never happier than when he was 
amongst us. 


Q: How did his wonder manifest itself? 

A: I remember — not when I was a very 
small child, but when | was more grown up 
— we would necdle him by claiming not to 
belicve in God and so on. You’d say, in 
your 10- or 11-year-old self, “I don’t be- 
lieve in God, Granddad.” And he'd say, 
“Oh really? Come and sit down here and 
tell me all about it.” And so you’d sit down 
next to him and he would very scriously lis- 
ten and probe as you offered your 1 1-ycar- 
old reasons for not believing in God. And 
then, instcad of contradicting you, he'd say, 
“Yes, well, that’s a lot to think about, | 
think you've given me a lot to think about, 
I'll have to think about it.” And then, a cou- 








ple of days later, he’d come back and he'd 
say, “I just did have a couple of thoughts 





talk to you about them.” And he'd then of- 
fer you, in a very gentle way, his rebuttals 
to your childish atheism. And when you'd 
say, “No, no, Granddad, that’s just com- 
plete nonsense, it’s completely wrong,” 
he'd say, “Yes, well, you're probably right, 
but I just think we should go on talking 
about it.” So certainly, the atmosphere 
around him was that anything could be 
said, anything could be discussed, and 
that’s how we all grew up. 





| Q: What was the first rock-and-roll 
| record you ever bought? 

A: Oh, I think Heartbreak Hotel. It was 
very difficult in India in those days to buy 
rock-and-roll records, because they were 
not locally produced. You had to rely on 
occasional imports and then run to the 
record shop when the bush telegraph told 
you that there were some there. And these 
were old-style 78 rpm discs that I’m talking 
about — fragile, you know? They were of- 
ten damaged in transit or scratched be- 
cause they were secondhand and being sold 
off by somebody whose family was going 
home. So it wasn’t easy to come by these 
things. There was a particular record store 
in Bombay, called Rhythm House, which 
used to occasionally have these imports. 


Q: Did you listen to rock and roll on the 
radio? 

A: Yes, but not, oddly, on Indian radio, 
which was state controlled and didn’t permit 
the playing of Western music. | think in that 
post-colonial moment, it was thought to be 
culturally unsound. Radio Ceylon, as it was 
then called — it’s Sri Lanka now — had a 
rather more tolerant policy, and, yes, at the 
weekends, it would play a few hours of a 
Western hit-parade kind of program. That’s 
where we first heard a lot of these songs. But 
also, because the city was so international, 
we had access. | often heard this music in my 
friends’ houses, listening to their records. It 
wasn’t casy for that music to arrive, given 
these constraints. And yet it did arrive, and 
we all heard. So, in a way, it became the first 
globalized cultural phenomenon. 


Q: As a former colonial, what was it like 
going to Rugby and Cambridge? Was it a 
tough transition? 

A: Rugby was tough. Cambridge | had a 
very good time at, but coming to Rugby was 
really quite brutal. | was not quite 14 and 
taken aback to be made to feel like a for- 
eigner, which, until that point, | had never 
thought of myself as. I did experience cer- 
tain amounts of racial discrimination — not 
from the staff, from some of the other boys. 
And that was shocking and depressing. And 
so | remember my school days as not being 
particularly happy. | was bad at games. | 
think it was the triple whammy: foreign, 
clever, bad at games. [Laughs] | think if I'd 
been any two of those three, | might have

n St. Valentine's Day, 1989, the last day of her life, the 


legendary popular singer Vina Apsara woke sobbing from 
a dream of human sacrifice in which she had been the in- 
tended victim.

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and ankles. Her body was splayed out, naked and writhing, 
over a polished stone bearing the graven image of the 
snakebird Quetzaicoat!.

been able to get away with it. Forcign, 
clever, good at games — that would have 
been all right. | mean, there were some boys 
there with Indian or Pakistani or, indeed, 
African backgrounds, but who were excel- 
lent sportsmen, and they seemed to have a 
perfectly nice time at school. 


Q: How was Cambridge different? 

A: Well, for a start, there were girls. That 
helped. But also, | didn’t feel any oppres- 
sion. | didn’t fecl any racism aimed toward 
me. | didn’t feel excluded. And then, also, | 
was at Cambridge at quite a good time to 
be young. | went there in 1965 and gradu- 
ated in 1968 and, you know, of all the 
years in the last 50 years to have been at 
university, those were probably the ycars. 


Q: Did you always know you wanted to 
be a writer? 

A: I did, really. My parents tcll me that 
when I was 10 years old, I would say that | 
wanted to be a writer. Now, obviously, at 
the age of 10, I didn’t know what that 
meant. All it meant, | suspect, is that I liked 
being a reader and therefore wanted to be a 
part of that world which made those things 
that I liked to read. I did for a time wonder 
if | might be able to be an actor. | did a lot 
of theatricals at university, and some aftcr 
leaving, and then decided (a) that I wasn’t 
good enough and (b) that, anyway, | want- 
ed to write more than | wanted to act. But I 
still have an unscratched itch about acting. 

I think I’d be a better actor now than I was 
then. So maybe I can have a late carccr, 
like Gore Vidal. 


Q: What's your sense of nationality? 

A: I was born as an Indian citizen, and 
the only passports I’ve ever held are Indian 
and British. In England now, there are 
probably getting on two million people with 
Indian or Pakistani origins, cither first-gen- 
eration immigrants like myself or their chil- 
dren. Indeed, by now, their grandchildren. 
And I think in that group, in which | would 
include myself, the sense of identity is plu- 
ral. They’re described in Britain as British- 
Asians, and that’s a description which is 
completcly unproblematic to me. | mean, | 
think one of the facts of the contemporary 
world is that people have plural idcntitics. 
African-American, British-Asian: these arc 
perfectly comprehensible terms. 


Q: Your work balances alienation and 
pluralism. Which do you think is stronger? 
The impulse toward alienation or toward 
pluralism? 

A: You mean in general? 


Q: In general or regarding yourself. 

A: Regarding myself, it depends on my 
mood. [Laughs] But | think actually there 
are certain things about me that just in- 
escapably, 100 percent, will always be In- 
dian. That’s to say, that’s what I racially 
and cthnically am. And yet, much of my 
life has been spent away from India. And 
certainly at this moment, having spent a 








great deal of my life trying to understand 
and write about the world from which | 
came originally, | find myself turning away 
from that, fecling that I’ve done enough, if 
you like, or enough for the moment — and 
| find mysclf more and more interested in 
the world to which | came, about which | 
first wrote in The Satanic Verses. That's 
the aspect of The Satanic Verses that really 
got blotted out by the storm that surround- 
ed that book. 


Q: One critic pointed out that The Satan- 
ic Verses is a book in which a novelist 
named Salman moves not only westward, 
but also increasingly inward, searching for 
yet another way to describe a world that is 
increasingly connected, but in no way yet 
whole. 

A: It’s not at all a bad description of the 
way that I felt at the time that | wrote The 
Satanic Verses. | fclt that I'd written onc 
novel, broadly speaking, about India [Mid- 
night's Children] and onc novel, broadly 
speaking, about a kind of version of Pak- 
istan [Shame, published in 1983], and I 
thought it was time that my writing madc 
the same movement that I’d made — that’s 
to say, migrate into the West. And I felt, 
first of all, that | wanted to write a novel 
about the act of migration and, secondly, a 
novel about the internal effect of migration. 
It’s so ridiculous in light of what happened, 
but I did think about The Satanic Verses 
that it was the least political novel I'd ever 
written. | thought it was a novel of intro- 
spection and a novel which tricd to make 
sense of the kind of life experience that 
people like me had had. And then, boom. It 
turned into the most public novel I’d ever 
written. 


Q: In a time when so many people seem 
to doubt the potency of literature, did this 
experience scare you? What was it like to 
find out that fiction could matter so much? 

A: Well, of course, it was an extraordi- 
nary discovery that it should be my book 
that ended up mattcring so much. Particu- 
larly when it was written as an introspective 
book, not as a book designed to shake the 
world. | suppose Uncle Tom's Cabin was 
designed to have a certain public impact 
and did have it. But in this case, it really 
caught me unawarcs. But | do think that, 
as somebody once said, you can judge the 
importance of literature by the apparatus 
that tyrants sct up to repress it. And the 
more repressive the society that exists in 
the world, the morc tightly literature is cen- 
sored and the more danger writers arc in. | 
was in the unusual position of living in a 
free country and being attacked across the 
world from a much more censorious and 
closed society, but it happens to writers 
around the world all the time. And in that 
scnsc, what happencd to me is not unusual 
at all. 


Q: What did it feel like when you found 
out that The Satanic Verses was being 
burned in England? 
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A: Well, all | can say is, it was the most 
shocking moment of my life. And I think 
the moment when | actually saw television 
images and, afterwards, photographs of my 
book being burned was the moment that 
engendered in me the kind of fury that | 
can't remember otherwise fecling. This 
was, aftcr all, a month before Khomeini im- 
posed the fatwa. And in that month, what | 
did was to more or Iess go on the warpath 
and try to make surc that this act was seen 
as — | can’t think of a word other than 
barbaric. | also wanted to make surc that | 
was fighting this with all my strength. And 
then, a month later, there was the escala- 
tion from Iran, which changed the argu- 
ment again. 


Q: Artists and performers long for fame. 
What's your reaction to being perhaps the 
most famous writer in the world? 

A: Well, | don’t know. The main reaction 
is onc of disappointment. It’s a terrible 
thing to be famous for the wrong thing. I'd 
always hoped that people would respond to 
and like my work, and that’s all I'd ever 
wanted, really — to write books that did 
well and that were well thought of. I'd be- 
gun to do that with Midnight's Children 
and Shame. It’s easy to overlook this now, 
but they were books which had quite a con- 
siderable international reputation. The road 
| was going along was the only life I'd ever 
wanted, and I was delighted that | was be- 
ginning to have it. And to have this other 
reputation hasn’t at all been beneficial to 
me as a writer. | think in many ways, for 
people who didn’t know my writing or 
don’t know my writing, it’s often been 
somcthing that put them off because they 
felt that this dark, theological cloud that 
descended over my work must in some way 
be representative of the work itsclf. And, | 
think, it made them think I must be an ar- 
cane writer, with these dark, theological in- 
clinations. And | think it made a lot of pco- 
ple less likely to pick up a book by me as 
well as, of course, making some people 
more likely, even if only out of curiosity. 


Q: How much energy did it take to keep 
going in those days? 

A: It took a lot. It was terribly bewilder- 
ing. I had to find my feet again. | had to 
Icarn how to fight back. I had to find the 
strength to get back to writing, and | had 
to then set about the task of going on be- 
ing a writer in fairly difficult circum- 
stances. But you discover things about 
yourself under extreme pressure, and I 
gucss onc of the things | discovered about 
myself was that | was able to find that 
equilibrium again, and I was able to find 
ways of fighting back, and I was able to go 
on with my work. So I gucss I’m tougher 
than | thought.

Q: Did this experience change 
your concept of liberty or your 
feeling toward freedom? 

A: Well, it made me think a 
lot more about it. | think one of 
the things about living in a free 
socicty — which, broadly 
speaking, I've done all my life, 
first in India and then in Eng- 
land — is that you don’t have to 
examine the idea of freedom too 
much because it’s simply there. 
You've got it, you don’t need to 
make great speeches about it 
because you already have it, and 
it would scem unnccessary to 
bang on about the importance 
of free speech when everybody 
has free speech. | guess what 
happened in my case is that 
somcbody tricd to turn off the 
tap. Somebody tried to deprive 
me of those basic freedoms and, 
as a result, drew my attention to 
the importance of them — not 
just the importance, but the im- 
portance of articulating the case 
for these fundamental freedoms. 
| became much more involved 
in that battle than I ever had

ways asked to sign things. I'd probably sign 
my share of petitions on behalf of this or 
that. But it suddenly became to me, for ob- 
vious reasons, a very central issue of my 
life, and I think it will remain so even 
though the bad days have come to an end. 


Q: Wity a rock-and-roll novel? 
You've said rock is a universal, 
an international language? 

A: Ycah, that had something to 
do with it, but that wasn’t the 
starting point. | mean, that was 
onc of the valuable things about 
rock and roll. It meant that there 
was a language of cultural refer- 
ence that | could use which peo- 
ple all around the world would 
easily get, just in the same way 
that people once might have got a 
range of classical or mythological 
reference. Rock is the mythology 
of our time. It was interesting to 
contrast it in the novel with that 
older mythology, which now re- 
quircs more explanation than it 
uscd to. | wanted to write about 
rock and roll partly because it’s 
the music of my life. When I was 
young, it was young. We’ve more 
or less grown up and grown old 
together. It fecls as if rock music 
is the soundtrack of my life. As if 
| could associate all kinds of mo- 
ments in my life with songs, and 
songs would cvoke memories 
that otherwise might have been 
lost. 


Q: Could you sketch that 
soundtrack? 

A: Well, | suppose it starts 
with Elvis, Little Richard, Jerry 
Lee Lewis, Bill Haley — all 
that takes me right back to the 
late 1950s and early 1960s, 
even before I'd come to Eng- 
land. Many of those songs can 
evoke moments of my child- 
hood. Then I came to England 
at the time when the music was 
in the process of transforming 
into what became the Beatles 
and the Rolling Stones. And 
that music, the music of the 
Beatles and the Stones and the 
other bands, that period seems 
to have been the background 
to most of my teenage years. 
Bob Dylan was very, very im- 
portant for me. | remember 
one of the boys at Rugby, in 
the boarding house where | lived, first in- 
troducing me to an early Bob Dylan al- 
bum. And actually, | have to say, at that 
time, he made a bigger impression on me 
than the Beatles or the Rolling Stones. I'd 
never heard this noise before, you know, 


the nasal intonation, the strange phrasing, 


the — oh, you know, the harmonica, the 
extraordinary surrealism of his lyrics. And 
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DYLAN: his hero. 


| became a Dylan fan at that point, and | 
have never ceascd to be one. So yes, it 
was very important. 

Then what I’ve always considered to be my 
political awakening was the protest against 
the war in Vietnam, which took place in 
England because the British gov- 
ernment so strongly supported the 
American presence in Victnam, 
even though no actual troops were 
sent. That protest seemed also to 
be very closely wrapped up with 
the music. Traditionally the music 
of war is there in order to instill, in 
soldiers and civilians, patriotic fecl- 
ings. But this was music which was 
much more — I'd say, much more 
dissident than that. And music 
which was simply affirming love 
during a time of death.

Q: The Ground Beneath Her 
Feet, for all its range of reference 
and mythological underpinnings, is 
a very American novel. 

A: The country that has mat- 
tered the most to me with this 
book has been the US. It should 
be well received here, and I’m hap- 
py to say that it has been, if only 
because it’s my first American 
novel. | mean, not just because a 
lot of it happens in America, but 
because rock and roll is a thing 
that came from Amcrica. And so 
one of the things that | was writing 
about was how the rest of the 
world has responded to American 
culture, and how America has re- 
sponded to the rest of the world. 
That’s one of the kind of — the 
under-themes of this novel. 


Q: /t seems like a logical step in 
your westward progression that we 
alluded to earlier. If 1 were to try to 
boil 575 pages down to a sentence, it 
would be this: you can kill the musi- 
cian, but you can't kill the music. 

A: Yes. | mean, I think of the 
end of the Orphcus myth, in 
which the head of Orpheus, hav- 
ing been torn from his body, is 
thrown into the river and goes on 
singing. That’s the meaning of 
that story. You can destroy the 
singer, but you can’t stop the 
song. And I think for fairly obvi- 
ous reasons, that’s an important 
thought for me to have and to 
hold on to. The durability of art 
and the paradoxical fragility — 
that was the message, that was the thing 
that | wanted people to take away from the 
book. 


Q: In Midnight's Children, your hero is 
born at the inception of India's indepen- 
dence. The Ground Bencath Her Fect be- 
gins on Valentine's Day 1989, as did your 
exile. Surely there is a message here? 











A: It’s really a very simple thing, and what | should say is 
that, of all the things in this novel, it was the thing | was most 
uncertain of. | vacillated a great deal about whether to leave 
that date in or not. There was a bit of me that thought it was 
digging the reader in the ribs too hard to leave it in. In the 
end I did, simply because | thought, well, one of the reasons 
I’m writing a novel about cataclysms in people's lives, about 
earthquakes, about the fact that the world is provisional and 
the life that you think is yours can be removed from you at 
any moment — one of the reasons I’m having these ideas 
and writing this book is because of what happened in my life, 
and I may as well just acknowledge the fact. 


Q: Let's talk about twins for a second. Vina Apsara is the 
surviving sibling of a dead baby twin, as was Elvis. Is this a 
coincidence? 

A: No, not at all. | think where it comes from in my 
writing, all this business with twins, is that I've always 
been very conscious of the choices that | didn’t make in 
my life. That's to say, when I left university at the age of 
21 I decided that | would make a life in the West and not 
back in the East. And I've always wondered about what 
would have happened if I’d gone down the other road. 
So I've always had this strong sense of the path not trav- 
eled, the road not taken, and of that shadow self, of the 
person that | might have been but chose not to become. 
And that kind of doubling and splitting in myself is the 
reason why it keeps happening in my books and is the 
reason why, in this novel, the character has a shadow self 
running down the corridors of his mind. But | think this 
time | may have done it. | may have pushed it to the limit 
with two sets of twins and, indeed, a twin world, an en- 
tirely parallel world as well as the real world. So | think 
maybe that’s enough twins. 


Q: Apsara becomes the inspiration for a posthumous cult. 
This reminds me of Princess Diana. 
A: Yeah. 


Q: Coincidence? 

A: Well, in a way it is a coincidence, in that I’d actually 
devised the book and, indeed, written an earlier version of 
what happens after Vina’s death before Princess Diana’s 
accident. It was obviously essential to the idea of the book 
that Vina dies — indeed, she dies in the first sentence, 
and by this time she’s one of the most popular singers in 
the world. That she would be much mourned was obvi- 
ously always a part of the design, but then the real-life 
event happened, which was on a scale so much greater 
than anything I’d envisaged. It shocked me because it 
seemed as if it jumped off my pages into the real world. It 
made me think again about what I'd written and actually 
rewrite it on a bigger scale, and with a dimension to it 
that it certainly couldn’t have had without that real-life 
occurrence. So yes, in the end the book is affected by 
what happened, both what happened to Princess Diana 
and what happened after her death. But it is one of the 
most bizarre things about writing this book, that I'd actu- 
ally already written it before it happened. 


Q: Well, | suppose no more bizarre than our fighting in 
the name of ethnic Albanians after the movie Wag the Dog. 
A: Yeah, this is true. Well, Wag the Dog does seem to 

haye become the text of our times. 


Q: There's a religious aspect to celebrity culture. Was that 
part of its imaginative appeal for you? 

A: You don’t actually worship the celebrities, you just 
watch them and obsess about them. 


Q: It's very mythic. 

A: I think I’m interested in the way in which we as a cul- 
ture use celebrities. In that respect they are quite like the 
old pantheons of gods, who, you know, behaved very badly. 
Ancient gods were not model examples, but simply in- 
stances of human beings enlarged to divine proportions. It 
was about how humans might bchave if you removed all re- 
straints and gave them great power. In that sense, celebrity 
is a kind of recurrence of that theme: we take this group of 
people and we shine on them a very bright light and give 
them, if not great power, then certainly great influence. We 
ask how they behave when we remove all controls and re- 
straints, and we enjoy watching the answer to that ques- 
tion. Sometimes they behave very well, and sometimes 
they’re destroyed by it. 


Q: Why did you choose to have a photographer as the 
narrator? And why is he tone deaf? 

A: Well, he can’t sing because | can’t sing. That’s very 
simple. He's a photographer because'I thought, if you look 
to the Ieft of a rock star, you'll find the photographer. And 
if you want a point-of-view character, a slightly voyeuristic 
point-of-view character, it seemed a perfectly appropriate 
choice of profession. And then again, mentioning Princess 
Diana, in the aftermath of her death, | discovered — hav- 
ing already chosen a photographer for my narrator — that 
for a moment there, photography became the most unpop- 
ular profession in the world. All photographers, even 
artists like Richard Avedon, suddenly began to be thought 
of as paparazzi, and the profession began to be something 
that people scorned. There’d be boos when photographers 
took cameras out at public events. And | thought how 
strange that was, and it made me even more interested to 


write about the business of representation, the business of 
image-making, about what it is to take_a picture of the 
world, what it is to walk up, walk up to the world and take 
its photograph. So it became doubly interesting to me. 
And I've always been interested in photography. I'm not 
particularly a good photographer, but I've got great heaps 
of photography books. 


Q: You've said, | forget exactly where, that you're proud 
to have avoided two traps set by the fatwa — writing timid 
novels and writing bitter ones. How did you manage that? 

A: Well, just by great bloody-mindedness. [Laugits] | 
love literature. | think of it as a great privilege to be able to 
do this thing that ! admire so much, the art of the novel. 
And it just struck me that lots and lots of writers have had a 
hard time. I’m not the first onc. And many wonderful 
books have been made by writers who have gone through 
or are going through very bad times. And | just thought | 
could not use my particular bad time as an excuse. “Just 
get on with it and do your work,” | thought. So, I've always 
gained something — I've said this before, but | do think it 
sums my feclings. If somebody's trying to shut you up, sing 
louder and, if possible, better. My cxpericnce just made me

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Beer nuts 
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ALE TO THE CHIEF: 
thirteen years ago. a home 
brewer named Jonathan 
Tuttle (here, at Redbones) 
had his first taste of real 
ale in England. And a 
movement was born. 


H YES,” SAYS a slightly portly bespectacled 
man, his face creased in satisfaction. “This 
is it.” 

The it to which he refers is beer, and, despite the 
lure of a sunny afternoon outside, he and about 50 
others have ensconced themselves in the Davis 
Square VFW Hall to get it. 

This scenario might invite some fairly predictable 
snap judgments (Somerville, veterans, booze). But 
despite a few telltale orbicular stomachs and gravelly 
complexions, a quick survey of the room reveals that 
this isn’t your typical sunlight-forsaking, elbows- 
fused-to-the-bar crowd. For one thing, no self- 
respecting dive has ever sccn so few Heralds tucked 
under so many arms. But the dead giveaway is the 
crowd's demeanor, mumbling and milling around, 
sipping intently, taking notes. As a rule, your aver- 
age barfly does not turn to his neighbor and say, 
brandishing a little handbook, “Hmmm, the Old 
Thumper has a surprisingly high OG.” 

But this isn’t any old beer they’re drinking, and 
these aren't any old beer drinkers. These are real-ale 
enthusiasts, here to attend the third annual New 
England Real Ale Exhibition — NERAX "99, a five- 
day festival featuring dozens of British and 
American cask-conditioned ales. Spring weather be 
damned: when you're presented with the opportuni- 
ty to get your gums around the likes of a Norfolk 
Nog, Owd Tup, or Workie Ticket, you scizc it. 

These might sound a bit like your garden-variety 
microbrews, but they’re not. Real ale is cask-condi- 
tioned, meaning it matures in the barrel like a wine 
or a whiskey. It’s flat, it’s warm, it’s teeming with 
live organisms — and it’s a very big deal among a 
very small group of people, a good number of whom 
live in New England. Though only a handful of 
breweries in the Boston area make the stuff, the 
region is home to its own real-ale advocacy group 
— CASK, the Cask-conditioned Ale Support 
Campaign, the only outreach and education pro- 
gram of its kind in the country. 

The real-ale buffs here at NERAX take beer seri- 
ously. They don’t just consume their beer — they 
are consumcd by it, enthralled by the arcane proccss 
whence it came, thrilled by their own sensitivity to 
subtle changes in the ale’s temperature, texture, and 
flavor. They exchange opinions in newslcttcrs and 
travel to worldwide exhibitions. Devotees base their 
devotion on a single, and significant, dogma: this is 
real ale, implying, of course, that other beers must 
be somehow less than genuine. They don’t view real 
ale just as a drink, but as a cause — even a crusade. 


ONATHAN TUTTLE didn’t mean to start a 

movement. It just sort of came to him. “For years 

had been a home brewer,” he says, “because | 
couldn't find a beer | wanted to drink.” Then one 
fateful day he traveled to England, where he tried a 
pint of a cask-conditioned ale called Fullcr’s ESB. 
“It was everything I wanted in a beer,” he says, 
allowing a lyrical note to enter his voice. “It looked 
right, smelled right, and tasted absolutely brilliant 
— with a fringe benefit that it had a little alcohol in 
it, too.” Tuttle was hooked, and 13 years later he 
helped launch CASK. 

Long-haired and abundantly bearded, the head 
honcho of the New England real-ale movement 
looks, quite honestly, a bit intimidating — some- 
thing between a biker and a rabbi. And he does pre- 
side over the NERAX event with the serene authori- 
ty of a holy man, albeit one you wouldn't want to 
mess with. In conversation, though, Tuttle turns out 
to be gentle, thoughtful, and given to wry under- 
statement. For instance, he insists he formed CASK 
for reasons more selfish than evangelical: “I wanted 
to be able to find a beer that | wanted to drink, so | 
thought, ‘Well, I'll build a market for it.’ ” 

As well as organizing events such as NERAX 
(which is co-sponsored by Redbones), CASK, says 
Tuttle, is intended to “provide expertise to the brew- 
ing community, and create a consumer base.” How 
exactly the group will go about this is not quite clear 
just yet. “We're still formulating, instituting bylaws, 
tweaking and amending our constitution,” he says,

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“though none of this is as exciting as drinking.” 

If it succeeds, CASK will not be the world’s first real-ale advocacy group, nor anywhere 
near the largest. In England, the ancestral home of real ale, the Campaign for Real Ale 
(CAMRA) has established itself as one of the most effective consumer campaigns in history. 
CAMRA was founded in 1971 by a trio of agitated beer lovers who sought to arrest the flood 
of “cold, tasteless, processed beers” put out by England’s “Big Six” breweries. 

At the time, the Big Six, which include Bass, Courage, and Whitbread, were snapping up 
independent breweries by the dozen, buying pubs by the hundred, and stocking the pubs’ cel- 
lars with their own beers: mass-market British ale, instead of the cask-conditioned products 
of the dwindling smaller breweries. Real ale became an endangered species, and the chances 
of saving a brewing tradition that dated back centuries seemed slim to none. It would have 
taken a visionary, or a fool, to predict the sweep of the campaign’s success. 

Perhaps only in England could a grassroots beer movement enjoy the kind of clout that 
CAMRA does today. Among the bills CAMRA has muscled through Parliament are an exten- 
sion of pub hours, lower duties on beer, and strict enforcement of what constitutes a full pint. 
CAMRA‘’s crowning achievement, though, is the “guest law,” which allows pubs (most of 
which are owned by Britain’s mega-breweries) to serve at least one beer — commonly a real 
ale — that isn’t a product of the parent company. CAMRA currently boasts 180 branches 
and more than 50,000 members. As a result of its work in England, the CAMRA people say, 
“just about every brewer has to brew real ale to survive.” 

Of course, that’s old England. Here in New England, almost no one knew what real ale 
was until a few years ago. Even today, CASK has its hands full simply telling people it exists. 
And Tuttle has no illusions as to the potential clout of his organization. For one thing, there 
are only 11 full-time members. “I don’t expect Congress to come calling,” he says. 


N A sense, the American brewing industry has already seen its own grassroots uprising: the 
growth of microbrewing from a cottage craft to a $3 billion-a-year industry. In 1998, 
American beer drinkers quaffed 5.6 million barrels of craft beer. According to a survey by the 
Colorado-based Institute for Brewing Studies, 24 percent of American adults, and 47 percent 
of beer drinkers, tried a microbrew last year. 
Recently, though, the microbrew market has become somewhat saturated, and growth fig- 
ures for microbrews have plateaued. Abiding by the irresistible laws of the marketplace, many 
microbreweries have diversified, consolidated, expanded. The age of the mega-micro is firmly 
upon us. Real-ale production, meanwhile, remains doggedly small. But though real ale repre- 
sents a mere fraction of the craft-brewing industry — a “niche within a niche,” as Tuttle puts 
it — its popularity is very much on the upswing. 
In Boston, real ale is produced at seven of the city’s brewpubs (see “Where You Can Get 
It,” page 34) and one of its breweries: Atlantic Coast Brewing Company, in Charlestown, 
which brews cask-conditioned versions of its Tremont Best Bitter, Tremont IPA, and seasonal 
| beers. 

Atlantic Coast co-owner Chris Lohring says real-ale sales are enjoying a mini-boom. 
Easygoing and handsome in an Eric Stoltz kind of way, the 34-year-old Lohring positively 
purrs about the success of Tremont’s cask-conditioned ales as he reclines in a small confer-

its by roughly zero percent. Nonetheless, a nearly 200 percent increase in production in the 
space of a few years is not to be sniffed at. 

But to talk statistics is to miss the point of the real-ale movement. Its impressiveness has 
less to do with the numbers of its devotees than with the degree of their devotion, which at 

| times reaches the kind of fervor one usually associates with religious movements. 

“Every year I go on a pilgrimage to England to get this stuff,” says one enthusiast. 
“There’s nothing like it on earth.” Later, the same man refers to a pint of Duck’s Breath 
Bitter as “a little drop of heaven.” 

Don’t laugh. 

As Stephen Buhner, author of Sacred and Herbal Healing Beers (Siris Books), puts it, 
“Human beings have a deeply religious connection with fermentation.” Since prehistoric 
times, he says, cultures all over the world have viewed fermentation as “a gift to humankind 
from the sacred.” By Buhner’s reckoning, the over-the-top devotion of modern-day real-ale 
enthusiasts is merely a historical extension of the benedictions to beer given by Aztec tribes 
11,000 years ago. These people aren’t kidding when they talk about “tradition.” 


T ALL goes back to how real ale is produced — which is very, very traditionally. If large- 

scale brewing is a kind of mass production, and microbrewing is a craft, then brewing real 
ale can be seen as a sort of alchemy. Or think of it in terms of cheese: if mass-market lager is 
the American cheese of the beer world, and microbrew is the aged cheddar, then reaf ale is 
the gorgonzola. 

If any word gets thrown about more by the real-ale community than traditional, it’s natu- 
ral. Unlike a lot of products that lay claim to this word, however, real ale actually lives up to 
it. In fact, the process may be a little too natural for some. Real ale is, as enthusiasts never 
tire of telling you, “alive.” 

More precisely, the yeast within it is alive. Yeast is required to brew all beer, but by the 
time you drink your average mass-produced beer, or even craft beer, the yeast has been 
chilled, filtered, and pasteurized into submission. In real ale, it’s not. The yeast is alive when 
the beer is put into the cask, alive when it’s trucked to the bar, alive in the cellar, alive in the 
glass. In fact, right up to the point when a pint of real ale is swallowed, the yeast is still at 
work, munching away on sugar, generating carbon dioxide and — more important — alco- 
hol. For this reason, a cask-conditioned ale evolves as it sits in the basement of the bar — 
growing increasingly less sweet, less carbonated, and more alcoholic. 

As Lohring says, “The first pint in a barrel is going to be different from the last pint.” 
Jeffrey Charnick, head brewer at the Commonwealth Brewing Company, says with character- 
istic zeal, “A cask-conditioned ale can surprise you. It’s a real thrill.” 

Real-ale buffs tend to be obsessive about yeast, and have been for as long as real ale has 
been around. Jeff Biegert, head brewer at Atlantic Coast, says that before people really knew 
what yeast was, they called it “God is good.” He remembers encountering a 19th-century text 
that envisioned the form yeast might take. “They described the yeast as a little animal with a 
trunk, which it uses to eat sugar, after which it emits carbon dioxide from enormous geni- 
tals.” Actually, says Biegert, backed by the dull certainty of science, yeast are “microscopic, 
unicellular fungi.” 

If yeast is vital to making beer, it is even more so for a cask-conditioned ale, in which the 
carbon dioxide produced by the living yeast creates a natural carbonation much milder than 
the fizz in regular, CO>-infused beers. Also, real ale is served at a balmy 55 degrees 
Fahrenheit — much higher than regular beer. These factors, plus carefully selected ingredi- : ait 
ents, make for rich and complex flavors — thus the predominance of terms like fruity, round- THE YEAST AMONG US: unlike most beer, real ale contains living yeast, 
ed, and clovian among real-ale drinkers. which means it matures while it sits in a bar’s cellar.

Worst-taste scenarios 


Real ales have a much shorter shelf life than regular beers (between 48 and 72 hours), and so 
they’re much more inclined to spoil. Here are some signs that a beer might not be up to par. 

Flavor. If a real ale tastes vinegary, has a metallic flavor, or seems excessively sharp or tart, it 
may have been infected with bacteria. If it has a cardboard flavor, it has probably been oxidized. 

Odor. In advanced cases, an oxidized beer will have what a local brewer describes as “a wet- 
dog aroma.” If this is the case, he says, “it’s time to put your glass down and ask for something 


else.” 


Carbonation. A real ale should not be as fizzy as a regular beer, but neither should it be com- 
pletely flat. When you swirl a glass of real ale, you should see a breakout of carbon dioxide. 
Clarity. In most cases, if a real ale is cloudy, it contains too much unflocculated yeast. This is not 


a good thing.

It’s not that these flavors aren’t present in regular 
beer, says Charnick, it’s just that we can’t get at 
them: “They're masked by too much carbon dioxide.” 
Temperature poses the same problems. “You don’t 
serve red wine ice-cold,” Charnick explains. 
“Temperature benefits beer like it benefits wine.” 


VEN PROPONENTS, however, admit that real 

ale is not for everybody. There are, after all, 
always going to be people who prefer American cheese 
to gorgonzola. As a bartender at a local brewpub says, 
“A lot of people order [cask-conditioned ale] and then 
they’re like, ‘Blech!’ ” 

Atlantic Coast’s Chris Lohring agrees: “A lot of 
people are turned off by cask-conditioned beer. It’s 
not carbonated, it’s not cold, and there’s a lot of fla- 
vor in it.” 

Perhaps the greatest obstacle the fledgling cam- 
paign for real ale faces, however, arises from the diffi- 
culty of storing and serving the beer. 

Anyone who has been to a keg party knows that 
getting the beer from keg to cup is as easy as pie: 
attach a rubber hose and start pumping. Serving cask- 
conditioned ale is absolutely nothing like this. 
Commonwealth Brewing’s Jeffrey Charnick, who 
served as ccllarman (or “becr quality manager”) at the 
NERAX event, explains. 

“Generally,” he says, “the biggest challenge is that 
you don’t want to Ict the beer get too cold,” which 
would result in something called “a permanent chill 
haze.” Once in the cellar, the cask must be rolled 
around on the floor and then placed onto a stillage, 
where “it has to sit very still and not be disturbed.” 
Once a cask has been set in place, you wait for up to 
three days for the beer to settle. “Clarity,” says 
Charnick, “is very important.” Then you vent the cask 
by poking a hole in it — careful- 
ly. Overventilation can deplete an 
ale’s carbon dioxide content, and 
underventilation can leave the 
beer too fizzy. 

Sometimes, for whatever 
reason, clarity doesn’t occur, 
and you've got a dud barrel on 
your hands. Even if everything 
goes well, the cellarman must 
maintain vigilance. If a cask 
isn’t properly cleaned, the beer 
can get an “infection,” or, as 
Charnick puts it, “Bactcria can 
get a foothold and make its 
presence known.” Finally, if a 
cask of beer has achieved clari- 
ty, remains infection-free, and 
has the perfect amount of carbonation, you can 
begin serving. If you don’t serve the entire cask 
within its maximum life span of 72 hours, however, 
it goes bad. If this happens, says Charnick, “You 
condemn it.” In othcr words, you throw the beer 
away. 

There is a real risk that bartenders will lack the 
training or motivation to uphold the obsessive care 
that cask-conditioned beers — and their drinkers — 
demand. “There’s a lot of futzing about,” says Tuttle. 
“Some bartenders don’t like it because they have to 
work harder.” 

Sure enough, on a recent visit to a local beer bar, 
a bartender pleads utter ignorance of the real ales on 
tap before fleeing entirely. His replacement is only 
slightly more helpful, rolling her eyes and sighing 
with long-suffering paticnce as she hand-pumps a 
pint of IPA. But it can get worse than being on the 
wrong end of a bar employee's funk. “If the cellar- 
man docsn’t know how to handle it,” says one brew- 
er, “real ale can turn out fairly wretched.” 

Tremont’s Chris Lohring is aware of this risk, and 
says that he’s very carcful about whom he allows to 
serve Tremont real ale. In fact, he says, Tremont 
sometimes turns potential clients away, and subjects 
all of its accounts to spot checks. 

“You have to understand, this is a living thing being 
served,” Lohring says. “This is not a gimmick. This is 
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MICROBE BREW: yeast, crucial 
to real ale, was once imagined to be 


a little animal with a trunk.

a lot of work.” He recalls the efforts of Sam Adams to 
introduce a real ale of its own a couple of ycars back. 
“After they got into it, they said, ‘Wow, this is a pain 
in the ass,’ and backed off.” 

Jim DeBoer, production manager at the Boston 
Beer Company, which brews Sam Adams, acknowl- 
edges that the company stopped brewing real ale 
because it was, well, a pain in the ass. Part of Sam 
Adams's problem arose from the fact that it wanted to 
take the product nationwide, which — real ale being 
the fussy beverage it is — created all sorts of logisti- 
cal nightmares. “There’s a lot of attention that has to 
be paid to it,” DeBoer says. “In the UK there are gen- 
erations of pub owners who know how to care for it. 
That was something we couldn’t create here. 

“It’s nice to have one when everything has gone 
right,” says DeBoer. “If you should find one in good 
condition, you should have more than onc.” 
Nevertheless, because of all the headaches involved, 
“we decided to stop making the beer.” 

But “we love real ale far too much to quit,” says 
Lohring. “This has to be a labor of love.” 


HEY DON’T get much more amorous than 

Garrett T. Oliver, real-ale raconteur and brew- 
master for the Brooklyn Brewery, in New York City. 
At the NERAX festival, the dapper Oliver leads a rcal- 
ale tasting, talking in great detail and at great length 
about such topics as American real ale’s greater “cffu- 
siveness” than English. The crowd responds with 
nodding heads and grunts of accordance. 

Oliver is not the only real-ale buff to venture 
into the rhetorical territory of the ocnophile. Many 
of those at the NERAX festival display a kind of 
studied sophistication more suited to a winc tast- 
ing than a beer bash. They swoosh and swish the 
beer around their mouths, they sniff and scruti- 
nize. They throw about terms 
such as aggressive, bready, and 
crunchy. Beers are praised for 
the “structure of the roast,” 
their “orange marmalade char- 
acter,” and “exaggerated bis- 
cuit presence.” One man, gaz- 
ing intently into the depths of 
a Gritty McDuff’s, speaks of 
“the evolution of the palate.” 

For Jonathan Tuttle, that’s 
what the NERAX festival is all 
about. “People were smelling and 
tasting the beer,” he says. “Not 
just hammering it back.” 

True. But for all their cvaluat- 
ing and annotating, appreciating 
and pontificating, many atten- 
dees of the festival did, as the event wore on, get a lit- 
tle sozzled. And that was half the fun. 

There's an old English song — wildly popular in 
the darkest days of World War Il — that begins: 
“Roll out the barrel/We’ll have a barrel of fun.” And 
that’s not a barrel of lemonade they're talking about. 
In this sense, says Stephen Buhner, alcohol serves a 
vital human function. Booze doesn’t offer us release 
just from our daily tribulations, but from the human 
condition. Fermented beverages, he says without a 
hint of irony, “allow us to forget our mortality.” 

In addition to acting as an existential anesthetic, 
beer can help us reach a heightened form of con- 
sciousness, Buhner belicves. “When human beings 
began to use fermentation,” he says, “it changed the 
ways their brains functioned, allowed them for the 
first time to create art and poctry.” 

Works for me. At least it did on a recent sunny 
afternoon when — immersed in “rescarch” for this 
story, a little the worse for wear — | swallowed the 
last sip of my Best Bitter, screwed up my face in satis- 
faction, and began to reflect on Buhner’s thcorics. 
Suddenly, a thought presented itself to me: beer is 
nature’s cure for itself. 

Then, spellbound by the poctry of it all, | went to 
get another pint. oa

MERICANS COVET, AND the economy thrives as 

a result. Our whole system is driven by our appar- 

ently boundless desire for more cool stuff. This 

materialism isn’t normally considered one of our 
cultural strong points — critics tend to see it as evidence’of 
unsavory characteristics such as avarice, shallowness, or 
gullible faith in advertising. 

Regina Blaszczyk disagrees. Blaszczyk, an assistant pro- 
fessor of history at Boston University, says that consumerism 
can be a natural, normal, even constructive part of our iden- 
tity. In her work, Blaszczyk uses the manufacture and pur- 
chase of goods such as china, glassware, and clothing as a 
lens for examining American history. She finds that material 
goods have played a central role in “building individual iden- 
tity and negotiating interpersonal relationships,” and her 
work indicates that we infuse our goods — from teapots to 
T-shirts — with ritual and meaning. Those meanings influ- 
ence our lives, which, in turn, influence our taste as much as, 
if not more than, the top-down system called advertising. 

It’s a strikingly populist interpretation of commercial cul- 
ture: to say that consumers actually dictate how companies 
behave, that they tailor themselves to the values we bring to 
the marketplace. Blaszczyk takes issue with what she calls 
“radical scholars who see consumption as compromising 
political action.” You are, of course, more than what you buy. 
But Blaszczyk says that what you buy can be a productive 
part of who you are. 

This interview was conducted over the phone and by 
e-mail from Wilmington, Delaware, where Blaszczyk is on 
leave for a semester of research at the Hagley Museum and 
Library. She’ll return to Boston next semester as a visiting 
professor at Harvard’s Charles Warren Center for Studies in 
American History. She is also a Smithsonian Institution fel- 
low and museum specialist. Her book, Imagining Consumers: 
Design and Innovation from Wedgwood to Corning, is due out 
next fall from Johns Hopkins University Press. 


Q: Media critics often describe a consumer world of 
manipulative advertisers versus victimized consumers. You put 
forward a different model. What is it about the image of a 
coercive marketplace that you disagree with? 

A: Media critics raise important questions about the rela- 
tionship between American capitalism and culture. 
Specifically, they ask if business tries to coerce consumers 
into buying products, or even into participating in move- 
ments like the counterculture. This perspective stems from 
their jobs as media critics. They tend to concentrate on the 
ways in which advertising influences culture. 

Now, historians do admit that advertising is a key institu- 
tion in American life. But scholars who focus heavily on 
advertising overlook what’s going on in other parts of the 
culture. What’s missing in that model are the multiple voices 
in consumer culture. We don’t hear, for example, the opin- 
ions of manufacturers in their front offices, retailers in their 
stockrooms, and people in their homes using the goods. 
Advertising scholars tell only part of the story, and it’s some- 
times a tale of coercion precisely because advertising is a 
medium that is designed to stimulate desire and to cajole 
people into buying goods. 

But the story is more complex than that. Audiences are 
not uniformly susceptible to advertisements. Individuals can 
resist their messages or interpret the same images differently. 


Q: You study particular goods in the early 20th century. 
When you got into that work, did you go in expecting to find 
that consumers kept manufacturers on their toes? 

A: Well, I started researching the history of consumer 

‘ society during the 1980s. It was the height of the Reagan 
boom years, and I wanted to understand the apparent unbri- 
dled consumerism of the era. Working at the Smithsonian, | 
wanted to create exhibits that interpreted household objects 
in ways that visitors found interesting and exciting. I remem- 
bered how much my mother loved her china and glass. | 
knew that her experience — she treated those goods as pre- 
cious mementos, keeping them in a china closet and using 
them only on special occasions — stood at odds with the 
conspicuous consumption promoted by the contemporary 
media. But still, using Ewen’s work as a template [Stuart 
Ewen wrote groundbreaking books about advertising in 
America, Captains of Consciousness and All Consuming 
Images, in the 1970s and 1980s], I expected to find a story 
of corporate manipulation and control as I looked back on 
the early 20th century. 

But the historical evidence — thousands of hours in trade 
journals and in dusty corporate archives — told me other-

wise. | interviewed business executives whose careers dated 
from the 1930s to the 1990s. These men and women shared 
their frustrations with me. The job of figuring out what con- 
sumers wanted was their greatest challenge. And elderly 
female consumers, women who lived through the two world 
wars and the Great Depression, fondly remembered shopping 
in the nation’s downtowns and decorating their homes with 
the goods they bought. 

My discoveries were at odds with the co-optation thesis. 
Recently, emerging ethnographies by historian Joy Parr and 
anthropologist Daniel Miller suggest that the tale is similar 
for the postwar and contemporary eras. The moral of this 
story is that things aren’t always what they appear to be. 

Advertisers urge contemporary Americans to consume on 
a scale that was unimaginable during the early 20th century 
But it’s important to remember that we have always been a 
nation of consumers, and consumption is not the invention 
of 20th-century capitalism. Consumption — the quest to 
own and take pleasure from useful, beautiful things, and the 
desire to keep up with the Joneses — has always been a part 
of American life. 


Q: What is your advice to today’s consumers? 

A: I think it’s important for consumers to value their 
objects, to appreciate the design, the aesthetic experience of 
the object, without saying “This is in good taste” or not. It’s 
not the upper-middle-class idea of taste. I think it’s impor- 
tant to realize that objects are valuable. Sometimes we forget 
that objects shouldn’t be thrown away. Goods can be with us 
for a lifetime, or for a number of years. People very often 
make the mistake of thinking more is better. More isn’t nec- 
essarily better. I’m not an advocate of conspicuous consump- 
tion. I’m an advocate of taking pleasure from the material 
world. 


Q: Your next project is about color forecasting — the prac- 
tice in the fashion industry of predicting the palette for the 
next season. What kinds of questions are you asking? 

A: Today, we’re accustomed to fashion colors that match 
all the other colors and that change with the seasons. On a 
recent trip to the superstore Target Greatland, | was struck 
by the wave of “natural” colors — khaki, olive green, and 
black — that dominated the women’s-apparel sections. 
Undoubtedly, the palette will change next season. 

Color forecasting in America dates from World War I. It 
grew out of the textile industry’s need to stabilize a highly 
volatile market rather than the industry’s desire to reshape 
consumer tastes. By the post-World War II era, other indus- 
tries jumped on the forecasting bandwagon, and cross-indus- 
try coordination began. 

Color opens the door onto key questions about 20th-cen- 
tury American culture. I see tensions between the needs of 
business to streamline production and the desires of con- 
sumers to own goods that express individuality. It’s an excit- 
ing project. I expect tq find that fashion colorists spent a lot 
of time trying to imagine the wants, needs, and desires of 
their consumers. 


Q: And you say that by imagining their consumers, 
manufacturers are actually influenced by taste that 
evolves from the bottom up. That's your empowered 
image of the consumer. In the politically correct 
view, shopping isn’t a particularly empowering activ- 
ity for‘a woman. How does your conception of the 
female consumer differ from the norm? 

A: About a decade ago, one popular women’s 
T-shirt bore the logo BORN TO SHOP. Women 
aren’t born to shop. Western industrialized 
culture educates women in the art and craft 
of shopping. By the late 19th century, smart 
consumerism — choosing beautiful and use- 
ful things within a family’s budget — was a 
hallmark of a good wife, mother, and 
homemaker. Many women followed this 
cultural prescription, promoted by 
department stores, world’s fairs, and 
women’s magazines. Unable to resist 
the wide range of goods in the mar- 
ketplace, some spent beyond their 
means. A few even resorted to

with a frequent accessory, her 
parrot Samantha. 
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shoplifting. So emerged the stereotype of the female con- 
sumer possessed by uncontrollable desires and passions 

That image is still with us. Contemporary popular culture 
sometimes portrays women consumers as mindless and prof 
ligate. | am reminded of Absolutely Fabulous, the British sit 
com that chronicles the shopping escapades of two middle 
aged consumers, a chubby interior decorator and an anorexic 
ex-model. The quest for “gorgeous things” preoccupies these 
friends. These caricatures reinforce the image of the irra- 
tional consumer. 

My research shows that women have long approached 
shopping with much greater care. Our mothers used clothing 
and household objects in multiple ways: as delineators of 
class status, to make statements about personal identity, as 
mementos of special occasions, as reminders of loved ones. 
Most women had to balance their budgets as they selected 
these goods. But, as one Woolworth’s executive said, the 
market provided “good goods and plenty of them, at fair 
prices.” Given the scope of the market basket, women had 
choices as consumers, and they exercised that power of 
choice as they shopped. 

What’s true for china and glass, which I've studied, is true 
for other types of products and industries. In Hope in a Jar 
(Owl Books), Kathy Peiss, a historian at the University of 
Massachusetts in Amherst, shows that even the multimillion- 
dollar cosmetics industry did not evolve among male man- 
agers and chemists trying to foist a “beauty myth” on 
American women. Women entrepreneurs created the cosmet- 
ics industry in response to female consumers, who demanded 
beauty supplies that would make them look good. These 
women embraced making up as an act of empowerment. 

Historically, then, many women acted as rational con- 
sumers. This insight has political ramifications, suggesting 
that women have found ways to resist the dominant culture 
while helping to reshape the material world. As smart con- 
sumers, women helped to change the designs of household 
objects and to redefine notions of feminine beauty. Producers 
paid attention to women’s choices and changed product 
designs to meet women’s expectations. Rather than infantiliz- 
ing women, consumerism gave them a voice in the cultural 
realm. They were key actors in the fashion system. That’s a 

politically charged discovery. &

Wagner versus Kong

he title of Diane Paulus’s King Kong, the Musical, Part 1: Lohengrin 
tonight (Thursday) at Harvard University’s Loeb Experimental Theatre — is a bit 
misleading. The mighty ape of screen legend never makes an actual appearance in this 
adaptation of Richard Wagner’s famous opera, though Paulus promises him in part two if a 
sequel materializes — she’s considering a take-off on another Wagner classic, Parsifal. But 
King Kong, the Musical still has its share of unlikely associations, whether it be Wagner 
aficionados grooving to Parliament-Funkadelic or a mythological knight of the Holy Grail 
appearing in a production whose score samples both high opera and voodou field recordings. 
For this performance — presented by Paulus’s Project 400 Theatre Group in collaboration 
with a cast and crew of Harvard undergraduates — Paulus says she chose the Wagner/King 
Kong juxtaposition because the “dramatic story is less interesting than the action that takes 
place.” She explains that the lack of heavy plot in Kong dovetails perfectly with Lohengrin (or, 
as she slyly refers to it, Slowengrin), Wagner’s operatic adaptation of the story about a 
stranger who comes to town and defends the honor of a woman charged with the murder of 
her brother. This production also adds a live DJ spinning not only samples of Lohengrin’s 
original score but hip-hop, the Carpenters, Dusty Springfield, and those voodou tracks. 

Paulus says that she began Project 400 with the idea of challenging audiences to redefine 
their idea of theater. Costumes in Kong/Lohengrin are inspired by the bright color and 
decadence of a carnival; Lohengrin looks like a hip-hop MC, complete with a 
posse/entourage when he arrives on stage. And don’t expect Lohengrin’s damsel in distress, 
Elsa, to come out like _ 

a virgin fraulein. 
Paulus describes her 
as a combination of 
the 12th-century 
mystic Hildegard von 
Bingen and the late- 
20th-century Icelandic 
alterna-electropop 
chanteuse Bjérk. 
Paulus also warns the 
audience not to expect 
this to be a quiet night 
at the theater. Act one, 
she says, is staged 
more like a rock concert — thus the audience will be standing and encouraged to dance and 
participate. 

Although modernizing classical performance has become a 90s trend — think of Baz 
Luhrmann’s Romeo & Juliet and the Broadway musical Rent, which was based on Puccini’s 
La bohéme — Paulus says that Project 400’s mission is not to emulate this trend but to 
expand upon it. “This production is different in that it breaks the boundaries for what theater 
is and establishes a relationship with the audience.” 

Besides, the idea of drawing inspiration from vague connections among classic literature, 
music, and film is nothing new to Project 400. Paulus has also set Shakespeare’s A 
Midsummer Night’s Dream to a full-fledged ’70s disco score; and she’s put on Frankenweiner, 
a burlesque musical adaptation of Frankenstein with original lyrics set to classical piano hits. 
The group’s stated goal is to produce 400 of these cross-genre performances — Lohengrin 
being #31. But Paulus says that when and if Lohengrin hits New York, that will count as #32. 

King Kong, the Musical, Part 1: Lohengrin is presented May 6 and 7 at 7:30 p.m., and May 
8 at 7:30 and 10 p.m. at Harvard University’s Loeb Experimental Theatre, 64 Brattle Street, in 
Cambridge.

Fajitas, 
Steak tips, and the like come in monstrous 
portions; diners more discerning than hun- 
gry should look to the raw bar and the very 
nice Greek-style grilled seafood.

UVA, 1418 Comm Ave, 566-5670. $9.50- 
$22. A happening trattoria with a way-cool 
wine list. Superb antipasti and desserts 
Try the grilled entrées, or custom-build 
your own pizza or dish of homemade 
pasta. 

WONDER BAR, 186 Harvard Avenue, 
Allston (617) 351-2665. $6-$9. The echt- 
Aliston crowd may never love this outpost 
of Newbury Street polish, but it's their loss 
— the former Bunratty's is now a civilized 
(and cheap) place for a drink and a bite. 
The food's good (mostly sandwiches and 
small dinners baked in terra-cotta pots), 
there's plenty of beer on tap (even though 
everyone around you is drinking martinis), 
and there's jazz at night. Warning: you 
won't get past the doorman in sneakers.

ABE & LOUIE'S, 793 Boylston St., 
Boston, (617) 536-6300. $17-$30. At last, 
a truly Bostonian steakhouse, with the 
New York trimmings but not too much of 
the New York baloney. Definitely an older 
crowd than other restaurants under the 
same ownership (Charley's Eating and 
Drinking Saloon; Papa Razzi), and not for 
blue jeans, but awfully good eating if you 
love beef, and surround it with crabcakes, 
smothered onions, creamed spinach, and 
cheesecake or créme brillée for dessert. 
ANAGO, 65 Exeter St. (Lenox Hotel), 
Boston, 266-6222. $18-$32. An expanded 
and upmarket version of Cambridge's old 
Anago Bistro, serving Italian-inspired food 
that makes up in intensity what it lacks in 


made however you like, stuffed with roasted 
red peppers, fresh mozzarella, and hots if you can stand them ($3.95 to $4.95). The prepared hot dishes vary slightly from 
day to day, but the best of the regulars are the eggplant parmesan ($3.95) and any of the zitis, especially the ziti with 
sausage ($4.95).

$44. Prix fixe tasting menus $52 (vegetar- 
ian) and $70. Elegant food in an elegant 
setting with impeccable service — and a 
view rivaled only by that of the Ritz. Many 
consider this to be Boston's most roman- 
tic dining room, although the food may 
strike some as a little staid. BR Sun.,

Actually the perfect three- 
generational night out, as this revived 
dinosaur of Chinatown scores with fried 
goodies for the kids, authentic Hong Kong 
and Cantonese-style seafood for the par- 
ents, and spirited Chinese-American clas- 
sics for the grandparent generation 
Superb soups for all. Lunch and late-night 
dim sum.

Handsomely decorated Cantonese-Hong 
Kong restaurant that actually nets a fish 
from the dining-room tank for your 
Steamed fish.

Malay food is 
the mother cuisine of Indonesian and Thai 
food, and there are heavy Southern 
Chinese influences from two centuries of 
migrants. It adds up to an amazing asam 
Stingray with a vivid curry, numerous other 
seafood novelties, and also plenty of 
accessible soup and noodle dishes 
PENANG, 685-681 Washington St., 
Boston, 451-6372. $5-$17. If you've been 
hesitating about Malaysian food, hesitate 
no more. Penang is as much fun as the old 
Trader Vic's, and has much more interest- 
ing food. The sharpest flavors are in the 
roti canai appetizer, as well as familiar 
morsels like the Penang popia and chicken 
Satay. Lively entrées are the yam pots 
(featuring delicious mashed taro root), the 
“house special” squid or lobster or crabs 
with a complex sauce, and the fragrant 
beef rendang 

PEOPLE'S CAFETERIA, 21-23 Edinboro 
St., Boston, 482-7328. $4-$11. Not a real 
cafeteria, but fewer frills and lower prices 
than most of the current wave in 
Chinatown. You could make this your per- 
sonal chow foon palace, but I'd also feast 
on lobster in ginger and scallion, clams in 
black-bean sauce, and salt-and-pepper 
squid 

PHO PASTEUR, 8 Kneeland St., Boston, 
451-0247. $3-$5. Superb specialist in noo- 
die soups, beef or chicken based, with a 
variety of mix-ins. Also a line of drinks and 
desserts, and some, like “avocado juice” 
(actually a luscious milkshake), that are 
both. Small, homey, clean. 

SOUTH STREET DINER, 178 Kneeland 
St. (South Station), Boston, 350-0028. $3- 
$6. In the funky little 1920s diner building 
at the corner of South and Kneeland 
Streets, this all-hours diner serves solid, 
handmade versions of what you'd expect: 
burgers, fries, cheese omelets, and plenty 
of coffee. No beer or wine. BR All day Sat. 
and Sun. 


COPLEY/PRUDENTIAL 
AMBROSIA ON HUNTINGTON, 116 
Huntington Ave., Boston, 247-2400. $16- 
$29 In a dramatic and sophisticated set- 
ting, dishes strongly influenced by provin- 
cial French cuisine are sparked into the 
sublime by Asian seasonings. An empha- 
Sis on native New England game and 
seafood, as well as wonderfully imagina- 
tive desserts. Lively bar scene as the 
evening progresses 
BRASSERIE JO, 120 Huntington Avenue 
(Colonnade Hotel), Boston, 425-3240. $9- 
$20. Traditional Parisian bistro flavors with 
some hearty Alsatian dishes. A clone of a 
second restaurant by Chicago's Alsatian 
chef Jean Joho, this is a remarkably useful 
restaurant for the Colonnade Hotel, the 
Symphony-Prudential area, and anyone 
who happens by for breakfast lunch, din- 
ner, drinks, or a late graze. Unusually for 
the ‘90s, the big flavors are in the entrees, 
such as choucroute garni, coq au vin, and 
duckling a orange, with_important cab- 
bage and potato statements on the side 
BR Sat. and Sun., noon to 4 p.m 
DIXIE KITCHEN, 182 Mass Ave, Boston, 
536-3068. $8-$10. Genuine Cajun flavor 
and tone, even if not every recipe is strict- 
ly authentic, with the good-time languor of 
the Big Easy. Mustn't miss the gumbo ya- 
ya, jambalaya, fried crawfish, and the fine, 
fine list of pies. Some less specifically New 
Orleans items are only average. 
MARCHE MOVENPICK, 800 Boylston 
Street (Pru Mall), Boston, (617) 578-9700 
$5-$18. Yikes! If Epcot Center were rein- 
carnated as a restaurant, it might resemble 
this giant outpost of Swiss megachain 
Mévenpick. Certainly, we're not looking at 
a normal dinner out; you move among 
themed food stations with a cafeteria tray, 
then pick a themed room to eat in. This is 
more about entertainment (and waiting) 
than great cooking, so go for the simple 
things — fresh oysters, fruit smoothies — 
and the fun, hard-to-find dishes like Swiss 
Sausage and rdsti potatoes. 
THE ORIGINAL SPORTS SALOON, 47

In Truro, summer dining that meets winter standards 


The Blacksmith Shop 


BY ROBERT NADEAU My general rule is not to review summer- 


resort restaurants in any month without an “r 


it 


” 


in it. This isn’t mainly 


because I like to eat oysters by the sea. More to the point is that all 


but the very best summer restau- 
rants are completely-unreliable 
from year to year. A restaurant 
strong enough to open in April 
may, if producing fine food in 
April, be reviewed for that season. 
But even then, at any level much 
below Chillingsworth, in Brewster , 
summer restaurants are likely to be, 
well, summer restaurants — over- 
priced, overly eclectic, overly ambi- 
tious, undersupplied, understaffed, 
undertrained, and, in general, 
underachieving. Pick your favorite 
local clam shack and pizza joint, 
and stick with them. 

However, I have been watching 
the Blacksmith Shop Restaurant, 
in Truro, for a few years. Not all 
its years, since it is older than I 
am, but for the past few, as it has 
quietly moved up to contend with 
the best Provincetown restau- 
rants. Two dinners at the end of 
April have me convinced that it is 
now as good as or better than 
comparably priced bistros in 
Boston and Cambridge. The 
kitchen is taking full advantage of 
the local fishing fleet and aqua- 
culture, and there is a focus to 
the daily menus. Even the bread 
is warm, fresh (both nights, so it 
wasn’t just luck), and crusty. 

To start with the seafood, a 
special on seared scallops 
($17.50) was simply the best 
seafood platter of any kind that 
I’ve had this year. They were 
small sea scallops, with all the fla- 
vor of “diver scallops” and some 
of the sweetness of Cape bay scal- 
lops. The underlayer was sliced 
portobello mushrooms, green 
apple, and spinach cooked to a 
full, buttery flavor, all resting in a 
“curry emulsion sauce.” This 
sauce was deceptively clear, like 
the “water sauces” of chef Charles 
Draghi at Marcuccio’s, but it 
packed a full flavor of South 
Indian curry, like a rasam or 
sambhar dish. Few kitchens in 
Boston can deliver such defined 
flavors in main ingredients, and 
few of their sauces surprise so 
pleasantly. 

Equally impressive was a more 
familiar dish of pan-seared sole 
($14) with mashed potatoes and a 
roasted-vegetable garnish of 
Brussels sprouts, green beans, and 
cauliflower. This is obviously a less 
challenging menu staple, as the 
flatfish was dredged in a little 
flour, and some buttered bread 
crumbs glorified the vegetables. 
But again, each ingredient had its 
own character, and the roasted 
vegetables were a confident step 
forward from the usual sauté. 

A crab-cake appetizer ($7) also 
bet on the seafood, to the extent 
that the large burger-shaped patty 
tended to fall apart for lack of a 
binding ingredient. The sea-crab 
flavor was there, and an excellent 
black-bean salsa provided all the

complementary cilantro and garlic 
one might want. If you didn’t like 
those flavors, you could wipe them 
out with a chipotle mayonnaise, 
deceptively white for how spicy 
and smoky it tasted. Clam chowder 
($3) is a big bowl, and would have 
been a big bargain if not for a sim- 
ple error, the use of mealy, dissolv- 
ing russet potatoes instead of the 
waxy kind. Mussel and fennel soup 
with summer squash, a daily spe- 
cial, made good use of the season’s 
plump and yummy mussels in a 
delicious broth. An appetizer that 


summer restaurants lack badly. 
Moroccan spring rolls ($7) are 
more like egg rolls, with the 
North African element being a lot 
of cinnamon. The dip was an 
apple chutney, which was a good 
straddle between duck sauce and 
the cinnamon-chicken flavor of 
the spring rolls. This wasn’t a 
great fusion, but it was fun. 
Chicken tagine was served 
under a real, conical tagine. The 
chicken was quite tender and 
juicy, and both it and the cous- 
cous with pine nuts underneath 
were heavily flavored with fresh 
lemon. An authentic tagine would 
be more complex and stew-like, 
but fresh lemon is a wonderful 
flavor if you’re having only one. 
Monkfish merguez ($17) took a 
North African lamb sausage and 
coupled it with spinach, potatoes, 
and a local fish in a way that is 
more typical of Provincetown 
Portuguese food than anything 
from North Africa. The monkfish 
was two handsome chunks, and 


played on the dessert tray and 
served without pre-ordering. I 
believe the trick is to use all egg 
whites for what is really a soft 
meringue; it’s a very refreshing 
dessert. The créme brilée ($6) is 
notable for a true cream flavor, 
with no apparent custard, and so 
much burnt sugar on top that it 
tastes not unlike campfire 
marshmallows! 

An apple-cranberry crisp ($6) 
was served in a parfait glass with 
whipped cream, bringing some ele- 
gance to this wholesome dessert. 
Cheesecake ($7) is livened up with 
a toasted-pecan crust and swirls of 
mixed berries. It is the heavy kind, 
perhaps in honor of the New 
Yorkers who summer on the lower 
Cape. 

Service at the Blacksmith Shop 
is sometimes very helpful, but it 
did lag when the room filled up 
on a Friday night. The kitchen 
ran out of things, which could be 
early-season uncertainty, or just 
the word-of-mouth getting ahead 
of last year’s experience. The 
restaurant is situated in a couple 
of informal rooms, with an active 
bar next door. It’s hard to tell 
that these much-renovated spaces 
were once the eponymous smithy,

will be imitated elsewhere was the 
artichoke misto ($5.50), deep-fried 
nuggets of artichoke hearts with a 
lemony “aioli” that downplayed the 
usual garlic for a mayonnaise-plus 
effect. 

Diners who don’t want to 
experiment will not be disappoint- 
ed with the gigantic seafood fra 
diavolo dinner special (market 
price, recently $24), served over 
al dente linguine. Diners who do 
want to venture will follow the 
chef into some Moroccan ideas. 
Although not everything on this 
list was perfect, the idea of 
exploring one exotic cuisine at a 
time provided a focus that most 


the sausage — likely homemade 
— was cleaner-tasting than any 
real merguez I’ve had in Paris, 
but the combination is not so 
divinely ordained as chorizo and 
clams. 

The Blacksmith Shop has accu- 
mulated some very nice wines and 
serves several by the glass, includ- 
ing three fine chardonnays and a 
lively Trefethen riesling ($6.50) 
from California. Vintage years are 
listed for all, a nicety not widely 
observed these days. 

Desserts are really a treat. The 
chef has figured out a way to 
make apricot soufflés ($6) in 
advance so that they can be dis- 


but we are reminded by some 
black iron lamps and primitive 
tools, along with whimsical sculp- 
tures and found objects. 
Christmas lights on the ceilings 
are festive without being overtly 
Italian-American, and a CD of 
cha-cha music behind dinner was 
festive without being overtly 
camp. The Blacksmith Shop pays 
subtle homage to many Lower 
Cape themes without overstating 
anything, and I am not overstat- 
ing the outstanding flavors, 
either. w

AURA, One Seaport Lane (Seaport 
Hotel), Boston Waterfront, (617) 385-

prices, you have a right to expect a per- 
fection that the flavors don't always deliv- 
er. And Aura’s hotel-lobby setup is clearly 
more oriented toward conventioneers than 
natives. Esquire's reviewer named Aura 
one of the country’s top new restaurants 
of 1998. Maybe he was impressed by the 
desserts, which are gorgeous. Maybe he 
just doesn't get to Boston much 

THE BARKING CRAB, 88 Sleeper St 
(Northern Ave. Bridge), Boston, 426- 
CRAB. $7-$15. A hearty clam shack — 
actually a lobster tent gone year-round 
with a crab name. Warm informality 
blends simple seafood entrées and the 
odd yuppie treat into things like the “crab 
burger.” The fun is eating like this with a 
full view of the downtown skyscrapers 
Hearty desserts and local microbrews as 
well. Familiar, yet new. 

GALLERIA ITALIANA, 177 Tremont St., 
Boston, 423-2092. $20-$30. A trattoria 
you'd be delighted to find in Italy, with 
hearty country food and a welcoming 
informal style. Menu changes daily. 
Foodie tip: check out the inexpensive 
Cafeteria-style lunch. 

THE GOOD LIFE, 28 Kingston St. 
(Downtown Crossing), Boston, 451-2622. 
$7-$20. A Runyonesque joint that com- 
bines a neighborhood feel with downtown 
flavor. The food is basic — burgers, buf- 
falo wings, steak — and the bar harks 
back to a day when men were men and 
martinis were all eight ounces. 


HIBERNIA, 25 Kingston Street 


(Downtown Crossing), Boston (517) 292- 
2333. $17-$28. The Irish theme is so sub- 
tle you could miss it at this hip, narrow 
nightclub/restaurant next to the venerable 
J.J. Foley's. The kitchen, when we visited, 
had a split personality: the attempts at 
fusion felt hamhanded (i.e., “lobster pot- 
stickers” overwhelmed by ginger and soy), 
but modified classics were graceful and 
tasty: beautiful purple-potato salad with 
smoked-trout paté, sweet-crusted grilled 
chicken, and a towering “berry surprise” 
for dessert. Music and dancing starts at 10 
p.m. nightly. 
OSKAR’S, 107 South St. (Leather 
District), Boston, 542-6756. $17-$26. 
Hovering between goth and industrial in 
decor, between Boston and New York in 
mood, Oskar's epitomizes the new wave 
of downtown lounge-restaurants. Cigars 
are abundant. The kitchen serves lunch, 
dinner, cocktails, and late supper. 
IL PANINO’S BISTRO, 295 Franklin St., 
Boston, 338-1000. $12-$24. A bustling, 
very moderately priced alternative to the 
fancy dining room upstairs. The food is 
simple and low in fat, yet based on super- 
flavorful ingredients. Don't miss anything 
with arugula, fresh basil, or the other great 
Italian flavorings 
SILVERTONE, 69 Bromfield St., Boston, 
(617) 338-7887. $6-$12. This sleek under- 
ground bar on funky old Bromfield Street 
gets kinda packed after work, but the 
menu is worth a look if you can score a 
table: cheap, good, no-nonsense takes on 
homestyle food like meatloaf and steak 
tips. Also a nice stop for lunch. The wine 
list is short and gratifyingly un-inflated.

The cook- 
ing is roughly New American; the building 
is tall, narrow, and multistoried; and the

LES ZYGOMATES, 129 South St., 
Boston, 542-5108. $13-$24. This bistro 
with a genuinely French feel has a wine- 
bar angle (the list of 40-odd wines 


changes weekly), an artsy angle (galleries 
across the street), and a shamelessly 
Gallic angle (sweetbread vol-au-vent, 
venison in wine reduction sauce). The 
menu favors purism over culinary excite- 
ment, but the place has a buzz about it 
nonetheless.

The owner spent much of his life 
as a fisherman, and his love of the catch 
shines through everywhere. Order the 
mixed-shellfish plate to start (it's called 
“seafood aioli"), and whatever's on the

BANGKOK CITY RESTAURANT, 167 
Mass Ave, Boston, 266-8884. $7-$14 
(lunch, $5-$6). The fourth Thai restaurant 
within blocks of Symphony Hall, but the 
nearest to Berklee, with a fine list of vege- 
tarian items including fooled-me spring 
rolls and crunchy mee grob noodles. 
Elegant, uncrowded, and the food is beau- 
tifully presented. Omnivores go for shrimp 
mermaid, garlic fish, and beef jungle. 
CENA, 14 Westland Ave., Boston, 262- 
1485. $13-$20. A standout among the 
many new bistros and grilles because the 
menu concentrates on vegetables with a 
little seafood and chicken — no red meat 
and little cheese — and bevause so many 
of the world-beat flavors work.

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What's ZAP? 


The 1997 zinfandel report 


BY DAVID MARGLIN Zinfandel is a unique wine — and, | 
fittingly, it has a unique trade group. Zinfandel | 


Advocates and Producers (ZAP) 


encompasses not only wineries but also wine 
drinkers who consume (sometimes inordinate 
quantities of) zinfandel; it tells you something 
about the enthusiasm this wine generates that 
membership right now is about 200 produc- 
ers and nearly 5000 advocates. 

They are a fervent lot. 

Once a year, in San 

Francisco, ZAP holds a major 

tasting of zins from all over 

California (the grape is now 

grown in five states and three 

countries, but California is 

still home to the world’s killer 

zins). | had a chance to visit 

this past January’s tasting, 

and believe me, it is a reli- 

gious experience. Many of the 

winemakers are on hand to 

offer samples of their better 

older bottles, as well as new releases — some 
of which are tasted right from the barrel. 
Every producer shows up with a bottle or two 
in hand, and people pour away, vying in a 
modest way to see whose wine will be gone 
first. The producers’ luncheon I attended was 
held at the Sutter Home winery, which has 
the dubious distinction of having pioneered 
the pinkish bubble-gum quaff known as white 
zinfandel, although the winery has also made 
a fine red zin for more than 25 years. 

If ZAP’s electricity and enthusiasm seem 
distinctly American, it’s only appropriate: 
according to the Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco, and Firearms (ATF), which keeps 
track of these things, zinfandel is the only 
grape unique to America. ZAP maintains a 
Web site with a short history of the grape 
(check it out at www.wine.com/zap or 
http://www.gangofpour.com/zap99). 
According to this version, a Long Island 
nurseryman named George Gibbs imported 
zinfandel in the 1820s from the imperial col- 
lection in Vienna; there is a record of Boston 
nurseryman Samuel Perkins advertising the 
“zinfendal” vine for sale in 1832. Over the 
decade that followed, “zinfindal” became a 
popular table grape here in the Northeast, 
grown under glass. It was brought to 
California from Massachusetts in the 1850s; 
during the California Gold Rush, the grape 
was widely planted because it grew abun- 
dantly as a head-pruned vine. 

Zinfandel’s relationship to other wine 
grapes has long been a source of contention. 
People are now pretty sure that it’s related to 
Northeastern Italy’s primitivo di gioia — this 
was “proved” in 1994 by Carole Meredith of 
the University of California at Davis, which 
has the US’s leading wine program — but last 
year, Meredith also “proved” that zinfandel is 
related to, but is not the same as, a grape from 
Croatia called plavac mali. But one should 
never argue with the ATF (see Waco). 

In the popular market, thanks to Sutter 

*Home, zin became best known for its “blush” 
version, white zin. (Sutter Home can darn 
well afford to host plenty of lunches, since the 
winery made five million cases of the bubble- 
gum juice in 1998 alone.) The first truly mag- 
nificent year for zinfandel as a red wine was 
1990: that year’s vintage of big, pungent, 
long-lived reds helped lift red zin from “hobby 
wine” status to the ranks of the major red 
varietals. The following year, Storybook

Mountain Vineyards owner Richard Seps 
founded ZAP along with representatives from 
eight other wineries, Sutter Home among 
them. When the first ZAP tasting was held in 
San Francisco in March 1992, it attracted 22 
wineries and no more than. about 30 con- 
joe. veax Sumers. Still, that first tasting 
brought together a group of 
winemakers from Ridge, 
Rosenblum, Ravenswood, 
and Storybook, a winery 
devoted exclusively to zin and 
one of its finest producers 
since the early 1980s. The 
second ZAP tasting, in 
January 1993, drew more 
than 40 wineries — and it 
was packed with zin drinkers. 
Now the ZAP event is one of 
the highlights of the wine 
year, and red zinfandel, which had no real 
market as recently as 1992, is California’s 
number-one red-wine grape, with more than 
50,000 acres planted. 

So how do 1997 zins compare with earlier 
vintages? Well, when I covered zinfandel in 
this column (“Uncorked,” Styles, 

November 21, 1997), I noted that 1994 and 
1995 were top years. The 1996 wines were 
hit-and-miss; a lot of them taste overripe to 
me, and it was not a bountiful vintage. 
Nineteen-ninety-seven, on the other hand, 
was a big year: yields were up almost 20 per- 
cent, meaning that there was a lot more wine 
and prices remained constant. Unfortunately, 
the ’97s don’t hold a candle to the 94s and 
’95s, though they’re certainly above-average 
wines, better on the whole than the ’96s. 

Personally, I like zins four and five years 
out; if you try a 95 or ’94, I doubt you will 
be disappointed. That said, there is some- 
thing really refreshing about drinking young 
zin, and if you want a fruit explosion — or if 
you’re having food that demands something 
big — don’t shy away from the 1997s. 
There’s a ton of good wine on the shelves. 

*&* 2 Cline 1997 California ($11.49, 
University Wines). Normally I’m not a fan of 
blends of grapes from vastly different regions, 
which is what the “California” designation 
signifies. But for Cline, the blending seems to 
have worked out fine. Big blackberries, lots of 
American oak, and that cedary scent on the 
nose. Blows away comparably priced ’96s. 

x12 1996 Peachy Canyon 
“Westside” (Bauer, $18.99). A doozy, with 
lots of cassis, a long, opulent finish, and none 
of the “overripeness” that plagues many ’96 
zins. Should work well with barbecued meat 
or rich, spicy foods (jambalaya!). Drink now. 

x12 Ridge 1997 Sonoma Station 
($21.99, University Wines). Deep purple 
color, with a woody, fresh spring-day bou- 
quet — a friend described this wine as 
“dewy.” It’s a field blend, with 75 percent 
zin, and other grapes: in descending order, 
carignane, petite sirah, and Alicante 
Bouschet. Massive, opulent, soft on the 
mouth, with loads of oak, but this wine will _ | 
balance out nicely with a couple of months in 
the bottle. Another winner from Mr. Zin 
himself, Paul Draper. ae

Mamet argues for The Winslow Boy

incantatory, expletive-laced dia- 
logue, the glib nihilism and low- 
life hauteur, the borderline 
misogyny, twisted machismo, 
and full-scale misanthropy — 
these qualitics, brutally revelato- 
ry in plays like American Buffalo 
and Glengarry, Glen Ross, 
decline into sour mannerism in 
the films of Mamet imitators like 
Neil LaBute and Todd Solondz. 

Mamet, for his part, has had 
less luck in imitating himself, at 
least in movies.

With The Winslow Boy, how- 
ever, Mamet the filmmaker has 
grown up and found his place in 
movies by adapting a work that 
would seem to be the antithesis 
of his own. Terrence Rattigan’s 
The Winslow Boy, brought to 
the screen once before, by 
Anthony Asquith in 1950, utters 
nary a four-letter word in its dry 
Edwardian dialogue.

heroism. It’s one you see not frequently, but regularly.” 

Nonetheless, it seems these days that the stories that become bestsellers are 
those about Monica Lewinsky, not Susan McDougal.

A festival with an activist edge 


Would anyone dispute that our Boston Film Festival each September 
doesn’t stand for a lot? “Here are a bunch of new movies at the Copley 


Place.” 


Festival, which is running through 
May 6, offers a yearly retrospec- 
tive of someone whose carcer was 
interrupted by the Hollywood 
Blacklist. Elia Kazan, stay clear 
while oppositional San Francisco 
celebrates left-wing filmmakers 
Cy Endficld, Abraham Polonsky, 
and, this year, activist actress 
Karen Morley. 

Talk about activism: I've 
recently come from my second

Picture Hitler like any other human being. Drinking tea. 
Painting his self-portrait. Dictating his memoirs. Blcaching 
his hair.

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It’s time for a TV Bill of Rights 
BY ROBERT DAVID SULLIVAN It’s part of 


the yuppification of American politics. The most 
ambitious of our half-witted legislators in 
Washington have gone cold turkey on pork- 
barrel spending (after all, paved roads are just so 


déclassé) and are instead 


sequels to the Bill of Rights 
We've got a Taxpayers’ Bill of 
Rights, a Hospital Patients’ Bill of 
Rights, and an Airline Passengers’ 
Bill of Rights, all kicking around 
Capitol Hill and all loaded with 
more goodies than a tree on a 
Kathie Lee Gifford Christmas 
special. (IRS agents with 
manners! Airline food without 
peanuts!) 

The sentiment behind these 
ideas can be boiled down to one 
sentence: “I’m as mad as hell, and 
I’m not going to take it anymore!” 
That line comes from the satiric 


film Network, in which millions of | 


Americans were whipped into a 
frenzy by an insane TV commen- 
tator. (Network was so effective 
that it changed the television 
industry forever. These days, 
insane TV commentators, like Pat 
Robertson on The 700 Club, are 
careful to speak softly and smile a 
lot.) Yet no one has yet stepped 
forward with a _ Television 
Viewers’ Bill of Rights, though 
the outrages committed by the 
broadcast and cable networks 
increase every day. As the hellish 
1998-’99 TV season comes to a 
close, it’s time, finally, to take 
action. 

The ideal version of the TV 
Viewers’ Bill of Rights would 
include some obvious provisions, 
like a ban on laugh tracks and the 
requirement that “live reports” 
involve some physical danger to 
the reporter (standing in front of 
an empty house 36 hours after a 
murder took place doesn’t cut it). 
Political commentators should be 
subject to conflict-of-interest 
laws. This means, of course, that 
they’re not allowed on the air if 
their only sexual relationships are 
with people who recognize them 
from television. And just as a 
criminal defendant has the right 
to know the identity of his 
accuser, the television-viewing 
public should have the right to 
know the identities of the families 
who determine Nielsen ratings — 
and to demand psychiatric exam- 
inations for the ones who turned 
Providence and The Family Guy 
into hits. 

Those regulations would make 
for a good start, but we need so 
many more. For example: 


THE KELLY CLAUSE. No mat- 
ter how talented or hyperactive 
they are, television producers may 
work on only one series at a time. 
This provision is named for David 
E. Kelley, who produces and 
writes most of the scripts for both 
The Practice and Ally McBeal. 
Kelley’s determination to churn 
out two Boston-based law dramas 
at the same time — one grim with 
occasional quirky moments, the 
other quirky with occasional 
poignant moments — stopped 
being cute about a year ago. Now, 
whenever I catch a below-average 
episode of The Practice (another

serial killer running around the 
Hub?), I have to wonder whether 
Ally got the good plotline that 
week. Both shows will be back 
this fall, but Kelley is also devel- 
oping a private-eye drama and is 
returning to Chicago Hope, which 
took a nosedive when the Boy 
Wonder from Belmont left it to 
start The Practice. He should be 
required to pick one series per 
season. 

The same goes for Steven 
Bochco, whose NYPD Blue suf- 
fered when he tried to launch 
Brooklyn South last season and 
will probably suffer again when he 
starts a medical drama on CBS 
this fall. As for Matt Groening, 
it’s time for him to kill The 
Simpsons in favor of Futurama. 
And it wouldn’t be a bad idea for 
Tom Fontana to let Homicide: Life 
on the Street die so that he can 
keep the brilliantly original Oz 
from sliding any farther toward 
Melrose Place—style melodrama. 


THE PROMOTIONAL 
RESTRAINT ACT. Under the 
TV Viewers’ Bill of Rights, no 
promotional ad can give away a 
plot twist or include any scene 
from the second half of a televi- 
sion program. Also, no promo- 
tional ad can include a dorky 
sound effect not actually heard in 
the program. 

Thus, the following will be ille- 
gal: “Thursday on an all-new 
Friends, Monica signs up to be a 
big brother for (BOING!) Just 
Shoot Me’s David Spade??? 
Then, on an all-new Will and 
Grace, Jack gets a surprise visit 
from his long-lost mom! (AA- 
OOHGA!) Say, isn’t that Lisa 
Kudrow from Friends???” 

It will also be illegal to use 
speeded-up footage from a sit- 
com in a lame attempt to make us 
think there’s anything funny 
about, say, Kirstie Alley getting 
off an elevator. In fact, just to be 
on the safe side, NBC will be for- 
bidden to broadcast any promo- 
tional ad for anything — ever. 


THE TRUTH IN LABELING 
PRINCIPLE. Come to think of 
it, when Friends is billed as “all- 
new,” shouldn’t it have a different 
title sequence, without that 
annoying “I’ll be there for you” 
song? Yes, and the writers won’t 
be able to recycle a joke from 
three years ago and pawn it off as 
a “running gag.” 


THE UNNECESSARY NUDITY 
LAW. ABC recently promoted its 
Tuesday line-up with shots of 
Sports Night’s Josh Charles and 
Peter Krause in their boxers and a 
glimpse of NYPD Blue’s Andrea 
Thompson stripping down to her 
bra. Alas, the hyped scenes were 
disappointing in every way: they 
did disrupt the flow of the story, 
but they weren’t sexy enough to 
be worth the trouble. The TV

Viewers’ Bill of Rights will make 
everyone happy by requiring the 
networks to air brief nude scenes 
during the commercial breaks of 
any program that airs after 9 p.m. 
The nude scenes must not have 
anything to do with the plot of the 
episode, and they needn’t involve 
any of the actors from the series. 
But the networks will have some- 
thing to hype — without interfer- 
ing with the content of the show. 


THE COMMERCIAL RECOM- 
PENSATION STATUTE. When 
Lieutenant Giardello on 
Homicide says, “At this point, I’d 
even take help from that woman 
on Profiler,” the weirdly unchar- 
acteristic line is actually a five- 
second commercial for another 
NBC series. When ABC’s Sports 
Night has one of its fictional char- 
acters appear on the real-life ABC 
series The View, that’s another 
commercial. And when Dennis 
Rodman appears on L.A. 
Doctors . . . well, he must be sell- 
ing something. In such cases, we 
viewers are entitled to a longer 
episode to make up for the inter- 
ruption. 


THE ZERO TOLERANCE FOR 
PREMATURE REPEATS PRO- 
VISION. As soon as a network 
airs a repeat episode in a pro- 
gram’s regular time slot, that pro- 
gram is declared “over for the sea- 
son,” and no new episodes will be 
allowed on the air until the follow- 
ing season. This will prevent NBC 
from showing three new episodes 
of ER, followed by two repeats, 








followed by two new episodes, fol- 
lowed by four repeats, etc. If a 
series falls behind in production, 
we'll just wait until next year to 
see a full batch of episodes. 

There is one exception to the 
anti-repeat regulation: each prime- 
time program must be repeated at 
least once within a week of its air- 
ing, even if the repeat is at 4 a.m., 
so that those of us who keep for- 
getting how to set our VCRs will 
have a second chance. 


THE NO CASH FOR CRAP 
RULE. This one is aimed at Nick 
at Nite and its sister channel TV 
Land, which is considered a premi- 
um channel in many communities. 
Both channels started out as god- 
sends: Nick at Nite had uncut 
episodes of classic shows like / 
Love Lucy and The Mary Tyler 
Moore Show, and TV Land gave us 
long-missed series like Hill Street 
Blues and St. Elsewhere. Now they 
air the same stuff we’d been watch- 
ing for free on UHF stations for 30 
years. The solution: no cable chan- 
nel that costs extra will be allowed 
to run any series that was ever in 
the Top 10 of the Nielsen ratings. 
Goodbye, Family Affair, My Three 
Sons, Adam-12, and Hogan’s 
Heroes! To protect a few quality 
series, we could exempt Emmy 
winners like Lucy and Mary from 
this rule — but only if they’re 
shown commercial-free. 


THE ONE LIFE TO LIVE REG- 
ULATION. Remember when TV 
series didn’t enter the five-night- 
a-week rerun market until they 








had finished their prime-time 
runs? Only now do we see the 
wisdom of that practice, which 
will be brought back with the TV 
Viewers’ Bill of Rights. Did we 
really need to see Mad About You, 
The Nanny, and NewsRadio gasp 
through another season after 
they’d already gone into reruns? 
Would it have been so bad to force 
Kelsey Grammer to end Frasier 
with dignity before he started col- 
lecting residual checks? 

But wait, there’s more! Because 
Saturday Night Live is still in pro- 
duction (honest!), Comedy 
Central will be prohibited from 
loading up its schedule with SNL 
reruns — and will be forced to 
bring back long-lost gems like 
Second City TV and the original 
Tracey Ullman Show. 


There are plenty of other griev- 
ances, like sit-coms with too 
many regular characters (Spin 
City) and snarky talk-show hosts 
who enjoy themselves so much 
that they might as well be mastur- 
bating on live television (Craig 
Kilborn, Dennis Miller). But the 
law can’t solve every little prob- 
lem. What’s important is that we 
take the first step of recognizing 
our Own power as a special-inter- 
est group. Send enough letters 
(and checks) to members of 
Congress and the Television 
Viewers’ Bill of Rights will soon 
be a reality. That’s kind of scary 
but not too surprising. After all, 
most of these guys got their 
jobs on the basis of television 
commercials. *

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Ruth Birnberg puts the question 


BY MARCIA B. SIEGEL Opening her concert at Green 
Street Studios, Ruth Birnberg told a story about a Coke 
machine that was supposed to deliver a cup, some ice, and 


then the drink but messily malfunctioned. 
The moral of her tale seemed to be: “Order 
is everything.” But after a moment’s 
thought, she reconsidered — did she really 
want order? The three dancers who 
accompanied this fable, Once upon a 
Summer Day, sprang and rolled and 
gestured, connecting and reconnecting the 
same movements in different circusy 
shapes. Birnberg seemed to be working 
along the same formal but fractious 
compositional lines as Daniel McCusker, 
with whom she shared the past two split 
weeks at Green Street. 

Birnberg says her new dance, Gaspard 
de la Nuit, draws on the texts by Aloysius 
Bertrand whose nightmare allure inspired 
Ravel. In an opening solo, she suggested 
Ondine, the water sprite disastrously in 
love with a mortal. A smallish but elongat- 
ed woman, Birnberg moves big, with out- 
stretched arms and sweeping spirals that 
propel her through space or along the 
floor. But there’s often a conflicting ten- 
dency to focus inward, so she looks as if 
she weren’t completely convinced about 
these expansive ventures. The moves 
become increasingly agitated and eccentric 
toward the end of the solo. 

In the second part of the music, Gibet, 
Birnberg climbs onto a wooden vehicle that 
resembles a railroad work cart but also is 
crude and somehow sinister. Daniel 
McCusker and Leslie Shafer Koval join 
her. Slowly, suspiciously, they inspect the 
terrain, close by and way out beyond the 
studio, and slowly Koval and McCusker 
pump on a lever that makes the cart roll a 
few feet. When they get part way across the 
floor, they raise a sail and a hidden projec- 
tor throws pictures onto it. These pho- 
tographs by Andre Kertész might be snap- 
shots of long-ago family members — chil- 
dren, men in suits and hats talking togeth- 
er. After a picture has been on for a while, 
one of the people starts to fade, till a white 
silhouette takes his place in the group. 

I wondered whether Birnberg was think- 
ing about the Holocaust in this elaborately 
staged scene. A “gibet” is a gallows. 
Bertrand’s poem imagines the whispering 
of insects reconnoitering the corpse of a

hanged man, and the piano tolls a funeral 
bell throughout a progression of moody 
chords. Nothing else in the dance is quite 
as evocative as this trancelike journey, but 
in the last section, Scarbo, McCusker slips 
away after a struggle with Koval. He just 
disappears, like the ghost in Bertrand’s 
poem, which makes itself known only by 
elusive sounds and shadows. 

I thought this piece, hovering on the 
brink of specificity and not making light of 
anything, was Birnberg’s most effective 
statement of the order/disorder paradox. 
Elsewhere she can seem deceptively sweet; 
as in Soliloquy, where six women in filmy 
gray pajamas tenderly meet and just as ten- 
derly abandon one another in swooping, 
swirling, aspiring, supporting, never 
resolving patterns. I thought the dance only 
nominally related to Debussy’s Nocturnes 
(Nuages, Fétes, Sirenes), which paint visu- 
al pictures as well as tonal ones. 

When Birnberg gets literal with her taste 
for intrigue, she brings out the absurd but 
not the macabre. Witness, a 1997 piece to 
Stravinsky’s Concerto for Two Pianos, is 
based on the board game Clue. Six dancers 
in brightly colored clothes are confined to 
squares of light at first. Later they’re 
released from their cages and move around 
the space. Alone or in small groups, they 
mime activities that don’t seem connected. 
One person compulsively digs — a gar- 
den? a grave? There’s an agitated tea 
party. Two persons seem to be busy enact- 
ing the perils of Pauline. Birnberg rushes 
and jerks around in a droopy white satin 
nightgown, as if trying to raise a warning, 
but of what and to whom we don’t know. 
In a long climactic scene, everyone throt- 
tles everyone else, and then they combine 
all their gestures, ominous and ordinary, 
into one formal dance pattern. 

Even the choice to use live music hints at 
Birnberg’s appreciation of illogic. Yukiko 
Takagi played Ravel’s Gaspard; her duo 
pianist for the Debussy and Stravinsky was 
Vernon Robison. Although it was great to 
hear the music live, the dance succumbed 
to its enchantment only in Gaspard.

Tod Machover in Houston; Sherman and Zimerman play Chopin 


BY LLOYD SCHWARTZ The Houston 
Grand Opera has been one of America’s most 
enterprising — and successful — opera 
companies. In its 44-year history, it has a 
record of 24 world premieres (including John 
Adams’s Nixon in China; Sir Michael Tippett’s 


last opera, New Year; and Leonard 
Bernstein’s A Quiet Place), 
American premieres (Philip Glass’s 
Akhnaten), and successful touring 
productions (Porgy and Bess; Show 
Boat). The latest and one of the 
most ambitious of these is 
Resurrection, Tod Machover’s 
second opera, a treatment of Leo 
Tolstoy’s last novel, which opened 
on April 23 and continues through 
May 7. 

I've been impressed with 
Machover from the time I saw a 
production of his first opera,

VALIS, a decade ago at MIT, 
where he’s professor of Music and 
Media and head of the Opera of 
the Future/Hyperinstruments 
Group at the famous Media Lab. 
This was a probing and beautiful 
setting of science-fiction novelist 
Philip K. Dick’s story of a charac- 
ter with a dissolving identity. It 
inventively combined aspects of 
classical and rock music with video 
and computer _ technology. 
Machover is probably best known 
for his use of electronic music. 
Before he came to MIT, he worked 
at IRCAM, Pierre Boulez’s experi- 
mental studio in Paris. But he 
couldn’t have a more serious clas- 
sical education as a student of two 
major and very different American 
composers, Elliott Carter and 
Roger Sessions. So maybe it 
shouldn’t be as surprising as it 
seems for Machover’s latest pro- 
ject to be a traditional opera based 
on a great 19th-century Russian 
novel. 

Tolstoy’s Resurrection (1899) is 
a very great book — a frontal 
assault on judicial and penal sys- 
tems, on moral numbness and 








inhumanity, with the possibility of 
individual redemption — with a 
spotty reputation for being too 
preachy. It tells a powerful story. A 
self-centered young aristocrat, 
Dmitry Nekhlyudov, finds himself 
on the jury for a murder trial. The 
accused — falsely accused — is an 
attractive young prostitute named 
Katusha Maslova, who, when she 
was younger, was a servant for the 
hero’s aunt. He had fallen in love 
with her and slept with her, and 
when she got pregnant, the aunt 
dismissed her. The jury wants the 


case dismissed, but a legal snafu in 
the wording of the verdict leads to 
Maslova’s being sentenced to eight 
years of hard labor in Siberia. 
Nekhlyudov — Tolstoy’s alter ego 
— is overcome by guilt; he is 
determined to appeal the decision 
and even marry Maslova. He wants 
to give up his land and his connec- 
tions with the aristocracy. He 
becomes embroiled in a bureau- 
cratic nightmare and eventually 
follows Maslova to Siberia, where 
both their spiritual lives are reborn. 

Machover isn’t the first compos- 
er to try it. Franco Alfano (the 
composer who completed 
Puccini’s Turandot) created a sen- 
sation with his verismo version, 
Risurrezione, in 1904 — only five 
years after the book was published. 

Machover’s librettist, the multi- 
award-winning Laura Harrington, 
who teaches playwriting at MIT, of 
course had to simplify both the plot 
and Tolstoy’s profound sense of the 
complexity of human motivations. 
She succeeds in reducing the con- 
volutions to manageable if conven- 
tional stage time. Some of the 
clumsy writing, though, with more 


statements than dramatic dialogue 
(“I’m good at what I do. . . . They 
paid me well for the use of my 
body”; “I am young, beautiful, so 
full of life”; “I'll go back to the 
world and I'll give of myself”), is 
harder to excuse, and so is a certain 
element of dramaturgical coarse- 
ness. Harrington strips Nekhlyu- 
dov’s aristocratic fiancée of her dig- 
nity for cheap laughs, portraying 
her as an aging, overweight spinster 
desperate to get married (imagine 
Tolstoy writing, “Touch me, 
Dmitry”). Nekhlyudov’s first love 
scene with Maslova is more of a 
rape than a seduction, though 
director Braham Murray stages it 
brilliantly, as a flashback enacted in 
front of the dimly lit jury still sitting 
in judgment. The production by 
British designer Simon Higlett, 
especially the scenes in prison and 
in Siberia, are visually striking, 
though for all his good ideas 
Murray resorts too readily to stock 
operatic gestures. When in doubt, 


have singers fall to their knees. 
The score to Resurrection is 
Machover’s richest and most var- 
ied, beginning with a churning 
fugal overture that sets a dark, ver- 
tiginous tone for the entire opera 
— it could become a standard 
concert piece. (Opening night, I 
was struck with how after a few 
bars it seemed to stop and begin 
again, as in Machover’s Begin 
Again Again for hypercello; later I 
learned that the lights had briefly 
gone out in the pit and the players 
actually had to start over.) From 
rock music he’s learned to create 
pounding, pulsating rhythms and 
ferocious climaxes. From minimal- 
ism he’s learned the dramatic 
power of repetition. And he has his 
own genius for soaring melody and 
dazzling texture. The small orches- 
tra (33 players) is extraordinarily 
colorful — the solo trumpet in the 
seduction scene is harrowingly elo- 
quent. Two electronic keyboards 
subtly flesh out the orchestration, 
put an almost inaudible halo 
around the vocal line, and provide 
an eerie chill to the Siberian land- 
scape. Machover also injects a sub- 











tle Russian melisma, by way of 
Tchaikovsky and Mussorgsky. In 
the most haunting moment in the 
opera, Maslova, played by the out- 
standing young mezzo-soprano 
Joyce DiDonato, sings an electron- 
ically amplified but heartbreaking- 
ly simple lullaby to the child of one 
of the chained prisoners — 
accompanied by no “real” instru- 
ments. It’s as if she’d become the 
voice of the cosmos itself. 

Scott Hendricks, from the 
Houston Opera Studio, was ele- 
vated from understudy to leading 
role only three weeks before the 
opening. He has a ringing, slightly 
forced high baritone and makes a 
vivid hero caught between egoism 
and altruism. The most beautiful 
voice in the cast belongs to the 
(very) up-and-coming tenor 
Raymond Very. He’s stirring as a 
brutally flogged schoolteacher 
Peter Simonson, the prisoner who 
falls in love with Maslova and for 
whom she will give up her chance 
to marry Nekhlyudov 
when she’s ultimately 
set free. (The Boston 
Lyric Opera ought to 
check out some of 
these singers.) Full- 
voiced mezzo 
Katherine Ciesinski 
shines in the small role 
of Nekhlyudov’s aunt. 
The chorus has a lot to 
do (as in Mussorgsky) 
and it’s excellent, 
though I wish Mach- 
over’s moving Prison- 
ers’ Chorus had more 
eloquent words than 
the silly, endlessly 
repeating “We march” 
— the one thing the 
audience doesn’t need 
to be told (it’s exactly 
the kind of operatic 
statement Gilbert & 
Sullivan were parody- 
ing in “If you want to 
know who we are,/We 
are gentlemen of 
Japan,” the chorus at 
the beginning of The 
Mikado). 

Houston’s music 
director, Patrick Sum- 
mers, conducts with 
dramatic urgency. The 
huge company includes no one who 
doesn’t seem to care deeply. 

Machover is an idealist. Like 
Tolstoy, he wants to change how 
we act in the world. Sometimes he 
allows himself to get soft. The con- 
cluding choral anthem, “We must 
live on this earth, somehow,” has a 
pretty tune but it reminds me too 
much of Leonard Bernstein’s 
“Make our garden grow” at the end 
of Candide, or “Somewhere,” from 
West Side Story (the New York 
Times reviewer compared it ‘ess 
kindly to Les Miz). It goes on too 
long, remains too static, then ends 
with brass fanfares suggesting the 
coda of the Beethoven Ninth — 
more an assertion of wish fulfill- 
ment than a convincing possibility. 
I hope revisions are in store, and 
further productions lie ahead. 
Despite its flaws, Resurrection is a 
serious and powerful work — a 
milestone for Tod Machover and a 
noble achievement of the Houston 
Grand Opera. 


TWO RECENT CONCERTS that 
focused on Chopin couldn’t have 
been more different in intent and 














result. The first half of Russell 
Sherman’s recital at the Harvard- 
Epworth Church, a generous ben- 
efit for the African Tree Planting 
Movement (which the Epworth 
Church is supporting), was a fasci- 
nating program in which six sin- 
gle-movement Chopin works — 
the antic B-minor Scherzo, the 
bleak E-flat-minor Polonaise, the 
lamenting G-sharp-minor Ma- 
zurka, the great and complex A-flat 
Ballade, the lovely, rippling D-flat 
Berceuse, and the ecstatic F-sharp 
Barcarole — came together as a 
single work that seemed to explore 
every mysterious corner of human 
experience and gave Chopin a 
large-scale grandeur that’s rare in 
Chopin recitals. 

Then in the second half, 
Sherman did it again with the 24 
Opus 28 Préludes. These often 
fleeting miniatures are more often 
played as individual encores than 
as a single unit. Like Alfred Cortot 
in his historic recordings of the 
Préludes, Sherman has a deep 
understanding of the poetry and 
the drama of Chopin’s ever-shift- 
ing moods. Some of these didn’t 
sound anything like what I’m used 
to hearing: inner voices surfaced; 
sudden juxtapositions startled, as 
did unexpected leaps forward or 
breathtaking silences, heavenward 
flutterings or dangerous, death- 
defying plunges into the abyss, 
ending on a note of supreme hero- 
ism. An indrawing Nocturne and a 
whirling Waltz were the encores. It 
was as if Sherman were joyfully 
revealing to us all the things you 
suspected — or hoped — were in 
these pieces but had never quite 
heard before. 

Krystian Zimerman’s Bank- 
Boston Celebrity Series recital fea- 
tured the F-sharp Impromptu, the 
second Scherzo (B-flat minor), the 
three Opus 56 Mazurkas, and the 
F-minor Fantaisie. And what he 
was telling us was that since we 
already knew what Chopin was up 
to, he’d just go through the 
motions of reminding us. The 
playing was, of course, elegant, 
impeccable. And many in the audi- 
ence seemed to love it (though 
there was only one encore). But to 
my ears these performances were 
inert. Everything sounded the 
same. There was little dynamic or 
emotional range. There was no 
drama. Nothing happened. 
Nothing was an event. 

After intermission, Zimerman 
returned for a fairly lively, 
unforced performance of 
Schumann’s early, oddball F- 
sharp-minor Sonata, No. 1, with 
its quirky little dances (including a 
waltz that prefigures The Blue 
Danube) and improvisatory tan- 
gents. But as in the Chopin, 
Zimerman’s own Hamburg 
Steinway, which he travels with 
and evidently even tunes himself, 
was not sounding very good. 
Chords were clangy; individual 
notes were fuzzy and buzzy, every- 
thing lacked crispness and clarity, 
let alone luminosity. And it hurt. 

Zimerman has always been a 
reticent artist, but he’s capable of 
eloquence. Performances like these 
tempt one to doubt one’s previous 
admiration. Was there never really 
much life there to begin with? Or 
was this just one of those off nights 
in which everything surfaces that 
usually remains hidden behind the 
things we really value? x

Honeyglazed’s two-bass rumble, plus the Texas Dumptruck

local bands you can say this about, but 


Honeyglazed look like an A&R guy’s dream. 
You want image, they got image: three guys 


and two gals, all bearing something of a rock- 


star look, presided over by a mad-professor 


bassist. You want a big rockin’ 
sound, they got a big rockin’ sound 
— equal parts smart, subversive 
songwriting and dumb, fun noise. 
And if you want a gimmick, they've 
got a nifty one: here’s a band 
playing guitar-oriented rock, only 
without a guitar. 

The mad professor is Tim Catz, 
better-known as  Roadsaw’s 
bassist, who started the band on 
the simplest of premises: he want- 
ed to play more bass, and he want- 
ed a band with females in it. And, 
just maybe, he wanted to get rich 
and famous. Like most of the gang 
at the Curve of the Earth label, 
Catz approaches the record busi- 
ness with a bit of a P.T. Barnum 
sensibility. And he’s the first to 
admit that Honeyglazed’s two 
singers, Dave Kulund and the sin- 
gle-named keyboardist Collage, 
had an edge because they looked 
the part. 

“It helps to have good-looking 
people in the band,” he acknowl- 
edges. “Get some pretty girls up 
there and it’s always an attention 
grabber. Everytime you see an arti- 
cle on Garbage, it’s always about 
Shirley Manson. Nobody wants to 
talk to the old fuck behind the 
drums. | wanted to be the guy up 
front, but | can’t sing, so | 
approached Dave because I'd 
worked with his other band [Shake 
747] in the studio, and-I knew the 
chicks love him. Put him and 
Collage up front and you'd really 
have something. And it’s good 
working with people who are still 
young enough to get excited about 
the music business. | get to be the 
old guy in the back who collects 
the money — personally, I’d rather 
have it that way.” 

“We like the idea of being enter- 
tainers,” adds Collage when | catch 
up with her and Kulund at the 
Middle East. “Everything’s a reac- 
tion to the time you're in,” Kulund 
puts in. “We're coming out of a 
period where nobody wanted to do 
much of a rock-star thing. People 
haven't wanted to put on a show.” 

Pressed further, Catz allows that 
he had musical motivations as well. 
“I was writing this glut of pop 
songs and Roadsaw’s not a pop 
band, so | didn’t want to see them 
go to waste.” 

The pop tag may be a bit of a 
stretch, since Catz’s AC/DC roots 
aren't easily shaken. But you 
wouldn’t call it metal cither: 
Honeyglazed’s debut, The Trouble 
with Girls, is a spiritual cousin of 
the Pixies’ Surfer Rosa and the 
Dambuilders’ Encendedor 
albums unified by manic energy 
(and male/female harmonics) 
more than by musical style. 
Although Girls Against Boys com- 
parisons are likely to come up 
(since they too have two bassists), 
Honcyglazed are less of a groove 
band and more of a song band — 

only one track on their disc runs 
more than four minutes, and new- 
wave roots (think of the Cars’ 








affectionate irony for AM-radio 
trash) are in there somewhere. 
Kulund and Collage share the 
vocals throughout, sounding like a 
sweet couple unduly preoccupied 
with crime and violence (sex runs a 
close third). If the kids who robbed 
the diner in Pulp Fiction had a 
band, this might be it. 

But instead of machine guns, 
Honeyglazed have basses, which do 
all the work normally done by gui- 
tars. The ripping wah-wah lead on 
“Lady Cop”? That's a bass. The fuzz- 
tone monster on “True in Tokyo?” 
Also a bass. And the acoustic strums 
on “Luger”? Nope, that really is a 
guitar — but it’s the only one on the 
album, and you have to listen hard to 
catch it. Elsewhere they use the two- 
bass line-up to approximate the 
sound of a guitar band, 
with Catz doing the 
leads and Kris Canning 
playing the traditional 
bass lines. Meanwhile, 
Collage’s keyboards 
play the role Greg 
Hawkes had in the early 
Cars — never quite up 
front, but chiming in 
with appropriate 
melodic bits. But 
because a hyper-ampli- 
fied bass has a growlicr 
tone than a guitar, the 
sound necessarily 
comes out a_ little 
skewed. 

“It’s basically me 
beating off,” Catz 
explains. “Just like all 
the drummers I know 
want to be singers, but 
they’re all trapped 
behind drum sets. 
Most bass players want 
to get some attention, 
but they're the last to 
get noticed. So this 
band gives me _ the 
chance to be the loud- 
est guy for a change. 
It’s totally egotistical, 
but fuck it.” 

As for how he gets 
all the sounds, “I col- 
lect a lot of gear. Like 
some girls go out and 
buy shoes every weck, 
I go buy effects instead 
— weird basses, amps 
and vintage gear. I’ve 
got all these pedals and 





she was working there. They didn’t 
get signed, but they did get cnough 
development moncy to cut about 
half the album’s tracks. Meanwhile 
Catz is getting closer to the mark 
with Roadsaw (who signed with 
Roadrunner this year and are just 
back from a national tour), and 
he’s planning to stay full-time with 
both bands.

DUMPTRUCK LIVES. It docsn't

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Terminal introduces the Texas 
version of the band, and it’s at Icast

Actually it was club 
owner Ellie Hernon who 
recently inherited the club from 
her late husband, Joc Hernon — 
and she was reading a decibel 
meter. “This song gocs out to 
everybody who likes loud music,” 
announced singer/guitarist Evan 
Shore, who was on stage with his 
band the Nines. “It’s called ‘I Got 
a Right To Cry Tonight.’ ” 

It hasn’t been the smoothest 
ycar for the club, which has been 
having volume problems since its 
remodeling last fall. As part of the 
new design, the front wall directly

behind the stage was replaced by a 
picture window, which, as booking 
agent Mickcy Bliss points out, 
“looks real good but isn’t great for 
a rock club.” Complaints from the 
neighbors dicd down when wintcr 
set in but have heated back up with 
people opening their windows 
again. “We've gone out on the 
street to check it out and it’s true, 
the sound does carry, so the ncigh- 
bors have a right to complain,” 
Bliss said from his office last week. 
“That’s not a vendetta against us.” 

Hernon is pondering a few pos- 
sible solutions, including new 
soundproofing or a rclocated stage. 
Meanwhile she’s negotiating the 
transfer of her husband’s license 
from the Cambridge Licensing 
Commission, so the place will be on 
good behavior for the foreseeable 
future. “It’s never going to be 
exactly what it was, but I think it 
can still be a creative place,” Bliss 
says. “I’m telling the bands to keep 
it turned way down. If it gets past 
an acceptable level we have to cut 
them off.” He figures that an outfit 
like the Lyres (who headline May 
15) is safe, since keyboard-driven 
groups cause fewer problems and 
the audicnce absorbs sound if 
there’s a decent draw. But 
bands with loud guitars and 
small turnouts will have to 
be on their toes. “Also those 
opcratically traincd female 
singers with picrcing voiccs. 
But basically we'll be play- 
ing it safe — if a band necd 
to play really loud, they 
shouldn't be looking for a 
gig here.”

George Russell’s modes of behavior 
BY ED HAZELL Jazz composer George Russell 


occupies an odd place in American music. The list of 
his compositional firsts is a long one, yet he’s cited as 


an important composer less often than 
you might expect. He's also a musical 
theorist whose ideas laid the 
foundations for modal jazz (cf John 
Coltrane, Miles Davis, Bill Evans — all 
of whom were influenced by Russcll’s 
theories). But it’s hard for highly 
technical music theory to gain much of 
a foothold in the popular imagination. 
So another of Russell’s impressive 
accomplishments — and the one he’s 
proudest of — also gocs pretty much 
unheralded. 

This relative neglect means that 
Russell rarely performs his music here 
in the States. But Bostonians will have 
their first opportunity in more than a 
decade to hear his Living Time 
Orchestra during a two-night stand at 
Scullers tonight and tomorrow (May 6 
and 7). Russcll performs more often in 
Europe than at home, and the latest 
edition of the band includes a handful 
of players from Grcat Britain, including 
saxophonists Andy Sheppard and Chris

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is one of the very first Afro-Cuban jazz 
picces. “I was really impressed by the 
musicians Dizzy had organized to play 
‘Cubana Be Cubana Bop,’ ” he explains 
over dinner at a restaurant ncar New 
England Conservatory, where he’s been 
on the faculty since 1969. “Chano Pozo 
was absolutcly an extremely powerful 
player and person. But I can’t say | 
wanted to follow Latin music. | don’t 
think | identified with it that strongly. | 
think Chano’s playing left doors open. 
Most Latin music I hear closed those 
doors.” 

In subsequent works that blended 
classical music and jazz, like 1949's “A 
Bird in Igor’s Yard” and 1957’s 
“Concerto on Billy the Kid,” Russell 
was in effect writing Third Stream 
music before Gunther Schuller coined 
the term. By 1958, his sophisticated 
balance of writing and improvised 
soloing, his ability to interweave sever- 
al themes, handle tempo changes, and 
pay attention to the overall form of

Biscoe, as well as Amcrican players like 
trumpeter Stanton Davis (a long-time 
Russell regular), trumpeter Tiger 
Okoshi, trombonist Dave Bargcron, 
and keyboardist Brad Hatfield. The 
shows will feature the American pre- 
micres of two ambitious iarge-scalc 
works — “American Trilogy” and “It’s 
About Time” — but music from 
throughout the 75-ycar-old Russcll’s 
long career will also be performed. 
Many of Russcll’s compositions arc 
milestones in jazz history. His 1947 
“Cubana Be, Cubana Bop,” which he 
wrote for Dizzy Gillcspic’s big band 
with Cuban percussionist Chano Pozo, 





increasingly long compositions, 
marked him as one of the era’s most 
advanced composers. The recently 
reissucd 1958 album New York, New 
York (on Impulse, with Coltrane, 
Evans, and vocalist/narrator Jon 
Hendricks) features some of his best 
work of the period. 

In 1964 he moved to Scandinavia, 
where his writing grew increasingly 
ambitious in scope. Recorded in 1968, 
Electronic Sonata for Souls Loved by 
Nature (Soul Note) was not only 
unusually long for a jazz-sextet compo- 
sition, it also employed an clectronic 
tape, making it one of the very first 








electro-acoustic jazz compositions. “I 
tricd to make a tape that reflected the 
realization that the whole world is 
music and that all sounds can be part of 
music,” Russell recounts. “We went to 
the oldest church in Norway, in a small 
town up in the mountains. We made 
the tape with the organ in this church 
and used it as a basic tape that we took 
to Swedish Radio, where they really put 
it through some stuff.” 

Since he returned to the states, his 
pieces have continued to grow in 
scope. In the carly ’80s, he recorded 
two albums, New York Big Band and 
Live in an American Time Spiral (both 
on Soul Note), that provide the best 
overview of his music up to that time. 
In 1986 he premiered The African 
Game, a vast programmatic work that 
unites African, jazz-funk, and swing 
rhythms. His most recent album, /t's 
About Time (Label Bleu), features the 
band appearing at Scullers performing 
Living Time, the 1972 piece he wrote 
for pianist Bill Evans. 

But to hear George Russell tell it, 
he’s a reluctant composer. “The thing | 
don’t like about being a composer is 
that if you ask yourself why you are a 
composer, basically it has to get down 
to your ego. That's why I’m glad | have 
something that I fecl, in a way, is more 
important than composing.” 

That something is the Lydian 
Chromatic Concept of — Tonal 
Organization, Russell’s theoretical trea- 
tise on the relationships among chords, 
scales, and modes. He began to formu- 
late the Concept while in hospital recov- 
ering from tuberculosis in the late *40s 
and first published it in 1953. It is the 
first and probably the most influential 
book of jazz theory ever written. He is 
just now finishing a fourth, and he says 
final, revision. “Book one deals with ver- 
tical tone gravity. The other volume will 
deal with horizontal tonal gravity and 
supravertical tonal gravity. These are the 
three categories all music fits into. The 
foundation of the concept is that the 
Lydian scale is the true scientific scale, 
in the sense that it gives birth to the basic 
unit of tonal gravity, which is the inter- 
val of the fifth. Music is universal gravi- 
ty manifested in the realm of sound. And 
so we can call that tonal gravity. That’s 
how music behaves. | don’t speak as its 
author, | speak as a conduit. It was 
already there, but | do think that | was 
on its wavelength to pick it up. It’s a 
method to get at the absolute root of 
music, and when you do, you're faced 
with these states of behavior.” 

Some pretty impressive individuals 
have been influenced by Russcll’s ideas, 
including Miles Davis. “Miles and | 
used to play together in this onc-room 
apartment he had, a place uptown with 
a piano. | asked him one time what his 
aim was in this music, and he said he 
wanted to Icarn all the changes. | 
thought, ‘He doesn’t realize it, but he 
already knows all the changes, he must 
mean that he wants to find a new way 
to relate to the chords.’ Later, when | 
showed him the work I'd done on 
modes, the lights went on inside. He 
took it and wrote ‘Milestones,’ his first 
modal picce. On the Kind of Blue 
album, Miles was influenced by the 
Concept. i'm not taking anything away 
from Bill [Evans], but the Concept was 
the foundation of the modal period. 
Absolutely no one codified the connec- 
tion between chords and modes before 
that. It has directed the music in a cer- 
tain way. It’s that strong.” m

Fugazi versus Radiohead 


Fugazi frontman Ian MacKaye and Radiohead singer 
Thom Yorke sorta look alike. They’re both little guys with 
big mouths, round faces, and the kind of receding hairlines 


that bring to my mind Kevin Spacey in The 
Usual Suspects. Phil Collins probably 
deserves credit as the pop star who invent- 
ed this look, but that’s not Yorke’s fault or 
MacKaye’s. Besides, unlike Collins, Yorke 
and MacKaye don’t smile very much, which 
is another connection I wouldn’t have made 
if I hadn’t watched two new films back to 
back. The first was Meeting People Is Easy, 
a souvenir from the crucial year on the road 
with Radiohead that followed the release of 
the band’s critically acclaimed 1997 album 
OK Computer (Capitol) and made Yorke an 
international star. The second was the 
punkumentary Instrument (on video from 
Dischord), which chronicles the first 10 
years of Fugazi’s career, a critical decade in 
which the indie-punk underground 
MacKaye’s band helped forge became a 
major-label hunting ground. 

The two films actually have a lot in com- 
mon. Both were shot by guys who had pre- 
viously directed music videos — Meeting 
People Is Easy’s Grant Gee 
did Radiohead’s “No Sur- 
prises” clip, and Instrument 
auteur Jem Cohen’s credits 
include less commercial 
efforts for R.E.M. and 
Jonathan Richman, as well 
as short films about Elliott 
Smith and the Butthole 
Surfers. Cohen obviously 
had less to spend on his 10- 
year project than Gee did on his one-year 
effort, yet in both films the viewer is treated 
not to a seamless, flowing narrative but to 
an impressionistic collage of performance 
footage and behind-the-scenes shots edited 
with intentional vérité roughness to create 
the illusion of candid immediacy. You’re 
made to feel as if what you’re seeing hadn’t 
been fully processed, even if the opposite is 
true. And Cohen and Gee both mix color to 
black-and-white footage, as if to reinforce 
the implicit idea that somewhere over the 
real world’s rainbow there exists a Platonic 
rock-and-roll plateau where there is no 
room for compromise, where things really 
are black and white. 

I wasn’t without my own preconceived 
notions about the two bands. Radiohead — 
whose music had become beautifully bleak 
by the time of OK Computer's release and 
who tend to put up a stoic front on stage — 
I took to be the kind of band who might 
guardedly enjoy jet-setting success in the 
same way that, say, R.E.M. or U2 initially 
accepted fame without necessarily embrac- 
ing it. With Fugazi, though, I’ve always had 
this feeling — call it a cynical wishful think- 
ing — that behind the saintly fagade of 
earnest indie attitude there had to be a few 
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human fissures: a greedy bass player; a jeal- 
ous drummer; a general frustration that the 
world still hadn’t changed, or, at the very 
least, a porno-reading, pill-popping roadie 
who doesn’t recycle. Oh yeah, Fugazi don’t 
have roadies. Well, I’d have settled for find- 
ing out that singer/guitarist Guy Piccolo 
never helps bassist Joe Lally lug his gear. 
No such luck. For starters, Cohen never 
shows one of Fugazi’s legendary load-ins, 
though we do get to see MacKaye squeegee- 
ing the van windshield at a pit stop (Fugazi 
are DIY even at the gas pump). Instead, 
what emerges over the course of dozens of 
bristling one-song concert excerpts (which 
are featured, along with incidental music 
from the film, on the Dischord Instrument 
soundtrack CD) and off-stage shots of the 
group is a portrait of a band who enjoy their 
work and have a sense of humor about their 
saintly reputation. At one point, with the 
boys seated around a table at MacKaye’s 
grandparents’ home, good-natured drum- 
mer Brendan Canty gig- 
gles infectiously as he 
recounts the story of a 
guy who'd heard a rumor 
that Fugazi live in a 
group house and “don’t 
use heat.” Later, he play- 
fully demonstrates how 
he used a soap bar to 
jury-rig the broken show- 
er head at a dive motel, 
proving that the band do use running water. 
Radiohead’s Yorke nearly drowns in a 
tank of water during a video shoot in an 
unsettling scene from Meeting People. 
He’s suffering for his art, which is actual- 
ly a form of commerce, and even he 
seems depressed by the irony. Mostly, 
though, as I wrote in my review of the 
film last week, Yorke and his band are just 
plain miserable as they trudge from 
humiliating photo shoots to tedious inter- 
views to lame backstage meet-and-gropes 
with industry folks. Those are the things 
that Fugazi have managed to shelter 
themselves from. And it wasn’t until I saw 
Instrument that I had much the same rev- 
elation that Cohen recounts in his liner 
notes for the film: many of the “sacrifices” 
Fugazi have made for the sake of some 
alleged punk ideal were actually rational 
selfish decisions based on the band’s 
desire to play, in Cohen’s words, “whatev- 
er they wanted to play how and whenever 
they wanted to play it, with no obligation 
to provide spectacle entertainment or even 
bow to audience demand.” And now, | 
think I understand why Fugazi seem so 
happy and Radiohead so desperately 
bummed out. *

Behind the 
boards, OD achieved the spectral trans- 
parency of high-quality dub. But what 
made beneath a must-buy was the already- 
legendary ninc-minute posse cut “Farmers 
Markct of the Beast,” on which a quintct of 
MCs impersonate bleating billy goats and 
trombonc-voiced monkeys, juxtaposing 
pre-Columbian folklore (totem animals!) 
and modern myth. 

In that zoo-crew set piece, rapper 
Xololanxinxo played the Iguana, exorcising 
oppression in a Peter Lorre voice, seeming- 
ly ready to Icad the whole pet shop in a 
grassroots revolt. With 2Mex, he’s also haif 








isn’t just keep-it-purc-screw-the-majors 
but “Imagine all the people,” as per John 
Lennon. On the chorus, Xinxo and 2Mcx 
sound ready to shed tears and beat down 
the first punk who asks what they’re crying 
about: “Let’s burn all the moncy and crash 
all the cars/Smash all our dreams of 
becoming a star/Let’s go and hug our chil- 
dren, until they start to cry/Watch the 
world dic/Watch the world dic.” 

There’s also a secret track where OMD

Naughty by Nature’s mad science 


BY FRANKLIN SOULTS Naughty by Nature’s first new album in four 
years begins with a silly skit that bucks the hip-hop norm by offering 
more than just superfluous self-promotion — even if unintentionally and 


ironically. Nineteen Naughty Nine: 
Nature’s Fury (Arista) opens with a 
storm raging in the background 
while in the foreground the crackle 
of electrical currents signals a mad 
scientist’s lab. An anonymous voice 
laughs, then muses, “Naughty by 
Nature: whoever thought it was 
gonna come to this . . . I knew they 
was gonna come back. I just didn’t 
know they was gonna come back 
like this.” Then the music kicks in. 
With old hand Kay Gee at the 
boards, it’s still smooth, jazzy, 
foreboding; with old hands Treach 
and Vinnie on the mikes, the raps 
start spilling hard and fast, burbling 
with close-packed rhymes and 
alliteration. For a minute, it seems 
nothing has changed. That feeling 
doesn’t last long. 

A four-year absence would spell 
death for almost any hip-hop crew, 
even for one with a string of exul- 
tant sing-along smashes to their 
credit like this Jersey trio’s (“O.P.P” 
in 91, “Hip Hop Hooray” in 93, 
“Feel Me Flow” in ’95). Another 












bad sign was the crew’s recent 
departure from the vaunted hip-hop 
label Tommy Boy for the relative 
anonymity of all-purpose major 
Arista (Tommy Boy retaliated by 
releasing the greatest-hits package 
Nature’s Finest). On the face of it, 
then, the Frankenstein metaphor 
turns an acknowledgment of the 
obv.sus into an equally obvious 
boast, the contention being that 
Naughty are now back larger, more 
vivid, more furious than ever 
before. And the skit works because 
the techniques they use are roughly 
parallel to those employed by Mary 
Shelley’s flaky physician: exhuming 
disparate, recently interred body 
parts from the hip-hop grave (that 
is, other rappers’ styles); patching 
them together with crude stitches 
(more dumb skits); jolting the crea- 
ture to life with a lot of flashy gad- 
getry (easy samples and big-name 
guests). Just like Boris Karloff in 
Bride of Frankenstein, their ungain- 
ly creation then lurches around the 
"hood for an hour or so (substitut- 





ing East Coast ghettos for Middle 
European grottoes), with unpre- 
dictable results in every scene. 

The first six cuts embody all the 
direction and unity the album ever 
generates. Aside from a brief cheesy 
“Holiday” — a lightweight party 
piece built, like several later num- 
bers, around an early-’80s disco 
sample (in this case it’s Change’s 
1980 hit “Lover’s Holiday”) — this 
opening set works a standard hard 
attitude, with the crew defending 
their manhood and freedom by 
whatever means necessary and 
doing their dirt all by their lonely. 
Even the current single featuring 
Master P and several of his No 
Limit lieutenants (“Live or Die”) 
flashes more flamboyant guff than 
flaming gats. 

Pretty soon, though, the hard 
stuff starts sounding received, or 
worse: “Live Then Lay” dredges 
old moves from Bone Thugs-N- 
Harmony’s well of juvenile-delin- 
quent sentimentality; “Thugs & 
Hustlers” cancels out “Live or

Die” with some of last year’s most 
leaden No Limit formulas. By mid 
album, the creature keeps stum- 
bling forward mostly on the 
power of the poontang. The 
musty taste of “O.P.P.” lingers in 
the Big Pun collaboration “We 
Could Do It,” which slides 
smoothly into the Next-backed 
“The Blues,” a mid-tempo croon 
that finally acknowledges the 
most truly painful aspect of the 
blues — blue balls. “Got the vesi- 
cles in my testicles stopped on

Fountains of Wayne's perfect pop 
BY RICHARD MARTIN Why do we Americans rely on Britain as our 


main source of modern pop catharsis? Granted, Blur’s flammable 
“woo-hoo” packs a more satisfying wallop than Imperial Teen’s laconic 


songs aren’t supposed to be that 
complex, or that long. 

Back in 1996, Fountains of 
Wayne quietly reminded us that a 
perfect pop tune pulls up just short 
of the three-minute mark, has cho-

mindless, giddy, smile-on-the-face 
enjoyment here. Blur are not fun.

ruses that include lines like “Baby, 
baby, bay-beeee,” and includes 
rhymes like “I wanna sink to the 
bottom with you/The ocean is big 
and blue.” It’s fun music. And for 
an instant, as the barely post-alter- 
native nation sang along with the 
New York—based band’s 
“Radiation Vibe,” it seemed 
Americans had come to their sens- 
es. We'd accepted Adam 
Schlesinger and Chris 
Collingwood as home-team pop 
songwriting heroes. We’d realized 
that they knew what it — whether 
“it” meant love or going for a drive 
or whatever — was all about. 

But something went wrong. 
“Radiation Vibe” was one of five or 
six pop gems on the Fountains of 
Wayne debut, and yet somehow the 
door got slammed after the single 
crossed the threshold. The band 
and their record company, Atlantic, 
made all the right moves, arranging 
a six-week arena tour as openers 
for Smashing Pumpkins and work- 
ing a second single to radio. 





“There were a lot of people at 
our label and our management 
company who were disappointed 
that the first record didn’t com- 
pletely go through the roof,” recalls 
Schlesinger, on the phone from 
Otis, close to his partner’s adopted 
hometown of Northampton. “They 
were thinking that if they got it up 
and running, then they could have 
five or six singles from it. It cer- 
tainly did well for a debut album, 
but we didn’t turn into Nirvana.” 

Schlesinger subsequently sidled 
over to his other, more stylishly 
rock-oriented band, Ivy, who land- 
ed even farther from a mass break- 
through. Ivy got dropped by 
Atlantic just weeks after releasing 
their second album, Apartment 
Life, which was quickly picked up 
and reissued by Sony. Then it was 
back to the pop drawing board for 
Schlesinger and Collingwood, who 
have returned after three years with 
an album that reintroduces 
Fountains of Wayne’s sparkling 
songcraft in the form of something 
resembling a concept album. 

“Chris and I write separately, 
and after not seeing each other for 
months we both brought in a batch 
of songs that all had this strange 
relation to each other, even though 
we hadn’t discussed at all what we 
were working on,” Schlesinger 
explains clumsily. “It accidentally 
became a group of unified songs.” 

Named after a stretch of pot- 
holed highway that runs through 
the working-class borough of 
Queens, Utopia Parkway is a 
theme album about the suburban 
experience. Sort of. Character 
sketches abound: there’s the hap- 
less cover-band musician in the 
sunny title track; the jilted Romeo 
in the downcast “Troubled Times”; 





and the teens out for a good time in 
“Laser Show” (where the adoles- 
cents succeed) and “Prom Theme” 
(where they don’t). Schlesinger 
and Collingwood, and their now 
full-time bandmates Brian Young 
(drums) and Jody Porter (guitar), 
produce hooks with the efficiency 
of a Nissan assembly line, all the 
while evincing a sly sense of musi- 
cal humor that matches the mirth- 
ful schematic that runs through 
most of the songs. There’s more 
textural depth here than on the 
debut, from the psychedelic stam- 
mer that characterizes “The Valley 
of Malls” to the Cole Porter—style 
tunefulness that informs the 
impressionistic “Hat and Feet.” 

If Utopia Parkway is going to 
rekindle the commercial momen- 
tum of “Radiation Vibe,” its best bet 
is probably “Red Dragon Tattoo,” 
with its insistent rhythm and memo- 
rable tale of misguided machismo 
— “Now I look a little more like 
that guy from Korn,” sings the 
song’s freshly imprinted lover-boy 
narrator. The first track Atlantic is 
peddling as a single, however, is 
“Denise,” a jaunty distorted-guitar- 
driven ditty featuring a Cars-style 
keyboard riff and lyrics about an 
alluring yet aloof travel agent. 

“We’re these two guys writing 
songs,” is how Schlesinger sums 
up Fountains of Wayne’s main mis- 
sion. “Music to us is not really an 
outlet for our internal problems 
and issues. It’s more like a form. I 
don’t think we’re trying to purge 
our souls.” 

Exactly. Leave the purging to 
introspectives like Belle and 
Sebastian and Elliott Smith. 
Fountains of Wayne, as Schlesinger 
puts it, are about “big sing-along 
choruses and harmony vocals.” @&

Michael Gira goes solo 
BY TED DROZDOWSKI First impressions do last, so I’ll 


always remember Michael Gira as the “revenant black 
saint” he goes on to describe himself as in the lyrics to “Of 


Death (Love Me Now),” from his 
surprisingly romantic new solo album New 
Mother (Young God). 

It was 1986, and there he stood, in 
mock-crucifixion, at the brink of the Rat’s 
stage, pale and blank-faced in the dark as 
he drooled bubbling rivulets of saliva down 
his chest into a pool on the floor. The band 
churned out a homophonic din: twin kit 
drums, bass, sampler all pile-driving on a 
single, monolithic beat. So loud my pants 
flapped slightly with every downstroke of

rhythm. Then Gira licked an accumulation 
of spittle from his lips and began shouting 
a single phrase — “I’m useless; stick a 
knife in me” — over and over. 

That Kodak moment will always be my 
dearest image of Gira and the band he led 
at the time, the New York City-based 
noisemongers Swans. Over 11 years and a 
dozen-plus recordings Gira refined Swans 
into something more, um, Swan-like — a 
group who balanced textural sonic beauty 
with animal brutality. The evolution was 
even reflected in the titles of Swans record- 
ings, with names like Greed and Raping a 
Slave finally giving way to Real Love. 

In 1997 Gira ended Swans, after, as he 
puts it, “I’d banged my head against the 
wall for years trying to get something good 
to come of it.” Despite the cranial pound- 
ing, Gira does have good memories of the 
band — especially the early days of drool 
and din. “It was spectacular. I really 
enjoyed it,” he relates by phone from his 
New York City apartment. “I don’t know 
where my energy came from. I was working 
construction and hanging sheet rock eight 
or 10 hours a day and rehearsing six hours 
a night. I had immense energy. It probably 
has something to do with nefarious sub- 
stances as well. I think in 1984 I weighed 
about 150 pounds and was 6’1”. My diet 
was as many pints of Bud as I could con- 
sume at the local Greek restaurant. 

“At that point, I just decided to build 
something up. I had no musical skill but 


decided to make something from rhythm 
and sound.” Drawing on the influence of 
guitar-rock composer Glenn Branca, ambi- 
ent kingpin Brian Eno, and punk rock, 
Gira did just that. And as he continued to 
build Swans, his musical and conceptual 
abilities kept expanding. With Swans and 
his various side projects, including a col- 
laboration with his ex-wife, Jarboe, as 
World of Skin, Gira has created one of the 








most intriguing and challenging bodies of 
work in modern rock. 

Gira may feel that his energies 
have reduced a bit over the years, 
but it’s hard to tell from his recent 
output. Since ending Swans, he’s 
recorded two albums of ambient 
music: Number One of Three 
(Young God), which has just been 
released under the name Body 
Lovers, and the forthcoming Body 
Haters CD. The former began with 
Gira and a coterie of musicians 
laying down parts in the studio. 
Their work was then edited and 
embellished with cassette-tape 
loops, field recordings of insects, 
and other sonic flotsam Gira 
hoarded. It all went into a comput- 
er, which — when it overdoses on 
digital information at the end of 
“1” — creates the meanest blat of 
buzzing feedback imaginable. 
Frank Zappa would have loved it. 

He might also have loved the stir- 
ring New Mother, Gira’s first song- 
oriented solo effort post-Swans, 
which is being released as the work 
of the mythic group the Angels of 
Light. (Gira is assembling a quintet 
to tour the US as the Angels of 
Light this summer.) But chances 
are Swans fans will love New 
Mother more. It’s Gira’s most 
organic work. All the songs were 
written and initially recorded on 
acoustic guitar. Then piles of elec- 
tric guitar, keyboards, voices, per- 
cussion, vibraphone, reeds, and 
other instruments wielded by 19 
musicians added flesh to their 
bones. 

But the meat’s transparent. The lyrics of 
songs like “Fear Death (Or Love Me),” 

“Praise Your Name,” “Shame,” and 
“Angels of Light” offer a glimpse into 
Gira’s conflicted heart as he explores the 
knotty course of human love and sex and 
dreams. Dedicated to Jarboe, New Mother 
explores the feminine realm in its flashcard 
images of pregnancy, male hostility, 
female empowerment, and raw aching 
need. And when Gira caws out a line like 
“Why am I so cruel?” amid the title num- 
ber’s exploration of dependence and hard 
rejection, the gently Fellini-esque arrange- 
ment colored by melodica and Casio 
assures us he’s not kidding about its 
poignant mix of emotions. 

So does Gira. “Over the last few years 
I’ve discovered this unfortunate aspect of 
myself — the unfortunate evil that exists in 
me,” he says quite seriously. “I’ve been try- 
ing to wring that out in my songs, my 
moral lapses.” Hence songs about drink- 
ing, psychological abuse, and the violent 
images that were a staple of Swans. But, 
Gira tells me, “I don’t at all attempt to be 
dark. I think I’m a compassionate and 
rather sensitive person. This is more 
about realizing how morally corrupt I am, 
and trying to deal with it — trying to be a 
good person and apologizing.” A sonical- 
ly beguiling and personally daring 
achievement, New Mother makes it clear 
that Gira at least needs to make no apolo-

** Man or Astro-Man?, 
EEVIAC (Touch & Go). When 
you're working a field as formally 
limited as _ intergalactic psy- 
chosurf, you've got to tweak it with 
as many nuances as possible to 
create a fresh veneer. This time 
around the Alabama foursome, 
who gleefully fracture their twang 
rock fetishes, enter the world of 
ones and zeroes. But it’s not an 
ISDN'd G3 that whizzes and whirs 
here, more like a souped-up UNI- 
VAC. No matter how inventively 
Trace Reading, Blazar, Birdstuff, 
and Coco update “Rebel-’Rouser’” 
and “Raw-Hide,” it's still novelty 
they bank on. 

That doesn’t mean the retro- 
futurism shtick lacks moments of 
amusement or invention. The 
guys are adequate arrangers; 
Eeviac has its share of unusual 
voicings that help steer the music 
away from rudimentary raucous- 
ness — the cool, musicianly way 
of voicing the chorus riff on “The 
Reversal of Polarity,” for instance 
But given the competition of more 
mature rockstrumental combos 
like Pell Mell, MORAM? remain 
one-dimensional. Only those with 
robotic sympathies will fully 
embrace this disc. In fact, 
“Engines of Difference” sounds 
like a jukebox tune that 
Futurama's Bender might punch 
up after a few too many quarts of 
WD-40 down at the cyber tavern.

* Usher, USHER LIVE (LaFace). 
Usher doesn't sing songs about 
love. He'll leave that sort of thing 
to the divas, the strictly-slow-jam 
crooners, the pretty-fly-white-guy 
quintets. Usher wants to talk 
details. “You make me want to 
leave the one I'm with and start a 
new relationship with you,” he 
sings, and he’s only halfway 
through the chorus. This 
Springeresque fondness for the 
explicit, coupled with youth (he's 
20) and photogenic dimples, has 
created Atlanta’s newest R&B jug- 
gernaut. And Usher celebrates his 
success with this live set — the 
kind of album that’s marketed, 
rather apologetically, as a treat 
“for the fans.” 

His singing voice, if you 
haven't guessed, isn't very strong, 
and it’s not well complemented by 
the perfunctory guitar solos and 
endless drum fills that issue forth 
from his band. His popularity 
stems largely from his persona, 
and yet there is scarcely any on- 
stage banter. A few strange things 
happen along the way: there’s an 
abortive cover of NKOTB's “Every 
Little Step,” as well as 60 seconds 
of crowd screams when the music 
stops one verse into “Nice & 
Slow” (this last moment is as mys- 
tifying as a sight gag on a comedy 
record). The disc also features 
remixes of Usher's three biggest 
hits, none of which captures the 
rakish, nonchalant charm of the 
originals.

(Roadrunner). With 20/20 hind- 
sight, it turns out that Joe 
Jackson's 1981 retro tribute to 
Louis Jordan, Jumpin’ Jive, was 
way ahead of its time. To remain 
vital, pop has to revisit its roots 
occasionally, and the exuberance 
of jive — the link between big- 
band swing and the early rock of 
Fats Domino and Chuck Berry — 
turned out to be a welcome anti- 


dote to'the rage and melancholy 
of so much '90s rock. 

Although Big Rude Jake and 
his band are clearly part of the 
resulting swing revival, they take 
the music seriously and add their 
own juice to the style. The sophis- 
ticated lyrics, intricate arrange- 
ments, and uptown attitude paint 
Jake and the boys as quintessen- 
tial hep cats, the kind of dudes 
who have always added the pol- 
ish to New York's Big Apple. 
Jake's voice is an elastic instru- 
ment able to croon, talk, snarl, 
and seduce as the material mer- 
its, bringing a mutant mix of 
Damon Runyon, Johnny Rotten, 
and Mose Allison to his witty, eru- 
dite tunes. The band are just as 
flexible, jumping from smooth 
blues to smoky beatnik jazz to the 
punk/swing of the hilarious “Let's 
Kill All the Rock Stars.” Like 
Jordan before him, Jake tweaks 
the conventions of the music, 
twisting it into his own entertaining

A RIGHT TO CRY (Sire). For one 
final time the great country-music 
producer Owen Bradley was 
called upon to cast a young vocal- 
ist in the same light as he did 
Patsy Cline with his classic pro- 
ductions of her songs. Bradley 
died after recording only a third of 
Barnett’s 12 performances here. 
But she and his brother Harold 
and nephew Bobby soidiered on 
to make an album worthy of his 
legacy. 
I've Got a Right To Cry is also 
a marvelous’ showcase for 
Bamett's gliding, beautiful voice 
— an instrument full of smoldering 
emotionalism. Ballads like the title 
number and her breathy “The 
Whispering Wind” capture the 
élan of a long-gone era of country 
music, not only in their spare 
arrangements — colored by 
Jordanaires-like supporting voic- 
es, strings, and guitar statements 
that trace their songs’ melodies — 
but in their unvarnished infatua- 
tion with, well, infatuation. Sure, 
it's all formula, but it sidesteps 
Nashville’s current generic-pop 
assembly-line approach to pro- 
vide a framework from which a 
singer's personality can emerge. 
Bamett’s only failing is that the 
personality here is mostly Cline’s.

SLOW JAMS (Right Stuff). For 
two decades, soul-music fans, 
who believe that one soul can 
speak the truth to another, have 
loved Frankie Beverly's delicate 
tenor, the directness of his let's- 
talk-things-over lyrics, and the 
trust they can put in the consis- 
tency of his tender fusion music, 
with its echoes of Earth Wind & 
Fire, Grover Washington, and the 
Isley Brothers at their most ethe- 
real. Maze and Beverly at their 
unaffected, spiritual best is what 
this 14-track compilation is all 
about — the happy, quiet, durable 
bittersweetness of “Happy 
Feelin’s,” “| Wanna Thank You,”

The only downside is the 
sequencing. On the first disc, the 
five frenetic singles lead to a fur- 
ther barrage of the Wedding 
Present’'s familiar slash-and-burn 
punk, which doesn’t abate until 
the achingly beautiful “Dalliance” 
turns up 12 notches in. After the 
band’s apropos cover of the 
Velvets’ “She’s My Best Friend,” 
it's back to the relentless rush of 
piercing guitars and breakneck 
rhythms. Disc two is the keeper. A 
quickie run through the bluegrass 
standard “Cumberland Gap” is a 
reminder of grumpy Gedge’s piay- 
ful side, there’s a nicely succinct 
radio mix of the jaunty “Blue 
Eyes,” and the Present pep up 
Pell Mell’s “Signal.” Then comes 
the payoff: nine cleanly recorded 
live tracks of varying tempo, from 
the steadily mid-paced “Give My 
Love to Kevin” to the ultrasonic

of firing up the understudy, however, 
the producers have brought in the 
much-lauded 1996 revival’s Tony- 
winning choreographer and original 
star, Ann Reinking, to fill in. It 
sounded like a good idea. I, doubtless 
among many others, wasexcited by 
the opportunity to see Reinking 
reprise her turn as killer woman- 
scorned Roxie Hart. After all, she’s to 
Bob Fosse choreography what Mrs. 
Patrick Campbell was to Shaw. 

But Reinking has spent the better 
part of the past two years on the 
other side of the footlights, choreo- 
graphing various productions of 
Chicago and both co-directing and 
choreographing Fosse, the homage 
to the late choreographer/director 
that passed through Boston last fall 
and is currently on Broadway. When 
the Duncan emergency presented 
itself, she flew in from the 
Netherlands, where she was putting 
Chicago into wooden shoes, to save 
the day. Alas, the actress/dancer, 
who’s in her 40s, isn’t in good 
enough shape to hold her own in the 
role she originated two years ago in 
the Broadway revival. It doesn’t help 
that she’s playing it in a short, body- 
obscuring black sweater that wreaks 
havoc with the show’s undulating, 
hip-jutting choreography and puts 
too much _ responsibility on 


Reinking’s limbs and shimmy. I 
should point out that I saw the 
renowned performer and Fosse 


muse in what was only her third per- 
formance with the national-touring 
company that also stars English 
musical-theater star Ruthie Henshall 
and Grease vet Adrian Zmed. But at 
that point, at least, her funny, spirit- 
ed, yet effortful performance was 
throwing the pace of the stripped- 
down, steamed-up revival that was 
such a sensation when it sizzled 
through the Colonial Theatre some- 
thing over a year ago. 

That said, the high-concept 
Chicago remains a terrific show, 
slinky, seductive, and utterly soulless. 
When the Kander/Ebb/Fosse work 
based on Maurine Dallas Watkins’s 
1926 play first hit Broadway, in 
1975, it had the misfortune to go 
head to head with A Chorus Line. 
The story of dueling jazz-age mur- 
deresses battling for headlines and 
hoping to turn their notoriety into 
show-biz careers, Chicago was 
thought by some to be too cynical for 
its time. Resurfacing in the age of 
O.J. and Louise Woodward, the 
bumping, grinding combination of 
Brechtian sneer and vaudeville glitz 
fits right in. Promising to give us “the 
old razzle-dazzle” in the form of a 
tale of “murder, greed, corruption, 
violence, and treachery — all the 
things we hold near and dear,” the 
musical proceeds to do so, throwing 
in the signature Fosse moves that 
make you suspect the scantily clad 
dancers are all contortionists on 
Viagra. Toward the top of Chicago, 
Henshall’s Velma, on her stomach 
on the stage floor, bends a leg over 
her back and to the ground in such a 
way that you’d swear bones had 
been removed.

played Roxie in the London produc- 
tion of Chicago; as usurped headlin- 
er of “the six merry murderesses of 
Cook County Jail” Velma, she’s 
scheduled to join the Broadway com- 
pany following the Boston run. 
Diminutive, tomboyish, and a strong 
singer, she’s a brassy, likably low- 
brow Velma who brings sharp moves 
to “I Can’t Do It Alone” and “When 
Velma Takes the Stand.” And her 
second-act duet with Carol Woods’s 
full-throated Matron ‘Mama’ 
Morton, “Class” (one of the few 
moments in the show not filled with 
movement), is a comic high point. 

As ace lawyer and showboating 
mercenary Billy Flynn, Zmed sings 
well but is more Frankie Avalon than 
Johnnie Cochrane. Bruce Winant is 
aptly unobtrusive as Roxie’s put- 
upon/cheated-upon husband, Amos, 
whose white-gloved hands come 
shimmeringly to life for “Mister 
Cellophane.” In the acting depart- 
ment, Reinking’s huskily purring 
Roxie combines ditziness and silky 
opportunism with a genuinely felt 
desperation that sometimes seems 
out of synch with the hardness of the 
rest of the show. 

Vincent Fanuele conducts the hot 
jazz band that occupies most of the 
stage, inside a burnished gold frame. 
And the sinuous cadre of buff guys 
and endless-legged chorines who 
play small roles and pull off the 
derby-wielding, pelvis-pivoting, sexy 
mechanics of the Fosse-inspired 
choreography pulses with precision 
and sass. Really, Reinking’s choreog- 
raphy is the star of Chicago — even 
if, attempting it here, the suddenly- 
pulled-into-service dancer seems 
hoist on her own petard. fd

On 
TV’s Providence, the heroine has 
routine chats with her dead 
mother. Swimming’s shark — a 
wetsuited, stoical, if slightly 
sinister Rick Park — _ is 
comparatively matter-of-fact 
about his situation as gay love 
interest and museum attraction. 
eAnd Bock’s breezy treatment of 
his central metaphor, as of his 
interconnected human char- 
acters’ struggle toward 
significanc®, renders the play at 
once engaging and absurd. 
Swimming in the Shallows, as its 
title implies, does not dive deep 
into the human or the piscine 
psyche. But it scoops up some of 
what’s floating in the water of 
modern life. 

At the Boston Center for the 
Arts, where the play is getting its 


world premiere, Swimming in the 
Shallows is aptly set in what looks 
like an empty pool, a little rust on 
the drain and some plants pushing 
up through cracks in the aquama- 
rine concrete. And since Bock is a 
Brown University—trained play- 
wright in the Paula Vogel mode, 
his short scenes seem to float 
there, unanchored by exposition 
or corroborating detail. Although 
the play’s telescoped conversa- 
tions are quite specific, not every- 
thing is explained. Two characters 
spend one short scene affixing 
nurses’ caps to their heads, but 
we're not told they’re nurses. It 
doesn’t matter. What matters, for 
the most part, are relationships. 
Barb explains to friend Carla 
Carla, as the two soak their feet in 
glass vats of water, that she has 
read in Reader’s Digest about 
Buddhist monks who own only 
eight things. She has started to 
feel encumbered by her posses-

sions. Carla Carla, for her part, is 
deciding whether to marry long- 
time partner Donna, who smokes. 
Nick, a friend of the three 
women, goes through boyfriends 
as fast as Donna does cigarettes. 
Barb’s passive-aggressive hus- 
band, Bob, reacts to her urge to 
pare down by buying more stuff. 
And in back of the action, in a 
sort of fish tank as Elizabethan 
inner stage, the shiny black, ear- 
ring-sporting shark goes through 
the paces of his day: “Swim, 
swim, swim,” the fish intones, 
measuring his steps until he 
reaches glass and has to turn 
around. “Swim, swim, swim” in 
the other direction. 

In Bock’s trim comic universe, 
everything seems to carry about 
the same weight. Indeed, 
Swimming in the Shallows is 
billed as “an ensemble comedy 
about the little things that create 
big problems.” Barb’s Reader’s 








Digest-spurred obsession with 
divestiture becomes a spiritual 
quest that takes her out of her 
marriage. Donna’s sneaked ciga- 
rettes become, in the commit- 
ment-wary Carla Carla’s eyes, a 
major betrayal. Conversely, when 
Nick, having become enamored 
of the shark, asks aquarium 
worker Donna to introduce them, 
the one obstacle she cites is that 
she barely knows the fish. 
Director Betsy Carpenter, moving 
her players about an almost bare 
stage, the only furniture a couple 
of variously configured benches 
and the cheesy accouterments of 
the shark tank, picks up on the 
play’s skewed perspective: Barb’s 
description of a trip to the dump 
seems no less important, and no 
more natural, than Nick’s eventu- 
al beach date with the shark.

Merrimack’s scream of a Dream 


BY CAROLYN CLAY At Merrimack Repertory 
Theatre, A Midsummer Night’s Dream arrives on 
stage like a burst of gunfire — and forget about a 


silencer. The production begins with a 
prolonged storm of metallic thunder. 
Theseus, garbed like a member of the 
trenchcoat mafia, enters throttling a spit- 
fire Hippolyta, who is in handcuffs. When 
the Athenian warrior duke turns his back 
on her for a moment, the conquered 
Amazon queen takes a flying leap and 
tries to strangle him with her cuffed 
wrists. A black-shirted Philostrate is pack- 
ing a gun. And everyone is yelling — 
something everyone will proceed to do for 
the better part of two and three-quarters 
hours, possibly so that Shakespeare’s 
words will not be drowned out by a phys- 
ical staging that frequently sounds like 
body slamming mixed with a stampede. 
Russell Treyz’s production, full of sound, 
fury, and fisticuffs, is staged in the round. 
And for those closest to the action, it’s 
more like being in the milieu of Hulk 
Hogan and Jesse Ventura than in the play- 
ing fields of the Bard. Moreover, I warn 
you, you can get involved — Puck, hiding 
from a wrathful Oberon, leapt into the 
seat beside me and snatched my purse for 
cover. 

Trinity Rep, in Providence, has been 
both lauded and criticized for its vigorous 
approach to Shakespearean comedy. Yet

From 
explosive devices to the millenni- 
um, this bloated Jon Amiel To 
Catch a Thief wanna-be spends 
so much time counting backwards 
toward fizzled climaxes that it 
begins to seem like a mental dis- 
order. Lost in a tortured screen- 
play that makes Mission Impos- 
sible seem a model of clarity is an 
avuncularly elegant performance 
by Sean Connery as MacDougal, 
a legendary art thief suspected in 
a recent Rembrandt theft. In- 
surance investigator Gin Baker, 
played with zest by Catherine 
Zeta-Jones as a_ kind of 
anti-Grace Kelly, wants to entice 
him into joining her in another 
heist of an invaluable gold Chi- 
nese mask, and much of Entrap- 
ment involves their earnest prepa- 
rations and perfunctory flirtations 
(their relationship is summed up 
when her butt slithers under a 
laser beam and Connery grunts 
nostalgically). Why they just don’t 
bag MacDougal with the goods in 
the beginning is never explained, 
though the idea is probably to 
allow more screen time to a hilari- 
ous Maury Chaykin as a weird 
Malaysian Buddha, and, yes, one 
more countdown to little payoff.

*x*x x EVIL DEAD 2: DEAD BY 
DAWN (1987). They’re really 
back. In this even gonzo-er sequel 
to The Evil Dead, director Sam 
Raimi makes an essential break 
with the horror genre: the mon- 
strous climax starts five minutes 
into the movie and just keeps 
going — it’s the horror film as mul- 
tiple orgasm. As before, we're in a 
tumble-down shack in the middie 
of the woods somewhere; once 
again, visitors arrive, and the 
wood demons go apeshit. But this 
time (at least for the first half), 
there’s only one character (Bruce 
Campbell), and that lets Raimi turn 
the movie into a concentrated 
exercise in horror-comedy high 
jinks, a vertiginous slapstick orgy 
of gore and camerawork and 
things that go squish in the night. 
When Raimi’s on, he’s a screwy, 
hyperkinetic original. Midnights at

* 1/2 eXistenZ (1999). Set in a 
Shaker-plain church in a generic 
countryside, David Cronenberg’s 
new film begins (or ends, perhaps 
— it doesn't seem to matter much) 
with superstar computer-game 
designer Allegra Geller (Jennifer 
Jason Leigh, blowzy but affect- 
less, like much of the cast) initiat- 
ing a select group into her new vir- 
tual-reality game, “eXistenZ,” 
whose players boot up to a 
“MetaFlesh Game-Pod,” a cross 
between a polymorphous sexual 
organ and a Furby that connects 
directly to the user's central ner- 
vous system by means of a veiny, 
pulsing “UmbyCord” inserted into 
an anal-looking “Bioport” surgically 
implanted into the base of the 
spine. For the “Realists,” however, 
this is all blasphemy, and they're 
out to get Allegra, so she has to 
go on the lam with an office drone 
(a bewildered Jude Law) from the 
company that manufactures her 
game, and they wind up hiding out 
in virtual reality. Play's the thing 
here — Cronenberg explored the 
nature of reality with more convic- 
tion and to far more disturbing 
effect in films like Videodrome, 
The Fly, Scanners, and Naked

*1/2 FORCES OF NATURE 
(1999). This DreamWorks effort is 
a strained exercise in generic 
whimsy and cute platitudes, with 
the only natural moments coming 
from computer-generated clouds. 
Ben Affleck is Ben, a “jacket copy- 
writer” off to marry Bridget (Maura 
Tierney) at her family’s palatial 
Savannah estate. Sandra Bullock 
pushes perkiness to the point of 
paroxysm as Sarah, a free spirit 
off to the same destination to 
divorce her husband or sell her 
bagel shop or meet her kid or 
something.

Comedian Roberto Benigni’s con- 
troversial Holocaust fable has gar- 
nered audience awards at 
Cannes, Toronto, and Vancouver 
plus endorsements from groups 
like the Anti-Defamation League; it 
won the Best Jewish Experience 
Award at the Jerusalem Film Fest, 
the Best Foreign Film Oscar from 
the Academy, and the Best Actor 
Oscar for Benigni. The first half 
describes the improbable (in view 
of the anti-Semitic laws) courtship 
of Guido (Benigni), a homely 
Jewish waiter in the Tuscan town 
of Arezzo, and Dora (Nicolette 
Braschi, Benigni’s wife), an aristo- 
crat schoolteacher; your reaction 
will depend on whether you find 
the utterly goy Benigni’s Jerry 
Lewis/Robin Williams-like antics 
amusing or sophomoric. Cut to 
five years later: Guido and Dora 
have an adorable charcoal-eyed 
little boy, Giosué (Giorgio 
Cantarini), but the Nazis are 
rounding up Italian Jews, and so 
the whole family are shipped off to 
some unnamed death camp, 
where, to protect Giosué, Guido 
pretends it’s all a game. The con- 
cept is well-intentioned and at 
times even moving, but the way 
Guido capers about like the 
Hogan's Heroes gang at Stalag 13 
trivializes what happened at 
places like Auschwitz and Dachau: 
no heads are shaved, and death 
takes place off screen. The feel- 
good Final Solution ending cheers 
the survival of a few while ignoring 
the extermination of millions — it's 
a smiley-face Holocaust. See 
Benigni’s film and decide for your- 
self — but don't be surprised if you 
find Life Is Beautiful unforgivably 
obscene.

Based on the autobiography of 
former NASA technician Homer 
Hickam, the simple plot works to 
the film's advantage, highlighting 
the intimacies among the charac- 
ters without getting maudlin. 
Homer (a delightfully earnest Jake 
Gyllenhaal) dreams of space 
flight, college, and a life beyond 
the suffocating confines of the 
coal mines.

SIONS (1997). Liv Ullmann’s third 
film (after Sofie and Kristin 
Lavransdatten is the second (after 
Bille August’s Best Intentions) for 
which Ingmar Bergman has writ- 
ten a screenplay about the trou- 
bled relationship between his 
mother and father; but Private 
Confessions surpasses the messy 
melodramatics of August's effort 
with its icy honesty, incandescent 
passion, and a canny insight into 
truth and hypocrisy. The film's five 
chapters skip back and forth 
through time, as Bergman's moth- 
er, Anna (a crabbed, charismatic 
Pemilla August), confesses to her 
husband, Henrik (Samuel Frdler), 
a tormented and struggling pastor 
of a frozen provincial town, that 
she’s been having an affair with 
Tomas (Thomas Hanzon), a 
young divinity student and friend 
of the family. Naturally her clergy- 
man uncle Jacob (Max von Sydow 
at the top of his form) tells her to 
abandon Tomas and confess 
everything to Henrik. Private 
Confessions can be as exhausting 
as prolonged couple counseling 
— the emotions are almost always 
high beam when not painfully sup- 
pressed. But Ullmann does bring 
an un-Bergmanesque levity to the 
proceedings.

New York’s Terminal Radar 
Approach Control Center, .fast- 
talking Nick Falzone (John 
Cusack) is a master of taking a 
jumble of planes and lining them 
up in a perfect vector (“like 
Rockettes’) and easing them 
down to the tarmac. Then Russell 
Bell (Billy Bob Thornton), hailf- 
Choctaw and all Zen, gets trans- 
ferred into town. Based on a New 
York Times magazine cover story, 
Mike Newell's film plays for laughs 
the inherent insanity of the air-traf- 
fic biz, getting comic mileage out 
of the escalating rivalry between 
the Nick and Russell and the zany 
camaraderie that comes to include 
their wives, patient Connie 
Falzone (Cate Blanchett) and sad 
and sexy Mary Bell (Angelina 
Jolie).

Max shines at extra-curriculars but 
not in the classroom; threatened 
with public school, he forms one 
bond with Rushmore benefactor 
Herman Biume (Bill Murray) and 
another with widowed first-grade 
teacher Miss Cross (a sweetly 
sad, blushing Olivia Williams). The 
collision of these three reveals the 
depths of their decency and 
despair.

(1998). John Madden's Oscar-win- 
ning film is set in London in the 
‘90s — the 1590s, where hot new 
playwright William Shakespeare 
(Joseph Fiennes) is torturing him- 
self over his latest work, Romeo 
and Ethel, the Pirate’s Daughter, 
and falling in love with the unap- 
proachable Lady Viola de Lesseps 
(Best Actress winner Gwyneth 
Paltrow), who is secretly acting in 
his theater company disguised as 
a boy. Their love dialogues and 
misadventures have a familiar ring 
— they are in fact the rough drafts 
of the lines and scenes to be 
immortalized not only in the play 
about star-crossed lovers Will is 
daily revising, but in future works 
like Twelfth Night and The 
Tempest. Although determinedly 
lightweight, Shakespeare in Love 
is a self-reflexive ode to the power 
of art and love that at times is wor- 
thy of its namesake. Judi Dench 
won the Best Supporting Actress 
Oscar for her portrayal of Queen 
Elizabeth.

The misty light over 
the Bosporus, the texture of a 
damp wall, the pathos of a dead 
woman's dusty relics all provide 
Ferzan Ozpetek’s seductive fable 
of the exhilaration of change and 
the ineluctability of fate with the 
jolt of a vaguely recalled epiphany.

(1999). Cambridge resident Nish 
Saran’s dandy 41-minute “coming 
out” road documentary begins 
after his Harvard graduation, when 
he takes a trip across America 
with his mother and his two aunts, 
all arrivals from India. It’s a chance 
for him to tell them he’s gay, but 





the words keep sticking in his 
throat. Meanwhile, he keeps 
videoing his relatives; and these 
upper-caste Indian ladies prove 10 
times as unleashed as the sud- 
denly uptight filmmaker. They tell 
dirty jokes, do raunchy dances, 
and even, with one aunt, manage 
a Monica L. with a banana. Saran 
finally comes out to his mom while 
she stares incredulously into the 
lens. But rather than race away, 
she stays there, feet planted, and 
allows herself to be filmed while 
she dashes through several 
octaves of emotions — disbelief, 
distress, anger, understanding, 
acceptance — all in one amazing 
eight-minute nonstop run of the 
camera. The formidable Mrs. 
Saran is a great actress with an 
intuitive sense of drama, a docu- 
mentary diva who is as powerful in 
the frame as a Liz Taylor or a 
Bette Davis.

*xkx*x«xTASTE OF CHERRY 
(1998). Iranian director Abbas 
Kiarostami does not resolve what 
Albert Camus called the only 
philosophical problem — i.e., self- 
annihilation — but he does provide 
one of the most harrowing, lumi- 
nous, and ultimately uplifting 
depictions of the human spirit in 
extremis in this Cannes 1997 
Paime d'Or winner that has yet to 
be shown in his native country 
(where suicide is taboo). Like 
Hamlet, Mr. Badii (Homayoun 
Ershadi) is stymied by what hap- 
pens after death — namely, what's 
to become of his body? So in what 
is planned as the last day of his 
life he offers a small fortune to 
selected members of Iranian soci- 
ety’s detritus in return for their 
promise to lay his body to rest in a 
roadside slit trench he has dug 
himself. Mr. Badii never explains 
what’s behind his decision 
because, he insists, no one can 
understand, but after spending 90 
minutes in a Range Rover with 
him you start to comprehend. 
Mostly, though, it’s in the details 
that Cherry overwhelms with its 
truth — like the taste of the title 
fruit, which one of the Mr. Badii’s 
passengers insists once saved 
him from suicide. It’s only after 
considering the alternative, 
Kiarostami suggests, that life's 
savor can fully be appreciated.

She speaks loudly 
and powerfully, struggling in every 
frame to offer a more rounded pic- 
ture of his life. Not that Hy himself 
registers as a cuddly dad: impas- 
sive in snapshots, he stares from 
behind black-framed glasses like 
the subject of an early Chuck 
Close painting. Moreover, Hyman 
Swetzoff had lived a double life: 
married with children, he had also 
been part of a largely subterranean 
gay scene.
